Education Week Marked 
In Lindsay’s Schools 


Local Principal 
Thinks Province’s 
Texthook Move OK 


The principal of at least one of 
Lindsay’s public schools is convin- 
ced that the idea of supplying text- 
books free of cost to the pupils is a 
good one. W. S. Battersby, Princi- 
pal of Central and King Albert 
schools says he believes lt will bring 
uniformity in the availablity and 
distribution of textbooks across the 
province and that it will alleviate 
the difficulty parents of large fa- 
milies experience keeping all their 
flock supplied. 


Asked if it could mean that the 
government was tightening its grip 
on the type of. textbooks to be used, 
Mr. Battersby said he didn’t think 
so. He sald the fact was there was 
a tendency recently for the govern- 
ment to relinquish its control over 
textbooks a great deal. “They have 
been leaving it up to the teachers to 
find the textbooks which serve their 
needs best,” he explained. 


Actually, Mr. Battersby points 
out, the idea of supplying free text- 
books to childrea is not entirely 
new. Several larger cities have been 
doing this on their own for some- 
time. The principi] difference in 
these cases is, of course, that the 
tax load will be re-directed. Instead 
of the money coming out of real 
estate or other municipal sources 
of tax revenue, it will come out of 


provincial taxes.

Take Over Roads 


The Department of Highways fi- 
gured in the discussion of three, 
Victoria County roads af a com 
mittee meeting of the Victoria 
County Council. Motions were pul 
to the council for the members ta 
consider the advisability of r 
questing the Department of High 
ways to take over two roads in thi 
country. A reply was read from thi 
Department of Highways concern: 
ing a similar request made at thi 
January session of council 


At the January session, council 
requested that the Department of 
Highways asume snowplowing re- 
sponsibilities on the road running 
from Victoria Road to Uphill A, 
reply was read by County Clerk FP. 
L. Weldon stating that the Depart- 
ment had been in the habit of plow- 
ing a portion of this road which 
leads off Highway 46, but could not 
assume the responsibiltiy of making 
certain that it was kept open. 


Reeve Fee. of Emily Township, 
made a motion that the council 
cousider the advisability of request- 
ing that the Department of High- 
ways appropriate the road running 
between Fowler’s Corners south to 
Highway No. 28. In speaking to the 
motion, Mr. Fee said that this road 
was a township road and was a 
boundary between Peterborough and 
Victoria Counties. The road also 
runs into Durham County. He 
pointed out that this road was used 
& great deal during the summer 
months as a connecting link be- 
tween the two highways to avoid 
travelling through Peterborough. 
He said that adjoining municipali- 
ties were in favour of the Depart- 
ment taking it over as a highway. 


Reeve Webster made a motion 
that the county present a resolution 
to the Department asking that the 
five-mile long road be taken over 
by the province. He later suggested 
that the motion be held back until 
Reeve Fee had made certain that 
other municipalities had prepared 
and presented similar resolutions all 
asking the same thing. 

The matter was finally left in the 
hands of the Roads Committee with 
power to act, 


Reeve Hodgson and Reeve Dr. 
MacKay, of Somerville and Fene- 
lon Falls respectively, fostered a 
motion that the council consider 
asking the Department of High- 
ways to take over the secondary 
road between Fenelon Falls and 
Union Creek. These men later chan- 
ged the motion to read Kinmount 
insvead of Union Creek. They con- 
sidered that the Province would be 
more apt to take over the entire 
improved road than part of it.

Frank Goard, have received an in- 
teresting letter from their son Able 
Seaman Bruce Goard who is on the 
destroyer “Nootka” in waters near 
Japan. Extracts from his letter, will 
be read with interest by his many 
friends in Oakwood and Lindsay. 
A-B Goard writes: 

*I do not know whether it was in 
the Canadian papers or not, but on 
our very first patrol, we happened 
to run into some action. We were 
told to go up the river to Inchon 
one morning, (The other Canadian 
destroyer was with us -the Cayuga) 
that there was a lot of small boat 
activity up there, and we were to 
investigate. 


We arrived there about 1130 in 
the morning. There was an Ameri- 
can cruiser, the St, Paul, and two 
American destroyers, also. We stay- 
ed there until about one o’clock, 
and as there wa. nothing doing, we. 
decided to go on down the river 
and patrol again. To get out of har- 
bour, we had to pass between the 
shore and the St. Paul We were just 
on our way out, when we saw gun 
flashes from shore. They were shoo- 
ting at the St. Paul, so we steamed 
back again, and the two of us op- 
ened up on the shore batteries. At 
first we sed nothing but four 
inch shells, and after about fifty 
rounds from each gun, we went in 
closer, and the closer range weapons 
were used. 


They say that two shells landed 
pretty close to us - one just along 
side of us, and the other over us, 
but I didn’t see either one - guess 
I was too busy. 


We silenced all the shore batteries 
so I guess we did some good. One 
fellow had one of his ear drums 
punctured, because of the concus- 
ston of both guns going off at the 
same time. 

The gun I am on, fs right forward 
the first one, so you can see we are 
pretty close to the gun, just aft of 
us. After that things were pretty 
quiet for a few days. 

We picked up an English pilot, 
who ditched his plane, right beside 
us. His plane had ben hit by flack. 
I think {t only took his plane about 
5 seconds to go down. He was Lieut. 
Commander John Smith from Lon- 
don, England. Later we saw a mine 
and blew that up, but since then 
have had nothing to do. We cer- 
tainly had an interesting first pa- 
trol. 

The Huron should be here at the 
end of February, so. I guess Mac- 
Cullough (from Lindsay) will be 
out here too. 

It certainly looks funny to see all 
the Japs still running around with 
parts of their old army uniforms 
on, I almost forgot to tell you that 
I have had a good many rides in 
the old rickshaws. They certainly 
are funny. 

The money here {fs all balled up 
and in a terrible mess. We are paid 
in Canadian money and ff we want 
to go ashore, we have to change that 
to Yen -Japanese money. If we go to 
a American oase have to 
change our money to what they call 
script, which is just like invasion 
money, If we go to an English base 
we have to change it into Hong 
Keng dollars -so you see it really 
is quite a mess. I am sending you 
ten yen and five Hong Kong dal- 
lars os you can see what it looks 
like.” 

After hoping they are all in good 
health, he closes with the words 
“Write Soon.” »

Govt. Refuses 
Controls At 
Present Time 


(British United Press) 

The fight against inflation is 
sharing the spotlight with defense 
in parliament. 

Answering opposition _critics, 
Prime Minitser St. Laurent says the 
government will act against infla- 
tion “just as soon as we can find 
the proper way.” He promises 
the government will not shadow- 
box with the issue..and will not 
avoid controls when. it feels they 
are really necesary and will work. 

The Prime Minister climaxed a. 
day-long debate on inflation spark- 
ed by Progressive-Conservative lea- 
der George Drew who demands im- 
mediate controls to halt the soar- 
ing cost-of-living. 

Led by Trade Minister C. D. Howe, 
the government won another round 
in its fight to push Canada’s new 
Defense Production Bill through 
the House. The Commons last night 
approved the controversial clause 
giving the government the power 
to appoint contrellers in private 
industries ladding in defense or- 
ders. 

Opposition members had label- 
Ted the clause dictatorial and’ said 
that C.D. Howe --new boss of the 
production department --would be- 
come a dictator. Howe bluntly told 
the house he would allow no limit- 
ations in the clause. He said he nee- 
dec the wide powers to ensure the 
“apid production of armaments for 
Canada’s armed forces. 

Today, a liberal member of par- 
liament --Lionel Bertrand of Terre- 
bonne, Quebec --will ask the gov- 
ernment for special financial assis- 
tance for handicapped persons un- 
able to maintain themselves. It is 
expected his motion will meet cabi- 
net objections as it clashes with 
social service talks already under- 
way with the province. 


Want Details © 
Of British 
Wheat Talks 


The CCF wants more informa- 
tion on the recent unsuccessful talks 
on a final settlement of the five- 
year wheat pool with Britain. 

The party is submitting a motion 
in the house demanding the govern- 
ment give more information on the 
attempt to get a final payment from’ 
the United Kingdom for wheat sold 
in the deal. 

The motion asks the Government 
to make public all proposals and 
documents placed before the British 
government by Agriculture Minis- 
ter James Gardiner. 

Prime Minister St. Laurent told 
parliament last Friday that Britain 
had made it clear to Gardiner last 
month that she would make no fur- 
ther payments under the agreement. 

Last week, the government an- 
nounced that it would pay western 
farmers 65-million dollars for losses 
on wheat sold to Britain at less than 
the world price. Western members 
Qre protesting that the grant — 
amounting to  elght-point-three 
cents a bushel—is inadequate and 
should be not less than twenty-five 
cents a bushel. (BUP). 


Threaten to Resign 


Some 35 school teachers at Brant- 
ford, Ontario threaten to resign 
over a wage dispute with the Civic 
Board of Education. 

The teachers demand a 650-dollar 
raise but the Board of Education 
offers a 280-dollar increase. 

And Secretary S.G-B. Robinson of 
Ontario's Secondary School Tea- 
chers’ Association says that many 
of the teachers may hand in their 
resignations.

THE PEOPLE ARE STILL PAYING FOR IT 

At this time of the year when budgets are the 
order of the day in governmental circles it is timely 
to remind the people that regardless of how many 
benefits these budgets may seem to contain, they are 
still getting exactly nothing for nothing. In other 
words if they are being given certain’ hand-outs by 
the federal or provincial government, they are still 
paying for them directly or indirectly. Governments 
still have only one place from which to get money 
and that is out of the people’s pocketbooks. 

Therefore before going into a spin over any seem- 
ing benefits accruing from any of these budgets it 
is well to remember that the people are still paying 
for it. The method of extraction may be less painless 
under one government than it is under another, it 
may not be immediately apparent and everyone will 
not participate to the same extent, but they are never- 
the-less paying in one way or another. 

The bigger and better the grants and benefits, the 
bigger tnd better the haul from the people’s pockets.

Vitamin A Foods Needed In Cold 
Weather 


Notwithstanding the great ad- 
vancements made in medicine, there 
are some common sense, everyday 
methods that almost have disap- 
peared. One of these is the old- 
fashioned practice of taking cod- 
liver oil during the cold weather. 
I bave spoken before of sceing, 
many years ago, a number of boys 
in a preparatory school who, after 
Yunch and dinner during the cold 
weather, went to the head table and 
took a spoonful of cod-liver oj! from 
their own bottle. This was before 
the days of vitamin knowledge. 

In Proceedings of The Society of 


cine, Dr. B. H. Ershoff states that 
experience has shown that recuire- 
ments for a number of nutrients 
(foods) are greatly increased under 
conditions of low temperature. This 
is particularly true for some vita- 
mins. An increased requirement for 
vitamin B--thiamine, pyrodoxine, 
and ascorbic acid --has been de- 
monstrated after prolonged ex- 
posure to low temperature. 

Experiments are presented on the 
effects of low temperature on the 
vitamin A requirement of laboratory 
Tats. A study was made of animals 
fed purified rations lacking in vi- 
tamin A, the rate at which these 
vitamins left the body and the 
length of time the rat was able to 
do without vitamin A before it col- 
lopsed. The experiments wer2 con- 
ducted in a cold room (35.6 degrees 
F.) and at normal room temperature 
(734 degrees F). 

It was found that (1) rats were 
depleted more rapidly under cold 
toom conditions, (2) body weight 
at the time of depletion was less 
in the cold room temperature, and 
(3) time before collapse ocurred 
Was decreased in the cold room tem- 
perature. 

These experiments, because the 
rat's body closely resembles the 
human body in function, teach us 
the value of eating foods rich in 
vitamin A to sustain our strength 
and resistance to disease during 
the cold winter, 

While cod-liver oil is one of the 
foods very rich in vitamin A, other 
foods rich in vitamin A which can 
be eaten by those who do not like 
cod-liver oj] are: butter, 
milk, cheese, eg yolk, liver, green 
and yellow vegetables, tomatoes 
| Vitarain B foods to be eaten are 
yeast, wheat germ, malted milk, 
| ham, bacon, whole wheat bread

The following is the report of the 
Victorian Order nurse in Lindsay 
for the month of February 1951, 
which was presented to the March 
meeting of the Board of Manage- 
ment of the Order, held in the 
Council Chamber yesterday evening.

To patients with long term 
illnesses and those suffering from 
the infirmities of old age 66 visiis 
Were made; 48 visits were made to 
acutely ill, medical and surgical 
patients and those who had returned 
frdm hospital still requiring nurs- 
ing care; 33 visits were made to mo- 
thers and babies home from hos- 
pital for-nursing care, demonstrat- 
ion baths and health counselling. 
Three visits were made for pre- 
natal instruction. t 

Owing to pressure of work and 
the excessive amount of colds this 
month, I have not made any visits 
to the maternity wing of the hos- 
pital

Miss Norma Curtin relieved for 
three and one half days during the 
month. 

A total of $107.50 was received in 
fees. $2.50 was received from the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany for service to policy holders. 

During the month I have had to 
use the Red Cross Loan Cupboard. 
and find it most convenient to 
know that I can borrow articles from 
it for my patients when necessary. 
I was also supplied with old sheets 
by members of the board.”

Fifty years of preaching .

The Christian Church in all its 
manifestations has its origin in the 

fe and death and ressurection of 
Jesus Christ and the gift of the 
Holy Spirit. The Wesleyan Metho- 
dist Church was the parent body of 
the different forms of the church 
generally known as Methodist 
throughout the world. There are 
others without the Methodist name 
that acknowledge an affinity and 
kinship. It was in this mother 
church that I became a preacher. 
I was fortunate enough to obtain 
a scholarship that enabled me to at- 
tend Cliff College in Derbyshire. In 
the summer I was sent to various 
towns and villages to conduct “Mis- 
sions”. For two summers I was sent 
to seaside resorts to conduct open 
air meetings. At Scarboro we had 
a wonderful work. Men, women, and 
children publicly acknowledged their 
need of Christ and what a thrill it 
was to hear them tell later they 
had the assurance that God had 
for Christ's sake pardoned their 
sins. They were willing in the eyes 
of the world to be accounted fools 
for God and that kingdom which is 
not of this world. I think we Christ- 
ians are too inhibited and don’t let 
joy of the Lord is our strength 
There is more to being a Christian 
than emotion, but without emotion 
energising the will and stimulating 
§he mind and heart it is not as 
likely to be evident that being a 
follower of Jesus is the big thing 
in our life. We are told “Be not 
drunken with wine” which we heed 
but the positive instruction “Be 
filled with the’ Spirit”, well, do we 
obey this part? It means being 
yourself plus the Holy Spirit. May 
we all be on our guard against a 
false sense of dignity that rules out 
God working through us in his own 
way. 

In 1907 Dr. Woodsworth visited 
England to obtain recruits for the 
ministry of the Methodist Church 
ir Canada. After much thought and 
prayer I responded to this appeal 
and was sent to Newfoundland. The 
people received me kindly and soon 
I felt at home among these God- 
fearing people. We had times of re- 


vival and rich blessing came to us 
in that way. 

I haye always had a sense of 
rumour and I thank God for grace 
to laugh at myself. A man gave me 
a revolver soon after I arrived in 
Newfoundland and said “Take it 


with you when you travel across |} 


country.” I put it in my hip pocket 
and went to conduct a service in a 
school-house that evening. Behind 
where I stood to preach was a wood- 
box, the lid of which was propped 
up with a stick of wood. While I 
was preaching the lid of the wood- 
box fell with a great bang! I thought 
it was my revolver so I reached be- | 
hind me to find out what damage 
was done. I was of course not hurt. 
Just then a fisherman in the con- 
gregation called out “You are still 
on even keel parson, sail on” and 
sail on I did as soon as I could stop 
laughing. Thank God for whole- 
some laughter. That night I threw 
the gun into the sea. 

I spent a year as the Methodist 
preacher on Bell Island, Concept- 
jon Bay, where so much iron ore 
is mined. My predecessor at this 
appointment was a young man who 
is now Porfessor E. J. Pratt of Vic- 
toria College. Toronto, a well known 


came to leave Newfoundland but 
for personal reasons I decided to 
visit the USA I was given a 
passage by one of the ships taking 
iron ore to Philadelphia. The of- 
ficers and crew of this Norwegian 
ship treated me like a king. While 
in “The States” a bishop of the 
Methodist Church asked me to 
become a pastor of one of their 
churches. This church equated my 
studies IT had done in England and 
other courses I had taken and then 
after two years of extra mural stu- 
dies of subjects of their course I 
Was ordained. 

I was doing fine I thought until 
the Bisohp began to put pressure on 
me to become a United States citi- 
zen. It reached a point where I 
felt I would have to travel again. 
I wondered if Providence was in 
this thing and would a way be 
opened.

Butter Shortage 
Said Mostly Talk 


Toronto March 7 (BUP) --Mr. 
Housewife is worried about the sea- 
sonal butter shortage in Windsor 
and Montreal, but in Toronto. re- 
tailers’ shrug off consumers’ fears, 

At Windsor the price has climbed 
10 cents and in Montreal some 
stores are asking 80-cents a pound. 

Also at Montreal, some store- 
keepers are restricting customers to 
half a pound each. 

Toronto dealers say the shortage 
is “mostly talk.” They say there 
is no shortake in Toronto and they 
do not expect one.

Falls Cadets 


Take Part In “Operation Skid” | 


On Saturday some 50 cadets and 
cadet instructors from Fenelon 
Falls and Lindsay Cadet Corps 
braved the rain, sleet, hail and snow 
of an unpleasant March day to par- 
ticipate in a Map Trek and Signals 
Exercise.

All cadets were issued with emerg- 
ency rations of gum and chocolate 
bars. 

This was the third such winter 
scheme carried out by the Lindsay 
Cadet Corps, and the first in which 
the Fenelon Falls Corps also par- 
ticipated. Excellent planning and 
supervision of the exercises were 
carried out by Capt. O. R. Wells 
and Cadet Instructor J. E. Staples, 
both of the Collegiate Staff.

The atmosphere of preparedness 
here in Ottawa has produced re- 
ports that Trans-Canada Highway 
will go forward this year with accel- 
erated progress as it is the consider- 
ed opinion that the Trans-Can- 
ada Highway is very necessary in a 
preparedness programme, also that 
the development of the St. Law- 
rence Seaway and the electric power 
that can be developed will be vit- 
ally needed. 

The Five Billion Dollar prepared- 
mess programme does not mean 
that the Government will spend it 
all in one year, but over a three- 
year period. The ability of this 
Country’s industries to produce is 
probably One Billion the first year; 
1% Billion the second year and the 
remaining 2% Billion the third year. 
That is about as fast as it will go 
unless a world conflict starts and 
forces a reckless speed-up of act- 
‘ivity. 5) 

Man power is the greatest problem 
in Canada as far as this Country 
can plan its programme—for our 
‘Armed Forces, industry and the pro- 
duction of materials and food stuffs 
—despite the habit of in 
terms of money.. 

It is understood at present that 
the next group of recruits to be 
trained in Canada may go to Bri- 


tain and Europe. One difficulty that|, 


is developing in Britain is that of 
rations for large groups of Cana- 
dian and U. S. Forces which will be 
stationed there. The fact is that 
these troops will have to be fed on 
a scale far above the average Brit- 
on or incredibly below that to which 
they are accustomed. 

The Honourable James Gardiner 
has arrived back in Ottawa and his 
trip was a fruitless one as far as get- 
ting any more money on the Wheat 
Agreement was concerned. It has 
come to light now that Mr. Howe 
had talks last summer with the 
British Government officials and 
it was a closed book. ‘The Govern- 
ment may come to the farmers’ as- 
sistance—after all they are respon- 
sible to the farmers of Canada as it 
was they who put themselves in the 
position of buyer and seller and if 
they made a bad deal the farmer 
should not have to pay the penalty 
alone, as they were promised by Mr. 
Howe and Mr. Gardiner that they 
would receive much more than the 
$1.55 per bushel under the “having

Agreement. 
Mr. St. Laurent made a state- 


ment to the House on Friday that 
the Government would add $65,000,- 
000. which only means 3c per bush- 
el over the whole contract and is a 
slap in the face to Western farmers 
as they were expecting, at least 25c. 
The estimates for the fiscal’ year 
1951-1952 are about completed and 
should be coming into the House by 
the 7th or 8th of March. If so, Mr. 
Abbott may deliver the Budget be- 
fore the Easter Recess, but that ts 
doubtful and will depend on how 

long the estimates are debated.

Composer Dies

May I be permitted space in your 
paper to comment on a statement 
published in your Thursday edition 
from a spokesman for the Victoria 
County Local Secondary School 
Teachers Federation whose name is 
not known to me. 

I am sorry this matter has been 
brought out on the front page of 
the local paper but since this has 
already been done, I am sure more 
facts on the matter will be appre- 
ciated by both teachers and tax- 
payers. 

As far as I know the word “de- 
mand” which is featured so promin- 
ently in the first paragraph was 
not mentioned at the Board meet- 
ing. I did use it once at the meet- 
ing of the Teachers’ Advisory Com- 
mittee. This was a mistake and 
should have been “request’ and I at 
once withdrew the word “demand” 
and substituted the word “request” 
and I am sure everyone thought the 
matter was closed. Just why it is 
featured in block letters in this 
published statement is a mystery. 

The spokesman for the Federat- 
ion also suggests that many teach- 
ers are curious to know what promp- 
ted the word “strike” which is also 
featured in block letters in the 
statement. The answer is very 
simple to all who follow current 
events and no doubt it is an exag- 
geration to suggest that many tea- 
chers are curious. The facts are 
that there has recently been a strike 
of Secondary Teachers at Sudbury 
and much publicity was given to 
that fact. And since some reference 
to that well-known fact occurred to 
someone, I, as Chairman simply 
stated that no such thing would 
happen here due to the quality of 
the members of our staff. I said 
this as one who knows very well 
the very high standards of citizen- 
ship held by the members of the 
Lindsay staff who after all consti- 
tute the majority of our teachers. 
I said this to the new members of 
our Board who have not yet had the 
opportunity to know this fact. Since 
the spokesman of the Teacher's 
Federation agrees entirely with me 
in this respect it is another mystery 
just why this word should also be 
Placed in block letters on the 
front page of the paper. 

Since our teaching staff now num- 
bers 31 I can see nothing wrong 
with the introduction of two or thre 
new teachers to our staff occasion- 
ally, providing vacancies occur in 
the normal course of events. If we 
lived under the rule of a dictator it 
might well be that teachers might 
be forbidden to retire or move 
to other schools or occupations. 
This 1s not the case here however. 

In addition I wish to state that 
we have been getting and hope to 
be still able to get, bright, intelli- 
gent, young people fresh from the 
College of Education in Toronto as 
replacesments and I believe that it 
it makes for a very fine staff to have 
some of these young people, filled 
with optimism and pep, to mingle 
with the teachers with maturity, 
experience and proven ability. 

The last paragraph of the state- 
ment refers to salaries and the 
reasonableness of the teachers’ re- 
quests, Perhaps the public will agree 
with the teachers and assume that 
the Board has not made a satisfac- 
tory offer but the following facts 
should first be considered. 

1, We are not in Toronto and are 
not responsible for what Toronto 
does. 

2. Our Lindsay teachers. did not 
tell us that they were receiving in 
some cases more than a thousand 
dollarg a year more than other 
tcachers with similar qualifications 
in this district. We have now moved 
to correct this situation. Why was 
this not brought to our attention as 
was the Toronto situation? 

3, There has been nothing publish- 
ed recently to show what salary 
lawyers get in this province. Very 
few lawyers are on a salary and no 
information is made public regard- 
ing those who are. 

4. Many of our teachers in the 
Lindsay Collegiate Institute would

Snap Election Read Into 
Frost’s Gravy-Train Budget 


Toronto March 6 (BUP) --Pre- 
mier Leslie Frost brought down a 
gravy-train budget today that seem- 
ed to telegraph plans for a snap 
election. 

Apparently anxious to receive the 
mandate the people gave his pre- 
decessor, George Drew, Frost show- 
ered down with 255-million dollars 
worth-of sunshine in-his estimates 
for the next year. “ t 

He budgeted to buy all the books 
for all the pupils in all the public 
and separate elementary schools. 

He imposed no new taxes, but ra- 
ther, reduced the levy on race track 
betting and on places of entertain- 
ment. 

He listed increased grant for hos- 
pitals, universities, policemen, fire- 
men, homes for the aged and hous- 
ing development. 

Finally, he announced a one-mil- 
lion 276-thousand dollar surplus for 
the year just ended and said he 
was budgeting for a 598-thousand 


“surplus in the next fiscal year, 


For the Premier, who doubles as 
Provincial Treasurer, it was his 
eighth consecutive surplus since the 
Progressive Conservatives unseated 
the Liberals in 1943. 

The “Sunshine Budget”, he told 
British United Press, reflected o 
government belief that times of 
frivolity and gambol were returning 
after years of restrictions and 
he wanted Ontario's 4.6 million 
people to “enjoy themselves.” 

The 12 million dollar surplus 
was a drop in the bucket to what 
Frost actually financed during the 
year .That’s what was left after he 
put 21-million dollars into the sink- 
ing fund to pay off Ontario's debts. 

The new budget provided two-mil- 
lion dollars to buy school books (at 
a maximum of three -dollars per 
pupil per year); sixty-three million 
dollars for education; 10.6 million 
for hospitals; 46-million for high- 
ways and 37 million dollars for the 
health of the province. He sliced 
from 16 to 12.1 per cent the govern- 
ment tax on places of entertain- 
ment, including theatres, lounges, 
nightclubs and dance halls. 

He graduated the governments 
pari-mutuel tax schedule so that 
a maximum of 19-cents would be 
taken from every dollar bet on the 
provinces eight raec tracks. Last 
year, 21 1-2 cents was deducted 
from every dollar bet by the punt- 
esr. 

For the provinces hospital and, 
indirectly, the municipalities, he 
had half a dozen vote-getting in- 
nc ations His budget offered 30 cts. 
a day for out-patients; one- dollar 
a day for infant idigents; one- 
thousand dollars a bed for religious 
or fraternal homes for the aged, 
100-thousand dollars for isolation 
wards; a 1.5 million dollar kickback 
this year and the same next year for 
all public hospitals to care for those 
who can't pay and two-million dol- 
lars for a cancer research and 
treatment centre in Toronto.

London March 6 (BUP) --Bri- 
tons have discovered that at the 
same time they've been lamenting 
reduced rations they've been get- 
ting fat! 

So tens of thousands of men and 
women have stopped talking about 
the near-starvation diet and the 
ten-cents-a-week meat allotment to 
go on reducing campaigns. 

Dress manufacturers in the low 
price range were the first to notice 
the girth of the nation. 

“The average hip size spread from 
38 to 40," said salesmar Sid Gersh. 
Dresses are sold in accordance to 
hip-size in England. 

“Housewives wouldn't believe it,” 
Gersh said. “We had to shoehorn 
them into their old sizes. Some of 
them complained that they Hadn’t 
bulged any but that we were making 
38's smaller than we used to,” 

Word got around, and the British 
Broadcasting Corporation thought 
it would fill in some television time 
by having a couple of women agree 
so live on a reducing diet and show 
viewers their progress week by 
week. . 

Instantly the program became the 
most talked about in Britain. The 
BBO printed a few hundred copies 
of the diet the women were going 
to use and mentioned that it would 
send these out, if there was any 
demand.

After the two meetings which we 
have held on finance, I haye made 
some interesting observations which 
you might be amazed to hear. This 
year we raised approximately $32,- 
530. in excess of what was raised 
in 1950, and breaking this down to 
percentages here is how it was dis- 
tributed. Board of Education and 
High School Area are up 18 percent, 
County of Victoria 12 percent, Gar- 
bage Collection 13.4 percent, Library 
Board 8.5 percent, Parks Board 21 
percent, Ross Memorial 100 percent, 
and the Town of Lindsay up 3.8 per- 
cent. This is how much the various 
departments were raised this year. 
You can see that the Town of Lind- 
say was the lowest. That’s what irks 
me, we strive and strain to keep the 
town expenses within limits, and 
other departments seem to go over- 
board, particularly the board of 
education, which received $17,000 of 
the $32,530 odd dollars raised this 
year. ns s 
“In looking over our debenture 
debt, there has been some bad 
judgment used. We are doubling 
up and causing some hardshi ip on 
the taxpayer. This year we will pay 
approximately $28,000 on our debt, 
and if either the sewage disposal 
plant or the public school deben- 
tures had been done singularly, we 
‘would have saved the taxpayer a 
heavy blow in his tax bill. If this 
hee been planned right, with either 
one of these being debentured in 
1g52, and the other in 1953 or '54, 
we could have maintained an eyen 
debenture debt of savproximately 
$35,000, Instead of approximately 
$53,000 next year and for three or 
four years until it gets down to ap- 
proximately $37,000. in four years. 
This could have been avoided, and 
I would suggest to this council that 
before the town and the board of 
education make any more capital 
expenditures, they sit together in 
committee, and so arrange their de- 
bentures that. they will not oyer- 
Jap, and cause such an fluctuation 
in the tax rate. 


“Because of the way things stand 
now, the mill rate next year will 
have to jump three mills to cover 
the debenture debt, without this 
council lifting a hand. I am figuring 
this of course on the 1951 mill rate. 
So there you will have a 43 mill rate 
without doing anything, and if the 
board of education, as per usual, call 
on us for two and one half mills as 
they have this year, we will have a 
46-mill rate without this town 
spending one extra cent. I want to 
impress upon this council the serl- 
ousnes of the situation which is 
shaping up, and advise that every 
caution should be used in spending 
the taxpayers’ money to the best 
advantage this year 


“We all realize that something 
will have to be done about the board 
of education, and in the not to dis- 
tant future. The taxpayer, or let 
me just say the town of Lindsay 
can’t stand a raise of $15,000 to $25,- 
000 every year. Unless the Provin- 
cis’ or Federal governments come 
to the assistance, the situation is 
quickly becoming serious.”

THE “PLANNERS” GUESS WRONG—AGAIN 

Western Canada’s wheat farmers are no doubt 
ready now to wash their hands of those who would 
“plan” things so that they would be assured of a 
market for their produce at a guaranteed price. The 
lesson they are learning is proving very expensive— 
about one dollar per bushel for every bag of wheat 
they produced in the closing hours of Canada’s wheat 
agreement with Britain. 

Under the terms of the agreement negotiated by 
the “planners” of the Federal Department of Agricul- 
ture in co-operation with the heads of western wheat 
pools, the farmers were to receive $1.55 per bushel 
for their wheat for the first part of the wheat contract 
with Britain and $2.00 per bushel for the balance. In 
the meantime the price of wheat went considerably 
above the $2.00 figure. Now the wheat pools inspired 
no doubt by the protests of a lot of angry wheat pro- 
ducers, want to be compensated for the difference in 
price—about $1.00 per bushel, Naturally, the Cana- 
dian taxpayer is protesting such a maneuver and the 
“planners” find themselves in exceedingly hot water. 

If the farmers in the West and in the Hast learn, 
through this bitter experience, that even ‘expert plan- 
ners” are none too reliable, they may save themselves 
many times this present loss by steering clear of them 
in future. This is one of the best arguments against 
placing any confidence whatsoever in those who would 
attempt to lure them away from the marketing of farm 
produce on the basis of supply and demand. 


NOBODY WANTS YOUR COLD— 

There seems to be a mistaken impression abroad 
among some people that when they catch a cold they 
have caught something that is coveted by their as- 
sociates. Having convinced themselves on this point, 
and being unselfishly inclined, they proceed to pass 
it around. This is not particularly hard to accomplish 
under normal circumstances but the real generous 
cold germ carrier goes to great lengths to spread it 
about. This type of individual seems to delight in 
his (or her) sneezing powers. Nearly all of us come 
in contact with the “sneezer.”

WHAT IS A DOLLAR-A-YEAR MAN? 

It is noted with interest that the government has 
begun hiring, or appointing, “dollar-a-year” men again. 
Such appointments were quite common during the 
last war and promise to become equally frequent in 
the ourrent defense expansion program. It would be 
enlightening, therefore, to know: something of the real 
role played by these individuals.

THE LEFT-HANDED 

“The complicated nature of ‘handedness’ should 
make parents and teachers think twice before forcing 
children to modify their natural trends in handedness 
very much,” is a warning given by a Wisconsin pro- 
fessor of psychology. 

Apparently there is no good reason, anyway, why 
left-handed children should be made to change over, 
because recent tests have shown that many “lefties” 
have manual superiority over right-handed people. 


Using a control-panel-type testing board, a group, 


of American psychologists tested 64 university students 
. to measure their agility with both hands. The panel 
tested both speed at moving the hands from one place 
to another and speed at turning small control knobs. 
For one thing, the psychologists found that south* 
paws were able to move their left hand from one spot 
to another with a good deal more speed than their 
right hand, Right-handed students moved both hands 
at about the.same speed. The psychologists learned, 
too, that left handed persons come much nearer to 

being ambidextrous than right-handed persons.

ALMOST AS FAST AS THE SUN 

A Royal Air Force bomber last Wednesday left 
Treland 43 minutes after the noon hour and arrived in 
Newfoundland, according to the clock, exactly 20 min- 
utes before it had set out, that is, 28 minutes after 
the noon hour, This feat. of arriving before it set 
out results, of course, from the differential in time 
between Greenwich Mean and WHastern Standard. 
Nevertheless, the big British jet bomber did almost keep 
pace with the sun in its westward course. It made 
the Atlantic crossing. (2,100 miles from Belfast to 
Gander) in four hours and forty minutes. The sun 
made it in three and a half hours, a speed of 600 
miles an hour. Although the British plane has a speed 
rating of more than 600 miles an hour it had to buck 
strong headwinds, and so was relatively slower. 

It was the fastest Atlantic crossing ever made 
but that is not the only important point. The flight 
was made in a regular Air Force bomber. These new 
high speeds may be too fast for comfort because they 
make countries too close for comfort. When Belfast 
is only four and a half hours from Canada, Moscow, 
by flight over the Arctic, is not much farther,

DEVELOPING SELF-CONFIDENCE 

Col. F, Spencer Chapman said recently in an ad- 
dress over the BBC that “personally I love doing 
dangerous, things; but as I am very easily frightened 
and dislike being frightened I have always gone out of 
my way to do adventurous things, in order to, drive 
out fear and develop self-confidence and self-respect.” 

He has a bit of advice for the people whom he 
tells to “beware of the man who says he is never 
frightened! If I were choosing a party to climb a 
difficult mountain or in war time for a patrol behind 
the enemy’s lines, the last person I should include 
would be one who claims that he is incapable of being 
afraid.” 

Col. Chapman points to Sir William Slim, who in 
a brilliant broadcast once said that you must not 
allow your men to be exposed to fear for otherwise 
their stock of courage may be all used up and dis- 
appear. 

He adds “one can do this on the mental—or did 
I mean moral?—as well as the physical sphere. You 
agree, perhaps, by just saying the word “yes” to do 
a certain thing. It may be to undertake a broadcast 
or a parachute drop, and having once committed your- 
self, there is no getting out.of it unless you are pre- 
pared to let other people down and to sacrifice your 
own self-respect.” 

“Yes, I have been more frightened by tigers and 
elephants than by anything else in the world. But, 
much as I believe in living dangerously, for both plea- 
sure and character training, one of the things I would 
not volunteer to do is to sleep in a haunted house, 
because if there is one thing that would really terrify 
me even more than an elephant it is a ghost!”

PLEA FROM PALAU 


An interesting petition has been received by the 
United Nations Organization from the women of the 
Palau Islands. This is a small group of islands in 
the southwest Pacific formerly under Japanese con- 
trol, but placed under United States trusteeship by the 


United Nations. 


In their petition, the women of Palau have earn- 
estly besought the world organization to forbid the 
manufacture of alcoholic beverages in the island groups 
now under U.N.O. jurisdiction. It is signed by 264 
inhabitants of the island group. And in their plea is 
this striking paragraph. 

“There is no peace in houses where there is 

drinking. Life in the Pacific islands is difficult 

enough without being further plagued by the evils 
that rise from drinking.” : 

This petition, coming from the natives of a back- 
ward island group, not able to govern themselves, but 
placed under the trusteeship of the supposedly most 
highly civilized nations in the world, conveys a mes- 
sage which needs to be heeded by governing authori- 
ties in some of the countries which belong to the 
U.N.O, not excluding Canada. In simple words these 
women have expressed just what happens when there 
is excessive drinking of alcoholic beverages. And they 
have sensed that their ony hope for salvation from the 
evils of the liquor traffic is to forbid the manufacture 
of these beverages. It is significant that this lesson 
should come from people regarded as backward. In 
our opinion, they seem to have’a great deal more ap- 
preciation of the real menace of liquor than many in 
the nations having jurisdiction over them.

CANADIAN FARMERS CAN AFFORD 
GRAIN LOSS BETTER THAN BRITISH 


“Small potatoes” may not seem to be an apt term 
to apply to a dispute involving a hundred million dollars. 
Perhaps ‘‘small politics” would better describe the ac- 
tons of the Mederal Minister of Agriculture, Mr. Gardiner 
in connection with his claim that the British Govern- 
ment should make up the difference between the con- 
tract price negotiated by himself and the world price 
for wheat during the four years following the war. It 
is said that the hard-headed business man, the Hon. 
C. D. Howe, had taken the matter up with the British 
Government and, after discussion, had reported to the 
Canadian cabinet that in his opinion the British were 
justified in declining to make a supplementary payment. 
But Mr. Gardiner, with an eye on his political power 
in the West, wanted to strengthen himself by a personal 
effort. He has failed, and in doing so admits he was not 
greatly surprised. Doubtless on the open market basis, 
the Western farmers could have exacted a higher price. 
But after all they got a fair price, and suffered no hard- 
ship. And in view of the difficulty that the British have 
had in making ends meet, and the restricted rations on 
which they have had to subsist since the war was over, 
the Western farmers can well afford to consider the 
extra money they might have got a war loss, and for- 
get it. Britain has been their best customer in the 
past, and may be again. Certainly, other sections of 
Canada won't relish the idea, which Mr. Gardiner seems 
to hold, that the Federal exchequer should pay them 
the hundred millions they claim from Britain,

TIME OUT: 


{A British United Press Feature) 

Back in the 1750's patients were 
brought to North America’s oldest 
hospital on hay-filled carts ..... 
to make their ride smoothe, over 
the cobblestoned Philadelphia roads 

And once there, the poor patient 
hhad little to look forward to in the 
way of medical treatment as mod- 


ern man knows it, 

Some of the early surgeons, for 
example, didn’t take kindly to new- 
fangled antiseptic procedures. There 
was a doctor Agnew who refused to 
stop rubbing his operating knife on 
his shoe. And a Doctor Harlan who 
held his instruments between his 
teeth while operating .... that 
being the handiest place. It made 
the bushy-bearded surgeon look like 
a pirate . .. much to the discomfort 
of his patients. 

But that was all 200 years’ago... 
And since those early days of Amer- 
ican medicine, Pennsylvania Hospi- 
tal has kept step with all the latest 
developments in the prevention and 
treatment of disease to which the 
human flesh is subject. 

The hospital—founded by Ben- 
jamin Franklin and Doctor Thomas 
Bond—and now celebrating the 
start of its third century—has treat- 
ed two million 200-thousand pat- 
jents since its founding . . . more 
than the population. of present-day 
Philadelphia. 

And through the years ... it 
has established a number of medi- 
cal “firsts” as one would expect. 
from North America’s first hospital. 

The first appendectomy was be- 
lieved performed here . , . .and even 
before the founding of the country’s 
first medical school, Pennsylvania 
hospital trained medical apprentic- 
es. 

.-Forming the pattern for the 
system of intern training as we 
know it today, 

The first medical amphitheater 
Was at Pennsylvania hospital. . . .

The Philadelphia Institution had 
the first public dispensary in the 
United States .. . and within its 
doors a new era was born in the 
care of the mentally ill, .. regarded 
up to that time as outcasts of so- 
ciety fit only for chains and confine- 
ment. 

Famous doctors worked and made 
discoveries at Pennsylvania, There 
was doctor Philip Syng Physick, 
known as the father of American 
surgery . . 
pen, Junior .. . who founded system- 
atic medical teaching . . . The fam- 
ous Anatomy teacher, Doctor 
Oaspa; Wister, who wrote the first 
medical textbook . . .Dootor Benjam- 
in Rush, father of Psychological 
Medicine ,.,. and many others, 


North America’s Oldest Hospital 


‘The hospital staff grew from three 
attending physicians, four consult- 
ants and a matron to its present 17- 
thousand member personnel. 


From 23 patients, in its first few 


months of operation, the hospital 
now admits 16-thousand patients 
each year... .and 128-thousand 
out-patients. “ 

It is divided into two sections ... 
One department for the sick and — 
injured and the other for mental 
‘and nervous diseases. 

That was the way the founders 
wanted it when the hospital was 
established by Act of the Colonial 
Assembly in 1751. Its charter said 
it was for “relief of the sick poor 
. +. .and for the cure of lunatics.” 

The treatment of the poor still is 
@ major part of the hospital's work, 
Of the two million, 200-thousand pa. 
tients it has treated over the years 
+. -two out of three were taken care 
of free, or were charged only part 
of the cost of treatment. * 

_ But everything else at the hospital 
has changed since those early days. 
And the old records show how Am- 
erican medicine has grown through 
the centuries. 

In those early days, doctors 
thought the weather had a lot to 
do with disease, So, the hospita] in- 
Stalled gq meteorological device to 
record weather conditions ..... 
The first systematic weather data 
ever kept on this continent. 

The first nurses were not trained 
in the care of patients, The hos- 
pital’s first patient ... in fact... 
was appointed to the nursing staff 
When she recovered. The Board 
of Manggers considered her 16-days 
as a patient sufficient preparation 
for nursing. But that, remember, 
was in 1751 . , . Long before schools 
of nursing. 

The hospital did everything and 
anything to raise money in its early 
days. The matron sold rose water 
for revenue . , . The hospital sold 
ashes and ice. . . . and members of 
the Board of Managers were fined 
for being late or absent from meet~ 
ings, That was Benjamin Frank- 


lin’s idea, to keep thing operating 
efficiently, 

Perhaps the most dramatic story 
connected with the old hospital is 
the tale of a patient named Thomas 
Perrine, He was admitted in 1765, 
but apparently didn’t like his quart. 
ers for he fled to a towey in the

First step should al- 
ways be to rinse the inkspot with 
water as soon as possible, 

After this “first-ald” treatment, 
Casey says, stop and consider the 
type of ink that's been spilled, If 
it's the washable type soap and wat. 
er should do the trick. If it’s per- 
manent ink, try lemon juice. For 
ballpoint ink stains try carbon tet- 
rachloride on washable fabrics, or 
chloroform on unwashable wool,

of ink made the stain,

Says Bour- 
geois—"The woman who names her 
color scheme knows what she wants 
and will like what she buys. The 
woman who pulls out all her art 
Knowledge Js harder to please . . . 
And just might be wrong once the 
picture is hung.” Our other expert 
is Mrs, Ruth Butler, head of the 
New York Art Circulating Library, 
one of the few places where a home- 
maker can rent a palling the same 
way sho's rent a best-seller. 

Mrs, Butler agrees with Bourgeois 
that selection of pictures should be 
done by personal taste if you'd really 
be happy with the picture, However, 
if you want to please others, better 
be guided by the color scheme of the 
room ., . by its furnishings and the 
way it's lighted. 

If you insist on a few rules, our 
two authorities are willing to pro- 
duce them, 

Bourgeois has reached some {n- 
teresting conclusions in the years he's 
been selling pictures to the house- 
wife. 

He says, “Show me a woman who 
has good taste in clothes and she 
will have the same good taste In 
paintings. She may not know art, 
as such, but her choice of colors 1s 
as good as that of any interior dec- 
orator.” Women, he says generally 
buy pictures by the yard, In other 
words, they want the most in width 
and length they can get for their 
money. Bourgeols adds, show &

Says the picture expert—“It does- 
n't do any good, trying to tell a 
woman that if it’s a landscape, the 
artist had to put. in a sky.” Both 
Bourgeois and Mrs. Butler pass a- 
long this general buying rule. If 
you're in doubt whethey to buy one 
large picture or several small ones 
for a special wall, better settle for 
the large one. Mrs. Butler says, 
“Most women are unsure of group- 
ing .. .and they can't go wong with 
just one picture.” 

Bourgeois adds, “In most cases, 
one large picture will cost less than 
several small ones.” 

If the homemaker insists on group- 
ings, Mrs. Butler says this is her 
method for assuring pleasing re- 
sults, before nails go into the wall. 
She places the paintings first on 
the floor. Rearranging them there 
until she's pleased. Then she cop- 
jes this on the wall. In framing, she 
suggests that you stick with the 
smooth woods for modern and con- 
temporary settings. Get the’ gilt- 
edged, or carved framings when you 
have period furniture. 

Bourgeois thinks the most effective 
frame for a modern abstract paint- 
ing is the one which projects it an 
inch or so into the room. More ef- 
fective than the conventional, 
Slightly recessed framing, he says. 
A final note on painting and the 
home from Mrs, Butler.

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That Body of Yours

SEVERAL USES FOR MINERAL 


om 
Tt is interesting to watch the 


phases through which medicines, 
drugs, and foods pass 65 the years 
go by. Not long ago calories were 
considered most important, then 
came minerals and finally vitamins. 
In the meantime, as constipation is 
always an important health factor, 
Uquid petrolatium (mineral of], par- 
affin) was found to be of great help 
as it mixes well with dry wastes of 
the large intestine, and lubricates 
them so that the large bowel can 
Squeeze them downward and out 
of the body, 

‘As the paraffin puts novhing into 
the body and apparently removes 
nothing of value from the tissues, 
ib wes considered a harmless meth- 
od of aiding removal of wastes from 
the large bowel. The usual dose is 
1 to 2 tablespoons at bedtime; if 
some of the oil seeps from the lower 
bowel, agar or other bulky but harm- 
Jess substance is added. To give 
the oil a taste, sometimes 20 to 30 
drops of oil of peppermint are add- 
ed to a pint of oil. 

In addition te acting as a lubri- 
cant, paraffin oil has been found of 
help in actual inflammation of the 
gall bladder where there are gall- 
stones with colic and other symp- 
toms. The paraffin or mineral oil 
seems to stimulate the Uver and 
empty the gall bladder in cases of 
slowness or sluggishness and thus 
takes the place of an ounce or more 
of cream or a slice of fat bacon pre- 
ecribed by some physicians to emp- 
ty the gall bladder. Mineral oil is 
used in reducing diets to replace oth- 
ex oils or fats used in making salad 
or other dressings. 

However, there is a fly in the oint- 
ment in the use of mineral oll; re- 
search workers have found that min- 
eral ofl removes some of the vita~ 
mins from the body, especially vita- 
min A, and are advising against its 
‘use for this reason. F 

While it is true that some vitam- 
ins are removed from the blood and 
in some cases May cause roughness 
or other skin conditions, -there is no 
reason why the individual cannot 
eat enough foods rich in vitamin A 
daily and so get all the vitamin A 
necessary and the advantages of 
mineral oil, too, Foods rich in vita- 
min A are cod-liver oll, butter, 
cream, milk, cheese, egg yolk, liver, 
leafy green vegetables, yellow veget- 
ables, tomatoes, 


FOOD AND BLOOD PRESSURE 

While most discoverles In medi- 
cine and nutrition are made in lab- 
oratories under strictly regulated 
methods, there are times and cir- 
cumstances which enable the gener- 
al physiclan and the research work- 
ex to make discoveries within a 
short time that would take years of 
laboratory investigation. One of 
these late discoveries is that, de- 
spite some laboratory findings, ov- 
erweight and overeating does raise 
the blood pressure. 

In Medical Annual, Bristol, Eng- 
land, we read that cutting down on 
food has long been advocated in the 
treatment of high blood presure. 
‘The usual foods reduced in amount 
are protein and sodium, and these 
ds also reduction of the total amount 
of food. While there has always 
been sore controversy as to wheth- 
er food intake affects blood pros- 
eure, recent experience favors the 
theory that weight loss is the decid- 
ing factor, In Leningrad during 
World War II, the number of cases 
of high blood pressure fell noticea- 
bly during a period of semi-starva- 
tion, With the improved intake of 
food following the lifting of the 
seige, high blood pressure appeared 
again and’in a spectacular manner, 
By 1942, sixty per cent of hospital 
in-patients had high blood pressure 
end examination of bodies after 
death showed the same percentage 
of high blood pressure signs. All 
ages and both sexes were affected, 
but particularly the under-40 age 
group. It was noted that workers in 
food industries, who may have been 
better fed during the earlier years 
of the war, escaped the “epidemic” 
of high blood pressure as the war 
waged on. 

Because of the above findings, Dr. 
Joseph Brozek and others conduc- 
ted an experiment on 24 healthy 
young men, as recorded in the Jour- 
nal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, After living six months on 
a strict welght reduction diet, a 
welght loss of 26 per cent was ac- 
companied by a fall in blood press- 
ure. Going on a full diet again re- 
sulted not only in weight gain but a 
rise in blood preasure, both gain in 
weight and rise in blood pressure 
belng greater and higher than when 
went on the reducing diet. However, 
with ‘continued sufficient food, 
weight and blood pressure came back 
to the same figures as felow the 
experiment began, 

“Logically, therefore, measures to 
cause loss of weight could be applied 
to high blood pressure patient,” Dr. 
Brozek concludes, However, once 


should be continued even after the 


norma) weight is attained. Hating the 
same amount of food in five meals 
instead of three is good treatment 


for high blood pressure. 


STUDYING THE COMMON COLD 


We have all heard of cancer units 
—groups of research 
workers, practising physicians and 
chemists whose entire efforts are 
devoted to investigating the cause 
of cancer so that humanity may es- 
cape this terrible scourage. 

On the same pattern, cold units 
have been established, to learn more: 
about the common cold which, while 
not fatal in itself, nevertheless 1s 
the cause of much suffering and 
loss of time from work. It is, as 
well, forerunner of such dangerous 
diseases as pneumonia, broncho- 
pneumonia and tuberculosis. 

The findings of the Common 
Cold Research Unit, Harvard Hospi- 
tal, Salisbury, Wilts., England, set 
up by the Medical Research Council 
and the Ministry of Health in 1945, 
are reported by Dr. O. H. Andrews 
in the British Lancet. The prim- 
ary object of this cold unit was to 
‘try to find a laboratory technique 
with which colds could be conven- 
jently studied. This object has 
not yet been reached. All attempts 
to cultivate a virus (the tiny organ- 
ism believed causing colds) in fer- 
tile eggs or to infect by inoculation, 
any laboratory animal other than 
the chimpanzee, failed. 

Notwithstanding the failure of this 
unit to cultivate the virus and learn 
more about colds, some important 
information about colds was ob- 
tained by a study of injections into 
the nose of substances causing in- 
fection, into 899 human volunteers 
over a period of two and one-half 
years. Voluntecrs were isolated in 
pairs for 10 days of which the first 
three days was the quarantine 
period. Inoculations were made on 
the fourth day, test and control ma_ 
terial being identified by serial 
numbers so that during the course 
of each experiment neither observ- 
ers nor volunteers knew which ma- 
terial had been injected. In a test 
of the efficacy of the quarantine per- 
fod and isolation precautions, of 47 
volunteers receiving sterile inject- 


tions (mo organisms in the broth 


injections) only 2 developed doubt- 
ful mild colds and 45 had no symp- 
toms whatever, Of those receiving 
injections of cold organisms, 60 per 
cent had symptoms of disease.

Importance of Proteins In Our 
Daily Diet 

I met one of my old schoolmates 
recently and he asked me how he 
looked. I told him he looked well, 
if not better, than when he was 
@ youngster, He gave a triumphant 
smile and said, “Well, I’m a veg- 
etarian|” . 

I asked him -if he drank milk, 
but I reselved no answer, 

Milk is as much an animal food as 
meat and from the standpoint of 
protein (now considered our most 
valuable food) mitk js richer in 
protein than meat ‘tself. 

Protein foods are the source of 
what is known as the amino acids 
which are needed for growth, re- 
pair, reproducton, and, what is 
equally important, needed for the 
Juices used in the various body pro- 
cesses of stomach, liver, kidney, 
heart, bloodvessels, 

While most of us think of animal 
proteins as the only proteins, we 
are learning from outstanding nu- 
tritionists that vegetable proteins 
are also needed in an all-round 
diet. 

In any natural diet, both animal 
and vegetable foods with their mix- 
ed protein content contribute all 


those essential or needed amino 
acids, except lysine, which vitamin 
must be in the diet of the growing 
child, 

In the British Lancet, Dr, D. P. 
Cuthbertson states that it is now 
known that repair of tissue where 
proteins are needed is only possible 
where all the required acids are 
available together in the right pro- 
portion at the same time, In ad~- 
dition to these proteins the car- 
bohydrates, in addition to supply- 
ing energy, help burn up the pro- 
teins, thus making full use of the 
valuable protein eaten. 

It 1s a remarkable thing that 
aults have learned to eat about 
the right proportion of proteins,

So if illness does 
unfortunately interfere with a! tea- 
cher’s work he may teach only 180 
days in the year and twiddle his 
thumbs the remaining 185 days and 
still draw his whole annual salary. 
He (or she) is also permitted to get 
paid a second time for some of the 
days he taught while he might have 
been ill but was not, Teachers also 
have a very good superannuation 
scheme, one half of which is paid 
for by themselves and the other half 
by the taxpayer. 

8. Teachers often compare their 
selaries with the income of certain 
business and professional groups 
but they fail to note that business 
and professional personnel go into 
business for themselves and have 
no guarantee of any income at all, 
no sick leave, and no superannuat~ 
fon. They stand on their own feet, 
rent an office or other place of 
business and after hanging out a 
shingle take pot Juck. Some of them 
go broke while some do very well 
if they work long hours and take 
few holidays until the business is 
reasonably secure, 

These are some of the facts which 
I am sure the teachers and the 
taxpayers as well, will be pleased to 
have presented in your paper in 
order that the public may judge 
whether or not the Board has, up to 
the present, been fair or otherwise. 

In closing may I express the deep 
appreciation of the Board and 
myself for the very fine service both 
in school and out, which has been 
rendere dby the principals and the 
teachers of the five Secondary 
Schools in this area.

IT’S AN ILL WIND 

Western farmers are now learn- 
ing that last Fall's profit cutting 
weather has a bright kick-back. It 
seoms that the grass-hoppers were 
as hard hit by the weather as the 
farmers. A a result, fewer hop- 
pers will be crawling from their 
eggs this spring to eat the farmers’ 
grain. 

This news was welcome to west- 
ern farmers after a preliminary es- 
timate of the 1951 grasshopper dam- 
age forecast severe infestation. The 
latest estimate—based on a count 
of grasshopper eggs—shows that ad- 
ult hoppers have n-o-t laid as many 
eggs as they usually do, during a 
warm dry fall. Now, {t appears that 
cold weather put a crimp in the 
egg-laying and rain promoted certain 
types of diseases among the in- 
sects, 

As a result, the Dominion ento- 
mological laboratory at Saskatoon 
predicts a reduction—as much as 
one-third—in the area of Saskatch- 
ewan to suffer grasshopper infes- 
tation this year. 

Although this forecast predicts 
the lightest infestation sinte 1948, 
it still means that 40-thousand 
square miles will be infested this 
year. And Saskatchewan Agri- 
culture Minister—I. C. Nollett—says 
the anti-grasshopper war must be 
waged as seriously as ever. 

No district of the province is con- 
sidered in the “very severe” grass- 
hopper damage area. But some are 
in the “severe” and “moderate” cat- 
egories. 

However, Nollett warns that ex- 
tensive grasshopper damage could 
occur next summer in these areas 
unless adequate control measures 
are taken before the grasshoppers 
begin to feed. 3 

Besides early summer-fallow til- 
age to destroy grasshopper eggs, 
control measures include trap-strip_ 
ping and poisoning of summerfal- 
low to destroy young hoppers. Then 
there’s poisoning by sprays, dust 
or bait to kill grasshoppers in the 
crops, 

The Agriculture Minister warns 
that crops anywhere in the 40 
thousand square miles of the threat- 
ened area may be attacked by ma~ 
ture flying grsshoppers during the 
late Summer or Fall. This applies 
especially to late green grains — 
oats, flax and barley. Where a threat 
develops as a result of migrating 
grasshoppers, Nollet says poison 
sprays or dust may be used to pro- 
tect crops. (BUP). 


Transportation and Storage Section 
Announcement hrs been made cf 
the establishment of a new unit 
within the Department of Agricul- 
ture at Ottawa.

Canada and overseas, Assisting him 
in the work of the new section will 
be a transportation officer, a ~e- 
frigerator technician and cargo jn- 
spectors in Canadian ports and 
those in the United kingdom. 
Fight Barley Smut 

Plant experts will continue re- 
search this year in the fight against 
loose Smut which causes damage to 
barley in Canada and the United 
States. 

At Kelvington, Saskatchewan, ex- 
perts are trying to make a Smutt- 
free aren about the size of a munt- 
clpality. 

To date, their efforts indicate that 
that the hot water treatment is the 
best remedy for smut. This involves 
soaking the barley for five fours in 
water at 70 degrees fahrenheit and 
then cooling it. 

Last year, 11-hundred bushels of 
elite stock barley seed was produc- 
ed. Agriculturists working at Kel- 
vington --under Doctor R. C. Rus- 
sell--say they hope to increase the 
yield this year, 

New Secretary 

Rupert Ramsay of Saskatoon is 
the new general secretary of the 
Agricultural Institute of Canada. 
He fills the position vacated by O. 
Gordon O'Brien --recently appoint- 
ed manager of the Fisheries Coun- 
cil of Canada. ; 

The institute announces that 
Ramsay will move to Ottawa to take 
up his new duties the first of May. 
At present, he’s chairman of the 
Memorial building fund at the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan. 

Cow Psychology

He goes out in his field 
one morning and finds evidence 
that Brucellosis has struck his herd. 
His first thought is “How can I save 
my herd form destruction?” 

To most livestock farmers --their 
herd is their only concern. Yet all 
farmers should think beyond their 
herd --and consider the people who 
drink from their livestock. 

Canada’s veterinary director gen- 
eral --Doctor T. Childs --says the 
responsibilities of owners of ani- 
mals is clearly defined in the Con- 
tagious Diseases Act, 

That act, he says, points out that 
it's the the responsibility of the 
owner, breeder or dealer to report at 
once any sign of infections or con- 
tagious disease to the nearest go- 
vernment veterinary inpsector. 

He reminds livestock farmers that 
the Contagious Diseases Act is law 
with teeth in {t --providing a stiff 
penalty for anybody breaking it. 

Everyone knows that the pro- 
tection of animal health is an im- 
portant step towards the protection

When is Wolf 
Not a Wolf 


When is a wolf not a wolf? 

The question was debated briefly 
Friday in the legislature when 
Fish and Game Minister Scott pilot- 
ed his bill to amend the Bear and 
Wolf Bounty Act through the second 
reading. One amendment, he ex- 
plained, was to permit the depart- 
ment to keep pelts which are sent 
in for bounty, but which officials 
rule are not wolf pelts. Such pelts, 
he said, often bounced back count- 
less times from persistent bounty- 
seekers. 

Opposition Leader Joliffe, a 
lawyer, then revealed an extensive 
knowledge of the problem, referring 
to research in both Canada and 
the U.S. on the cross-breeding of 
wolves and dogs. in New York State, 
for instance, he said, official opin- 
ion was that the animals did inter- 
breed, producing a hybrid animal 
that was more cunning, dangerous 
and vigorous than elther of the 
forebears, 


Mr. Scott. “We are satisfied that 
timber wolves will not breed with 
dogs except under extreme condi- 
tions, such as enforced captivity. 
However, brush wolves do breed with 
dogs, especially collies, police dogs 
and chows. Our problem is to de- 
termine what is a wolf pelt on whian 
bounty is legally due. Our experts 
do {it by study of the inner hair 
of the pelt, though sometimes they 
have to see the carcass of the ani- 
mal.

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H.S. Teachers Spokesman 
Explains Their Position 
In Salary Hike Request 


A spokesman for 
County Local, Ontario Secondary 
School Teachers’ Federation, has 
taken exception to the manner in 
which their case for salary increas- 
es has been handled. The federa- 
tion spokesman says that the meet- 
ing which dealt with their requests 
gave rise to reports which were apt 
to give the public a wrong impres- 
sion of their attitude in the matter. 
As a result the Victoria County Lo- 
cal has issued the following state- 
ment relative to the negotiations 
which are designed to clear up any 
misunderstandings: 

Emphasizing that the local was at 
no time “demanding” in its petitions 
for more pay, the statement goes 
on to say that, “Since no Board has 
yet seen fit to take the initiative 
in raising teachers’ salaries either 
to keep pace with rising living costs 
©; to attempt to bring teachers to 
the same financial status as the 
other professions requiring uni- 
versity training, teachers have found 
it necessary to bring these matters 
to the attention of the school trus- 
tees. In the past, as now, there 
has never been any suggestion of a 
DEMAND, Usually, after discussion 
and consideration a mutually accep- 
table plan has been adopted. 

“Use of the term “STRIKE” by 
the Board Chairman, as applied to 
teachers is also misleading. The 
Chairman of the Board is quite cor- 
rect in predicting that there will be 
no strike of Victoria County teach- 
ers, since such would be quite ille- 
gal. Teachers are under annual 
contract to the Board, and so cannot 
“go on strike”. They are permitted 
by the statutes to resign as of Dec. 
31 or June 30, and there have been 
schools Where practically the whole 
staff has resigned. Many teachers 
are frankly curious to know what 
prompted any mention of “strike” 
at the recent Board meeting. Such 
a plan has never been thought of or 
suggested by the committee present_ 
ing salary requests to the Board. 

“The suggestion that the Board 
would not object to losing 3 or 4 
teachers who might be unsatisfied 
with salaries is most deplorable. It 
does not seem sensible that this 
erea should train young teachers 
only to lose them to other centres 
just as they reach their greatest ef- 
ficiency, nor does it seem just to 
mete out a “take it o, leave it” 
‘treatment to older experienced tea- 
chers who have made a considerable 
contribution to this community. 

“It may be stated that the teach- 
ers of this area feel that their re- 
quests regarding salaries were quite 
moderate and fair in the light of 
present conditions, and that the 
offey made by the Board is not con- 
sidered as satisfactory. Toronto 
teachers, who are paid considerably 
higher salaries, have been given an 
immediate increase of more than 
double the amount offered the local 
teachers, yet 75 per cent of Victoria 
County costs are paid by the Proy- 
ince as against about 35 per cent of 
Toronto educational costs, The 
maximum salary offered by the 
Victoria County Board is $1600 less 
than that offered a similar teacher 
in Toronto, and $2700 less than the 
recently published average salaries 
of lawyers in this province, Even 
teachers with over 20 years exper- 
jence are not yet paid the maximum 
salary. Are Victoria County teach- 
ers only half the value of a lawyer 
or three-quarters the value of a 
Toronto teacher?”

Like Magnet 
To Birds — 


W. H. Powell, of 49 Francis St., 
Lindsay, called into the office of 
the Post to report what he considers 
to be something unusual in the 
actions of birds.

Planning Bylaw 
Fails To Stick 
At Peterborough 


Nick Peconi, Lansdowne Street, 
Peterborough, was freed by Magis- 
trate Philp of a charge Involving an 
infraction of the Peterborough City 
Planning by-law. Peconi had been 
charged with operating a used car 
lot without a licence. 


In giving judgment, Magistrate 
Philp cited a case from a higher 
court in which the justice held that 
a council “shall not refuse a licence 
because of the location if the busi- 
ness is established when the by-law 
comes in force.” Evidence submit- 
ted by the defense attorney, Alex. L. 
Elliott, K.C,, showed that Peconi 
had been operating a used car lot on 
Lansdowne St. in May 1950. A by- 
law was passed by the city in Aug- 
ust of that year zoning the city and 
restricting certain sections from be- 
ing used for business purposes. 

Peconi claimed that in September 
of that year he had applied for a 
licence to operate the used car lot 
and had been refused. The only evi- 
dence presented in court as to why 
the licence was refused implied that 
the used car lot was in a@ zone set 
aside by the Town Planning Board 
for use as a residential area. 

Magistrate Philp, dismissed the 
case on the point that the city had 
refused him a licence only because 
his business was established in a 
residential area which had been set 
Up as SUch after the used car lot had 
been in operation for some time,

Bruce McNevin, 67, Dead, 
Former MP for Victoria 


Death has terminated the busy 
career of one of the district's bet- 
ter known citizens and political fig- 
ures. Mr. Bruce McNevin, aged 67, 
former member of partliament for 
Victoria Riding “died unexpectedly 
at his Reaboro farm home Friday 
morning. He had been ill only a 
matter of two weeks and his condi- 
tion was not regarded as grave by 
his family who were shocked by 
the sudden turn of events, Phleb- 
itis, the ailment from which he was 
suffering, is believed to have been 
‘a contributing factor in his death. 
Onset of pneumonia ts reported to 
have aggravated this condition, 


Mr, MeNevin’s name Is linked with 
local political events as far back as 
1920. He was first elected to the 
House of Commons in 1935 and he 
served for ten years. During his 
term of office he actively promoted 
the re-opening of the Dominion 
Arsenal, now Canadian Arsenals 
Ltd., On a basis of full-scale opera~ 
tions. He was particularly inter- 
ested in farm problems and munici. 
pal projects of various types. During 
his terms of office Mr. MeNevin took 
Special interest in the industrial 
development of Lindsay which car- 
ried over into the period when he 
was no longey the official represent- 
ative of the riding, He made several 
trips to Ottawa of recent date on 
behalf of various local projects. 


A tireless campaigner, Mr. Mc- 
Nevin worked hard from the begin- 
ning until the conclusion, He was a 
good-natured man and his friendly 
attitude gained him a warm spot 
in the hearts of many with whom 
he came in contact. Defeat in the 
political arena never left him em- 
bittered but rather seemed to chal- 
lenge him to greater endeavour. 


Mr. McNevin’s political endeavour 
was only one side of the very active 
life which he led. He pioneered in 
the growth and development of the 
Farmer's Union Mutual Fire Insur- 
ance Oo. at Lindsay. He was presi- 
dent of the company, a position he 
held for several terms, at the time 
of his death. His last presidential 
message to his associates had to be 
delivered in absentia due to his 
final illness, 


Besides his political and business 
interests, Mr, McNevin found time 
to actively participate in agriculture. 
He operated a beautifully-situated 
farm on Highway No, 7, close to 
Reaboro, a small settlement just 
five miles from Lindsay. 

1951 President of the Lindsay Rot- 
ary Club, he was interested in all 
of the club's projects and strove at 
all times to safeguard the club's in- 
terests. He was an executive membey 
for five years previous to being 
elected president.

Pro-British 
Pleas Voiced 


Two prominent Canadians sent 
up a cry to re-orientate Canada 
around the British Empire in pre- 
ference to the United States. 

Noted Social Worker Doctor Char- 
lotte Whitton says in Toronto, 
Canada must maintain its British 
orientation and stave off ‘the pow- 
erful attraction of the United 
States.” 

Dr. Whitton, the only woman on 
Ottawa's Board of Control, says 
collaboration with the United States 
is essential. But, she adds, “It must 
be a partnership of equals.” 

Meanwhile, at Eastbourne, Eng- 
land, the Canadian chairman of 
the Dollar-Sterling Trade Advisory 
Council --J. S. Duncan --warned 
Britain today she'd better increase 
her exports to Canada to prevent 
a complete halt of trade. 

Addressing the Dollar Convention, 
Duncan said: “I hope the British 
public is sharply aware that the 
pull on Canada from the United 
States is.very great --and that this 
is not altogether economic.” 

Duncan told the Britons that 
many Canadians feel they should 
yield to the pull and be drawn into 
the economic orbit of their neigh- 
bor. 

The economist urged his audience 
of British businessmen to “sharp- 
en your selling skill on the grind- 
stone of North American competa- 
tive conditions,” 

Meanwhile, in Montreal, British 
auto manufacturers were promoting 
thelr dollar sales at their 1951 car 
show. The new models show a trend 
to capture more of the Canadian 
market by bigger, sturdier designs 
with more chrome and flash.

In setting up the police budget, 
Chief Webster informed council that 
repairs on the present cruiser would 
amount to $600 this year. He had 
brought estimates of the cost of a 
replacement and council tentatively 
decided to buy a new sedan cruiser 
instead of making costly repairs to 
the present one. $700 was budgeted 
for this purpose above the $1451 set 
aside foy the old cruiser. 

Ohief Webster also addressed 
council concerning the need in 
Lindsay for a two-way police radio. 
The cost he said would be about 
$2520, Accordingly this amount was 
entered into the budget. 

On the second review of the bud- 
get, Mayor Lamb noted the amount’ 
laid out for the radio. He said “can 
we afford a radio.” Ald Speer spoke 
on the subject. The expense doesn't 
stop there. The radio will be no 
good if we don’t use the cruiser all 
the time,” 

Ald. Cote replied “the radio is not 
being brought in to be used just 
because it is here. It is tofbe used 
only when the cruiser is away from 
the station in order that it can be 
reached at all times. That $2500 
would be the best money We ever 
spent.” 

Ald. Baker recalled that “last 
week I had occasion to call an offi- 
cer and the cruiser was out and the 
man on the telephone was forced 
to contact an off-duty man.” 

Reeve Butler made a motion that 
the radio be purchased. Ald. Cote 
seconded the motion. Before it was 
put to a vote, Mayor Lamb said 
“Jeave it at 45 mills if you want to.” 

The motion was vetoed in a tie 
vote that was settled by the chair- 
man of finance Ald. Burrows. Reeve 
Butler, Deputy Reeve Greaves and 
Ald. Cote and Baker voted for. May- 
or Lamb and Ald. Speer, William- 
son, and Burrows voted against. 

Ald. Cote remarked at the con- 
clusion of the vote” If you had left 
the radio on the budget, how much 
difference would it have made? Are 
you trying to keep Lindsay a one- 
horse town?” 

(It might be pointed out here 
that the council was on its second 
review of the budget. On the first 
estimates the mill-rate was com- 
puted at just over 40 mills. One mill 
represents $8341.41.) 

Chief Webster had also asked that 
$450 be set aside to hire replace- 
ments in order that two of the Lind_ 
Say officers could be sent to a police 
school, This had been granted but 
was also taken away when the 
council pared the budget.

"TWAS VERY MILD 
FOR FEBRUARY 


The most notable thing about 
the weather for February 1951 
would probably be that at the end 
of the month, a good portion of the 
ground in Lindsay and the immedi- 
ate district was free of snow. On 
the last day of February 1950, the 
snow.on the open ground at the 
Lindsay Weather station was 14 in- 
ches deep. 

Looking back over the month, one 
would probably remember the rainy 
days and think it had been a wet 
month. In actual fact, however, 
the records indicate that the month 
Was comparatively dry, only 1.96 
inches of precipitation being meas- 
ured. Of this 1.16 inches was rain- 
fall. No rain fell at all during Fe- 
bruary 1950, although the total pre- 
cipitation was much higher than 
this year, 3.3 inches being measur- 
ed. (It may be of interest to some 
folks to know that 10 inches of 
snow is equivalent to 1 inch of wa- 
ter, and therefore, 3.3 inches of pre- 
cipitation represents 33 inches of 
snow.) 

As would be expected having 
regard to the above figures, Febru- 
ary 1951 was somewhat warmer than 
the same month last year. Aver- 
age maximum temperature last 
month was 29.8 degrees, as,against 
23.2 degrees for February last year, 
and average minimum 11.4 degrees, 
as against 6,9 degrees last year. 
However, so far as hours of sun- 
shine are concerned there is little 
to choose between them, February 
1951 having 97.2 hours of recorded 
sunshine, and February 1950, 96.4 
hours.

Judgment Reserved in Careless 
Driving Count Heard in Lindsay 


Magistrate Gee reserved judge- 
ment for 2 weeks in careless driv- 
ing charge preferred against a min- 
ister from Blackwater. The hearings 
of the case took nearly two and a 
half hours in court here. 

The accused was charged as a 
result of an accident at the inter- 
section of Highways 7 and 46 on 
Sunday, February 18th. The first 
witness called to the stand, following 
the plea of not guilty, was a service 
manager at a Lindsay garage who 
told the court that he was proceed- 
ing west on the highway about four 
p.m., on the day of the accident and 
as he approached the intersection he 
noted that east-bound traffic was 
deviating to their left, As he came 
up to the intersection he pulled his 
car to the right side ana saw 4& 
car parked on the south edge of 
the highway. The witness said that 
he proceeded on west with the right 
wheels on the shoulder when a car 
pulled out of the south lane and col- 
lided with his vehicle causing $375 
damage. 

Constable Judson of the O. P. P. 
took the stand and sald that he was 
on patrol and came upon the acci- 
dent about one minute later and 
found the accused's car facing in a 
north-easterly direction with the 
front wheels nearly four feet north 
of the north edge of the highway 
and the rear wheels three feet north 
of the centre line of the highway. 
He said that the point of impact was 
slightly more than three feet north 
of the north edge of the highway. 
He also added that the first witness’ 
car was west of the west edge of 
Highway 46 by about two feet and 
the accused would not have approa- 
ched Highway 46 even if he had not 
struck the oncoming car. He doubt- 
ed that the impact had moved eith- 
car more than one foot. The con- 
stable stated that there were no 
marks left on the pavement to indi- 
cate that either car had skidded 
6s or any other djrection. 

The accused took the stand and 
sald that he had been following 
three other cars who had turned out 
when they came upon the car park- 
ed on the south side of the highway 
and had proceeded east again. He 
sald that he was making a left turn 
onto Highway 46 when he saw the 
first witness’ car approaching at 
about 175 feet, He saw, he sald, that 
he was too far north to stop. He 
said that he had not signalled, when 
cross-examined by Crown Attorney 
Jordan, because he had no time. He 
said that he was going about 15 
m.p.h. He claimed that the impact 
drove his vehicle four or five feet al- 
though he had heard the officer and 
the first witness téstify that there 
had been little motion on the part of 
either vehicle following the collision. 
He placed the point of the impact 
at a spot two or three feet east 
of the westerly edge of Highway 46, 
about 22 feet farther east than the 
estimate of the first witness,

Paring Down 
Process Hits 
Several Items 


Lindsay's mill-rate was set at 39.5 
mills at a special meeting of Town 
Council called for that purpose on 
Friday night. Despite Ald. Burrows’ 
threats that he would stay until 
breakfast to keep the mill-rate at 
39 or lower if it took all night, coun- 
cil approved 39.5 at 12.45 a.m, 


Before the meeting got underway 
to study the year’s estimates, coun- 
cil heard an appeal, from T, H, Stin- 
son, K. C., on behalf of the Ross 
Memorial Hospital. Mr, Stinson drew 
it to the attention of the council 
that increased costs of food, labour 
and materials required for the suc- 
cessful operation of a hospital had 
jumped the maintenance at the R. 
M. H. considerably. Mr. Stinson 
also pointed out that the daily in- 
digent rate as set by the govern- 
ment fell far short of the actual cost 
and the hospital lost money on such 
patients, 1 

Ald. Burrows, chairman of fin- 
ance, asked Mr. Stinson what he 
would like to see council grant to 
the hospital. Mr. Stinson stated 
the he couldn't see how the hospital 
could carry on with any less than 
$10,000, 

To open the council meeting, Ald. 
Burrows reported to council that he 
felt that as chairman of finance 
that he hadn't received very faith- 
ful support from hfs council at the 
meeting called to adjust wages and 
salaries. He noted that he had been 
supported by council in only six of 18 
resolutions. He mentioned the 
re-assessment and advised council 
that it was up to them to show the 
ratepayers that this assessment ey- 
olution was a good and profitable 
adjustment over the old system. He 
said that he wished to strike a mill- 
rate of 38 and would not go over 39. 
He warned that he was prepared to 
Stay all night to keep the mill-rate 
below 39. 

Following the acceptance of the 
county and school levies, a letter 
was read from A. T. Lacey, chairman 
of the Library Board stating that 
repairs this year would make it nec- 
essary for the Board to be granted 
at $7011. This levy is met by allow- 
ing the Board rates in excess of 50c 
per person. The Library Board was 
granted the amount requested but 
when council] returned to pare down 
the budget this amount was lowered 
to $6500. 

When it arrived at the point for 
Ald. Peirce to present the budget for 
the Recreation Centre, his estimate 
met with considerable opposition 
from Ald. Williamson. Ald. Peirce 
advised council that he would like 
to have $6500 this year, He pointed 
out that the provincial grant would 
be down $500 this year because the 
Recreation Centre had not spent as 
much money as {t could have last 
year. He added that this budget 
was only $500 greater than last 
year's and that for two months of 
last yeay there had been no director, 

Ald. Williamson spoke up to say 
he thought there was too much 
spent on administration. By this he 
said, he did not mean for a director. 
He termed Mr. Mitchell as being one 
of the best in the province. Reeve 
Butler added “The best in the Prov. 
ince.” Ald. Williamson continued 
that he meant that too much was 
spent on secretarles and playground 
supervision, He noted that he had 
seen some playgrounds last sum- 
mer with two supervisors and only 
10 children. 

Ald, Cote pointed out that it would 
be impossible for anybody to pre- 
dict what number of children would 
be present at any playground at any 
time. Ald. Williamson added that 
for the first few weeks the play- 
§rounds had been very busy and in 
three weeks had been empty in the 
heat of the day and still the super- 
visors remained, Ald. Cote remarked 
that supervisors were moved from 
| one playground to another and that 


was considerably less “an $30 or $40 
| Per week for a trained supervisor, 
Ald. Burrows called the discussion 
to a halt and the estimate stood. 

The Ross Memorial Hospital 
grant came in for a great deal of 
discussion. The matter was broach- 
ed three times during the meeting. 
On the second occasion, council ap- 
proved a grant of $7500. Mr, Stinson 
had requested $10,0000, His Worship 
pointed out that if the hospital def- 
| iclt was not met somehow, the in- 
| stitution would be forced to close its 
doors as its charter stipulated that 
it could not be operated once it went 
into debt. Later, when the council 
were on their second review of the 
‘own budget, the grant was again

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Appeal ir Brotherhood 
Made By Prominent K.C. 


Yesterday evening the congrega- 
tion of Cambridge Street United 
Church had the pleasure of hearing 
a most interesting talk on prison 
reform by Mr. J, Alex Edmison, K. C. 
Assistant to the Principal of Queen’s 
University, Kingston. 

Mr. Edmison 18 a noter writer, 
brilliant speaker and an authority 
on penology and criminology. He 
served from 1941-45 in the Second 
World War and then was appointed 
by U. N. N. RB. A. as its senior Offi- 
cer in Germany. He set up the or- 
ganization for the care of Refugees, 
displaced persons and Concentra- 
tion survivors. In this connection 
he received citations from General 
Eisenhower and General DeGaulle. 
He is Executive Secretary of the 
John Howard Society for Ontario 
and continues to give leadership in 
Crime prevention and penal re- 
form. 

The service was sponsored by 
the Men's Association of the 
Church, and a choly of the associa- 
tion led the singing. The Minister, 
the Rev. Mr. Harold B, Neal, was as- 
sisted by Mr. E. Oke. 

In opening his address, Mr. Ed- 
mison said, “I deem it an honour 
to come to this historic church in 
Lindsay.” The speaker went On to 
refer to the hymn “Faith of Our 
Fathers” which had just been sung. 
“I have been thinking,” he said, 
“what a time this is . . how much 
we need the faith of our fathers at 
this time. When we think of those 
early pioneers who broke the soil 
of Peterborough and Victoria Coun- 
ties, when we think of what they 
went through, I would say that when 
we sing “faith of our fathers,’ we 
pray that God will give us the faith 
that we need to-day.” Of course, the 
Speaker went on, we had problems 
today with which the pioneers did 
not have to cope. But times changed, 
he said, and he went on to refer to 
the rows of cars which he had seen 
on Kent Street as he had passed by. 
He remembered a visit he had made 
to Lindsay as a boy, “I remember 
thinking then that never had I seen 
so many horses and buggies in my 
life before.” In the old days, the 
speake, continued, if a man missed 
a Stage coach, he was quite con- 
tent to wait for several hours or 
days for another, but in these days 
if we miss one section of a revolving 
door we complained. 

The speaker went on to refer to a 


book, “The Canadian Settlers’ 
Guide” written some hundred years 
ago. In it, the authoress, Mrs. 
Tralll, had stated that there was 


little crime in Upper Canada, doors 
and windows were left unbarred, and 
persons and property were respect- 
ed, “I do not think we could say 
anything like that today,” the spea- 
ker said. “I am going to talk about 
crime and criminals, I do not think 
I need to be apologetic on this theme, 
because I think that the average 
Canadian is coming to realize how 
important this subject is in our 
national economy, For the last 
year that there are statistics avail- 
able, that is for the year ending 
September 30th, 1949, no fewer than 
86,000 Canadian men, women, boys 
and girls were released from the 
penitentaries, reformatories and 
county goals of Canada. And so, 
from numbers alone, this is a prob- 
lem." 

“Last night when I was coming 
back from Montreal,” the speaker 
went on, “on the train coming into 
Kingston there were three men 
handcuffed and with leg irons on 
the way to the penitentiary. A 
man said to me, “I wonder what 
they are like, what their backgrounds 
are like.” I had not time to answer 
him then ,.. but it is our job to get 
to know every man whilst he is in 
the penitentiary, and from a study 
of our thousands of files, it would 
be very easy for me to give him a 
description of the average criminal 
. the break-ins . , . they follow 
a pattern, and I can tell you that 
the average man sentenced comes al_ 
most invariably from a slum area, 
from a depressed housing area. Take 
a newspaper from Montreal, to- 
morrow, or from Toronto tomorrow, 
and note the addresses of the per- 
sons who have been arrested, or 
sentenced, and you will find that 
nine out of ten will be from slum 
areas . .,. Crime, delinquency and 
slum housing are very closely relat- 
ed, The average prisoner will have 
come from a “bad” home, a home 
of divorce, or separation, an immor_ 
al home, or the home of chronic al- 
coholics; a home that could not be 
by any standard be called a ‘fit’ 
home.”

In Boston, the speaker continued,

and boys over a period of ten years,| 
five thousand from good homes, and 
five thousand from poor homes, all 
in about the same economic position. 
The results of this study were sen- 
sational, the speaker said. They 
found that of the five thousand 
from poor homes, 96 per cent had 
landed in the juvenile or adul 
courts, and of those from good hom 
es, only 2 per cent had landed i 
court. 


“So I could say to my friend o1 
the train,” Mr. Edmison continued. 
“of the new arrivals at Kingston, 
they come from unsatisfactory home 
backgrounds, where the family has 
had no connection with any church 
or Sunday school, the boy scouts or 
the ¥. M. C. A; they had no adyan- 
tages of the character forming ag- 
encies We Want for our children. The 
average one has not gone beyond the 
5th or 6th grade, and what ts more 
important, knows no trade whatso- 
ever. The average chap, as the poet 
Rupert Brooke expressed it, “has 
been magnificently unprepared for 
life.” 

“It is our public duty,” the speak- 
er went on, “To pass on this in- 
formation, to build up in every way 
possible the influence of the church, 
the home and the school, because 


these three have been, and always 
will be, the chief crime prevention 
agencies.” : 

“We are also interested in what 
happens ¢o these fellows when the 
doors of Kingston Penitentiary close 
behind them,” said Mr. Edmison. 
“People ask, why am I interested. 
And I give answer by quoting Win- 
ston Churchill who said that if he 
were dropped down in a foreign 
clime, of which he knew nothing. 
he would know how civilized that 
country was from the way in which 
the people in the gaols were treated: 
the treatment of persons who had 
neither vote nor influence was an 
indication of the extent to which 
a country was civilized. Since these 
people came out of gaol eventually, 
I want to see that the methods used 
there are calculated to reform and 
not debase any further.” 

‘The speaker stated that when he 
had attended a recent convention in 
New York, he had spoken on whit 
was being done in Canadian insti- 
tutions. or the first time, he had 
been able to hold his head up. In 
past years he had been asked if he 
could explain why it was that Can- 
adian penitentiaries were the worst 
in the world. The Shelmore report 
of 1938 had indicated that Canada 
had one of the worst penal systems 
in the world. Consequently Can- 
ada had the most “repeaters”. But 
&s Soon as the Canadian people real_ 
ized this, conditions began to im- 
prove. 

A man who was doing much to 
help was Hon. gohn W. Foote VC, the 
speaker continued. Jack Foote was: 
@ man who was tremendously inter- 
ested in his fellow men, and had al- 
ready started to do something for 
the alcoholic. He had set up a 
special institution to deal with al- 
coholics, realizing that the alcoholic 
was a sick man. “I predict,” said 
Mr. Edmison, “that within a short 
time this type of offender will de- 
crease. 

The speaker went on to talk of the 
improvement in conditions in the 
penitentiaries, an told of a baseball 
game he had witnessed between a 
convict team of Kingston Peniten- 
tiary and an outside team. He told 
of how the 800 convict spectators 
had cheered the outside team which 
had lost the game, just as heartily 
as they had cheered their own win- 
ning team, and of how, after the 
game the Deputy Ministe; had walk- 
ed across the diamond and shaken 
the pitcher by the hand, saying, “A 
very fine game pitched, Pete.” “That 
could not have happened more than 
four years ago,” Mr. Edmison said. 

Nowadays the approach was re- 
formative, the speaker continued, 
and prison officers were fired with 
a missionary zeal. The Borstal sys- 
tem, which was started in England 
in 1907, had been adopted here. The 
name had come from the first such 
institution at a small place called 
Borstal in the Midlands. There an 
old gaol had been taken over to 
house youthful prisoners; this was 
the first attempt that had ben made 
to separate the young prisoners 
from the old offenders. When asked 
about the institution, the first gov- 
ernor had said, “We try to give 
them the chance in life that they 
have never had .. . we try to give 
them wise counsel, trade training 
and spiritual guidance.” In Eng-

The John Howard society had given 
the new Legal Aid Society, (set up 
recently by the Bar of the Province 
of Ontario, for the purpose of pro- 
viding legal aid to those who had) 
not the means to pay for it) its 
first case.

“We shoula make sure”, Mr, Ed- 
mison said, “That no confession be 
acepted for a minor unless under 
legal guidance.” A minor, he said, 
was not permitted under civil law 
to sign for a piece of jewellery he 
wished to purchase. Yet he could be 
permitted to sign a confession which 
could send him to gaol for life. “It 
always disturbs me”, he went on, 
“to see two chaps up on the same 
charge, and receive the sentence, 
$25 or 30 days. One puts his hand 
into his pocket and pays the $25. 
The other goes to prison” The 
speaker said he would like to see the 
instalment system for the payment 
of fines brought into force here. 
Such a system had been installed 
in England {in 1913, and in that one 
year the number of people who ser- 
ved gaol sentences was reduced by 
60 per cent. The province of Mani- 
toba was doing something sbout 
this, he said, and a bill was being 
introduced into the House “Before 
long”, Mr. Edmison said, “I hope we 
will be able to say that we have 
British justice in Canada.” 

The speaker went on to make an 
appeal for men who had served 
gaol terms, and illustrated his 
point by telling the story of Bill 
who through Mr. Edmison's aid had 
at last managed to find a job. Bill 
had been an accountant, and in 
actual fact, his sentence had start- 
ed the day he left the penitentiary. 
Time after time he had been turned 
down when he applied for a job, but 
at last Mr. Edmison had heard of 
a position with an employer, and 
had approached the head of the 
firm. “When you get to the head of 
a Canadian firm you get under- 
standing” the speaker said.

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The Robin: 


Harbinger 
Of Spring 


Sunderland (PNS) — Of all the 
birds of North America there 4s 
none that comes into such clase and 
intimate relationship with man as 
the robin. 

Any time now all will be on the 
Jookout for its cheery voice as a 
harbinger of Spring and will soon 
perhaps have it raising its brood 
under the roof and have it as a 
constant frequenter of the lawn. 

Returning from its Southern Win- 
ter habitat as early as March, its 
song is the first sound heard in the 
grey morning and the last at dark- 
ening night. Though named after 
the Old World bird it resembles the 
Robin Red-breast, only superfic- 
jally. It has a red breast and other 
confiding habits but in ever other 
respect it is quite different. 

It was originally named “Robin” 
by Englishmen in remembrance of 
old home scenes, and not in a spirit 
of substitution or imitation. But 
the American Robin has no need to 
imitate anybody or anything and on 
its own merits has carved a place 
for itself in the affection of the 
North American people who take 
it to their heart. 

When gardening the companion- 
ahip of the adult robin is a never 
ending source of interest to the 
bird lovers. As the earthworms are 
upturned, the bird watching from 
close proximity, flies down to gath- 
ey them up. If never startled it 
will return again and again and 
will readily accept any which the 
gardener cares to toss to it. These 
succulent morsels are conveyed rap- 
idly to the hungry brood and in 
record time the parent is back again 
for more. 

The adult birds soon sense their 
friends and will fly in casement 
windows and doors if encouraged in 
search of tidbits. It is interesting 
to note that each pair of robins take 
possession of a certain territory and 
‘woe unto any others who try to en- 
croach on these preserves. The 
ensuing battle causes much ado and 
adds an amusing and colorful coin- 
cldence which bird lovers watch 
with interest. 

Although the Robin is an efficient 
@id to the agriculturist, its fondness 
for fruit occasionally gets it into 
trouble with the raiser of small fruit. 
Howeyer it has been proved that 42 
Per cent of its food is animal, mostly 
insects and ‘the remainder is com- 
posed mostly of berries and other 
soft, small fruits of which little 
More than four per cent is cultivat- 
ed fruit. 

One of these mornings all will 
waken to the trills of “Cheer-up’- 
“Cheer-up” rendered with a exub- 
€rance which fills us with the great 
joy of the returning Spring and 
shall, as always look fo, the first 
Robin and with warm hearts will

Ordered To 
Pay $28,449 


James Pluard, of Peterborough 
was awarded damages of $28,449.81 
ii. a Supreme Court action in Peter- 
borough. Pluard was cleared by 
the Jury of any blame in an accl- 
dent on April Ist, 1950, and Gray- 
don Sheldon, orchestra leader was 
found 100 per cent negligent. 

The four-day trial was actually 
two trials in one. Pluard was the 
complainant in one and Sheldon 
the defendant with a counter suit, 
In the other Mr. and Mrs. Davia 
Quinlan, Bethune St., Peterborough, 
and Earl G. Mitchell, of Lindsay, 
were plaintiffs and Pluard was de-_ 
fendant. Because the evidence would 
be the same in both cases, all par- 
ties agreed to one trial. Pluard was 
claiming damages following the 
accident on April ist, when he 
alleged that Sheldon struck the back 
of his parked vehicle east of Peter- 
borough causing it to run him down 
and inflict injuries which doctors 
testified were permanent. Mrs, 
Quinlan, pianist in Graydon Shel- 
don’s band, and Mitchell, a drum- 
mer in the band, were passengers 
in Sheldon’s car and were claim- 
ing damages. 

In the action Pluard testified that 
his motor had quit on the road and 
he had pulled his machine to the 
side of the hignway and had step- 
ped out of the car to flag down an 
oncoming car to take him back to 
Peterborough. He testified that he 
had leff the lights on his car. 
Occupants of Sheldon’s car stated 
that they saw no lights. Pluard 
brought two doctors to court who 
stated that his injuries would pro- 
bably be permanent. Pluard was 
run over by his own car as he stood 
in front of it to flag down the 
oncoming car. He spent two months 
in hospital, 

Mr. Justrce Ferguson dismissed 
the counter suit and the Quinlan- 
Mitchell action. In their written 
findings, the jury stated that “The 
evidence fails to reveal sufficient 
attempt on the part of Sheldon to 
avoid the collision”.

Fulton Stewart 
Delivers Talk 
On Recreation 


“In Recreation work, one works 
hard to make certain that others 
can play” said Fulton C. Stewart, 
vice-president of the Ontario Re- 
creation Association, told the Busi- 
ness and Professional Women's Club 
in Lindsay on Monday night. 

Mr. Stewart based his remarks 
on an explanation of the workings 
of a recreation program.

Toronto (BUP) --King Winter 
stormed into Southern Ontario to- 
day, chasing out signs of spring 
which appeared yesterday. 

Youngsters who played marbles 
on dry bare ground yesterday are 
getting out their sleds today as five 
irches of snow is expected to fall on 
the Southern part of the province. 

The weatherman says today’s 
heavy snowfall started a week ago 
in Iowa and spread northeastward. 
He said the storm will continue 
throughout the day followed by 
light snowflurries tonight. and to- 
morrow. 

At Hamilton, raging waters from 
Lake Ontario tore down a break- 
water at the Edgeyater Hotel and 


threatened a repeat performance 
of last December's floods in the 
Wagner Beach area. 

Waves ten feet high lashed the 
shores of Lake Ontarlo made soft 
by the disappearance of frost in 
the ground. 

Highways in the province are al- 
most all snow covered today with 
many icy and rough sections due to 
frost action. Officials of the Depart- 
ment of Highways say all highways 
are passable except in sections where 
road construction is underway. 

The storm is heading toward 
th Ottawa Valley at a speed of 
about ten miles an hour, It is ex- 
pected to spread into Western Que- 
bec by this afternoon. 


The County of Victoira Library 
Cooperative is expected to be in 
operation within the next two 
months. This is the ambition of the 
cooperative librarian -supervisor, 
Mrs. E. Dewar, BA., BLSc,, who 
is now engaged in organizing the 
project. 

Mrs, Dewar comes to the County 
of Victoria Cooperative with a 
valuable backlog of experience in 
the library administration. She has 
just spent two years modernizing 
the Parry Sound Public Library, 
now considered to be among the 
province's first, and previously was 
engaged for seven years as. li- 
brarian of Belleville’s Public Li- 
brary. 

Enthusiastically anticipating a 
marked improvement in county li- 
brary facilities through the efforts 
of the cooperative, Mrs, Dewar is 
not minimizing the amount of work 
involved and she stresses the need 
for complete cooperation between 
the cooperative and the libraries in- 
volved. As a first step in coordinat- 
ing the relationship between the 
library cooperative and public 
and school libraries, Mrs. Dewar has 
extended an invitation to outside 
librarians and others interested to 
drop in and see her at her Court 
House Office. 

Discussing the alms and mission 
of the cooperative, Mrs, Dewar dis- 
closed that there will be special at- 
tention pald to the needs of school 
Ubraries and public libraries in the 
realm of Juvenile books. “We will 
very definitely cat.. to the needs 
of the juvenile reader,” she declar- 
ed when asked by the Post if spe- 
cial consideration would be given to 
children's reading material. 

The cooperative librarian will 
personally supervise the coopera- 
tive’s book purchases and distribu- 
jon program. For the time being she 
plans to travel the county by car 
-- ship books out by express, trans- 
port or whatever means is most 
convenient. Later it is planned to 
have a bookmobile tour the area, 
maintaining an “on-the-spot” ex- 
change and addition service. The co- 
operative service is, it is explained, 
to be extended to all school and 
public libraries as well as some 
associate libraries such as are main- 
tained by women’s groups through- 
out the district. 

One of the features, Mrs. Dewar 
plans to introduce ts a basic refer- 
ence library from which small li- 
braries can obtain certain reference 
books which would ordinarily be 
financially impracticable. This would 
make available a good range of 
reference works without momentary 
hardship to any one brary, 

The County of Victoria Library 
Cooperative was approved after a 
lengthly study by the County's 
Library Cooperative Committee and 
Mrs, Dewar's appointment follow- 
ed.

Housewives don’t have to worry 
about butter-less days, but they'll 
have to pay prevailing high prices 
at least until the end of this month. 

Butter stocks in nine principal 
cities across Canada are at a near 
all-time low today, but storage but- 
ter and imported butter are on the 
way to hard-hit areas, 

Figurés issued in Ottawa show 
the nine principal cities had only 
seven-and-a-quarter million pounds 
on hand five days ago, compared 
with three times that amount at the 
same time last year.

Magistrate Gee that he was “so 
steamed up” that he couldn’t re- 
member what happened eas His 
Worship was questioning him a- 
bout a statement taken down by 
police.

CASTING ABOUT FOR A SCAPEGOAT 

The press has been accused by Lindsay's chair- 
man of finance of misleading the public on matters 
pertaining to Arena finances. Nothing could be far- 
ther from the truth as an examination of the facts 
will readily disclose but the charge does not come 4s 
a surprise. It is typical of socialistic enterprises, and 
such is the true classification of the Arena project, 
to thoroughly confuse the public on matters of finance. 
And, when a socialistic undertaking is going badly, 
the usual tactics of those in control is to cast about 
for a scapegoat to blame for their own shortcomings. 
Jn this case the press has been the choice—a very 
unwise one at that because the press does not accept 
such roles passively. 

To refresh the memory of its readers, the Post 
would point out the following facts concerning the 
Jatest Arena audit report. 

When this report which reviewed the 1950 opera- 
tion of the Arena, was available to the chairman of 
finance and the Arena committee chairman several 
weeks ago, The Post asked to see a copy of it from 
which to present details of the project's operations 
to the public. 

The chairman of the Arena committee declined 
to make the report available until he had studied it. 
Contacted the following day he agreed to make certain 
figures available. As press time neared and he could 
not be reached, the chairman of finance was contacted 
and told of the arrangement. He made the requested 
figures available but would not submit the report 
for examination. These figures were published and 
their accuracy was not then contested by either chalr- 
man, and now only by one chairman, the chairman of 
finance. The Arena committee chairman later made 
certain other figures available and requested that they 
be published. This was done, the audit report still 
being unavailable to the press. 

The only figures yet published are those which 
have been reluctantly made available by the two chair- 
men. They have been accurately presented. In view 
of this it is abundantly apparent that if the public has 
been mislead, it was not by the press. 

Meanwhile the audit report has been presented 
to Council and now becomes public property. The Post 
will at an early date make public its contents so that 
the public will be able to read the facts for themselves.

THIS IS SOUND 

For some unexplained reason the move to have 
national holidays celebrated on the nearest Monday 
has been described as unwise.

Business organizations and others which have 
advocated the change are on sound ground. They 
should continue to push for this long overdue reform.

Treating Overweight With Drugs 
That Decrease Appetite 

When an overweight person rea- 
lizes that he is losing his figure, he 
will give this matter more thought 
than he will a physician’s warning 
about the dangers of overweight to 
health and life itself of overweight. 

Forgetting that his excess fat 
came on slowly and gradually, he 
looks about for a quick method of 
removing this excess fat instead of 
removing it by the slow, safe me- 
thod of eating less food and, if 
able, taking more exercise, 

There are certain drugs which 
reduce the appetite and still allow 
enough strength to carry on dally 
work. Two outstanding drugs of 
this nature are Benzedrine Sulfate 
and Dexedrine Sulfate. Benzedrine 
Sulphate, amphetamine, first be- 
came widely known because of 
group of university students found 
that it removed fatigue and allowed 
them to study and keep bright for 
many extra hours. Later it was 
found that the individual could not 
only do with less sleep but with 
less food also because he did not 
become hungry. 

In some cases of overweight phy- 
sicians consider that the use of a 
hunger-reducing drug is advisable. 
Some expert advice on this sub- 
Ject s given {n the British Medical 
Annual by a group of physicians, 
Drs. R.H. Williams, WD. Daugha- 
day, W. F. Rogers, S. P. Asper and 
B. T. Towery. In investigating Ben- 
zedrine Sulfate and Dexedrine Sul- 
fate, they found that both drugs are 
effective in reducing appetite, main- 
ly through their action on the brain, 
but both cause certain side effects 
which must be controlled by the 
physician or it may be unwise to 
use them in certain patients. These 
side effects are dizziness, depression 
insomnia, feelings of frustration, 
dryness and metallic taste in the 
mouth. It was found that Dexe- 
drine Sulfate caused fewer side 
effects than Benzedrine Sulfate. 

Both drugs give a feeling of well- 
being. and increase physical and 
Tental activity and even “ambit- 
fon.” They have helped many al- 
coholics by removing desire for al- 
cohol, and giving the individual 
a boost to carry him through the 
day's work. However, in treating 
overwelght, these physicians state 
that it Is pointless to decrease ap- 
petite if, at the same time, a reduc- 
ing diet is not prescribed.

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Finance Chairman Says Public Mislead 
By Press But Files Reveal Critics 
Failed To Read Story Correctly 


Sugar Coating Applied 
To Arena Audit Pill 


The most discussed matter on 
Monday night's committee meeting 
of the Lindsay town council was the 
Arena report read by Ald, Cote, 
chairman of the Arena Committee. 
Several members of council were 
under the impression that a news 
story in the Post on February 13th 
stated that the year's loss was 
$10,288 and hence there was consid- 
erable discussion when Mr. Cote an_ 
nounceg that the year’s operating 
Joss was $2661. Actually the story 
stated that the cost for the year was 
$10,288, cost in this case meaning 
the amount of debt incurred by the 
Arena project in the year. 

The excerpt from the Post files of 
February 13th reads: “Lindsay's 
Arena cost the ratepayers $10,288 
to operate in 1950 over and above 
any revenue it earned.” 

Mr. Cote stated that the Arena 
began operations in 1950 with an 
adjusted opening deficit of $159. To 
this, he sald, was added the current 
excess of expenditure over revenue 
$2661, making a total deficit of 
$2821 as of December 31, 1950. He 
noted that the town had assumed 
and paid capital expenditure and 
debt service charges totalling $7627. 
pertaining to the Arena. By combin- 
ing this sum with the Arena loss 
of $2661. it will be observed that the 
total excess of expenditures over 
revenue for the year amounted to 
$10,288 from both sources. 

Ald. Cote also presented a scale 
he had worked out showing the 
profit or loss from the various pro- 
jects at the Arena. He said that the 
Arena had realized approximately 
$1066 profit from the 14 games play- 
ed there by the Kin Juniors, From 
the 13 games played by the B-J 
Muskies, the Arena had lost $366. 
He observed that the cost per day 
to operate the Arena was $75 regard- 
less, of whether there was free time 
being given or 2 game being played. 
He noted that there had been 13,- 
544 paiq admissions for skating for 
53 nights. This brought in $3,248.75. 
‘The operating cost figured at $75 per 
night would amount to $3975, sald 
Ald. Cote. Hence, he contended 
$726.25 had been lost on the skat- 
ing He pointed out that the minor 
hockey league in Lindsay had been 
given 19 Mondays and 19 Saturday 
mornings for practices. Figuring 
Mondays at $75 and Saturday morn_ 
ings at $25, this had cost the Arena 
$1900 which it had donated to the 
minor hockey league. He noted that 
there were 345 different Lindsay 
boys in the minor hockey league with 
a total attendance over the 19 weeks 
of 2700. In addition to this, there 
were 18 hours of free skating donat- 
ed to the public over a period of 14 
weeks. This would cost about $10 
per hour. There was also 28 hours of 
ice time given to classess learnipg 
to skate. 

The total cost of operating the 
Arena for 19 weeks at $75 per day 
was $8550. The total attendance at 
the Arena over the 19 weeks of its 
operation was 41,508. 

At the conclusion of the report, 
Ald. Cote observed that there had 


been r ss of $2661 which he said 
would carried over into 1951. He 
notec * there had been consider- 
able ziven away and mentioned 
the € time of the minor hock- 
ey le which he said had been 
given - if it had been charged 


would have showed a loss elsewhere. 
“It all depends which pocket you 
want to take the money from,” said 
Ald. Cote. 

He sald that the actual cash paid 
out by the town since the Arena 
was taken over in 1947 was $15,- 
019.39 and he estimated the value of 
the installations and building at 
$100,000. 

Ald. Williamson started off the 
discussion with “You have a first 
class manager. Why do you have to 
pay anybody to keep the books?” 

Ald, Cote replied that the man- 
ager worked about 62 hours per 
week now and would hardly have 
time to do the necessary bookwork. 
He said that at present the man 
who handled the tickets was pald $5 
per week for looking after the books, 

Ald. Speer asserted that “it was 
impossible to make the Arena pay 
with nine employees. If a private 
individual were running it, there 
would only be four.’ Mayor Lamb 
came to Ald, Cote's defense with “TI

Mayor Figures 
New Industry 
Writer Wrong 


Ald. Burrows raised the ire of 
Mayor Lamb at Monday night’s 
council meeting when he presented 
some advice to His Worship about 
getting new industries into a town, 
Ald. Burrows was presenting a story 
that had appeared in an American 
periodical. 

In the article, Ald. Burrows said 
was the opinion of industrial firms 
about the ways they were invited 
to set up in some towns. He noted 
that $34,000,000 had been spent in 
the U.S.A. in 1950 to entice new in- 


dustries to set up in different lo- ' 


calities. Ald. Burrows said that the 
writer stated that industries did not 
appreciate so much concern over 
where they t up and generally 
avoided towns which were willing to 
give practically anything to get a 
new industry.

Burrows said that these in- 
dustries which had been consulted 
by the writer of the article had 
stated that they wanted none of 
that and expected no similar con- 
siderations. He finally gave the 
article to His Worship to study. 
His Worship remarked “That fel- 
low knows very little about bring- 
ing new industries into a town.”

Reeve Butler,/in speaking of the 
loss said that the council should 
also consider the time given to the 
children that wouldn't be given by a 
private concern. Deputy - Reeve 
Greaves suggested that the insurance 
premium of $1546. should be shared 
with the Recreation Centre. 

Mayor Lamb asked if there was 
enough recreation given free to the 
townspeople to offset the loss. Ald. 
Cote replied that Monday's and Sat_ 
urday’s were given to the minor 
hockey league plus 56 hours of free 
skating time to date. Reeve Butler 
said that the service given away 
would offset a loss of $3000. 

Ald. Williamson observed that the 
roof was still leaking and would take 
a slice out of next year’s operating 
cost. Ald. Cote said that the con- 
tractor was still under contract to 
repair the roof and that expense 
would come under the heading of 
capital expenses. Mayor Lamb said 
that it appeared to him that the ov- 
erhead was creating the biggest por- 
tion of the loss and hoped that there 
Was enough recreation being given 
to offset the loss at the end of the 
year, Ald Cote said that he would 
like to publicly thank the committee 
which had worked with him for 
thein,support during the year. 

The chairman of the finance 
committee, Ald. Burrows sald that 
Mr. Cote had presented an admir- 
able report. He said that the public 
had been mislead by the press. He 
observed that the only cost to the 
taxpayer to date had been the capi- 
tal expenditure which had amounted 
to $15,019.39. His opinion was that 
an arena could not be run profitably 
for only six months of the year. He 
suggested that a floor be put in it. 
Ald. Cote sald that a floor would 
Cost $15,000 but added that it might 
pay for itself. He noted that the 
Arena Association, of which Lindsay 
was a member, had engaged Guy 
Lombardo to make a tour through 
Ontario. He also hinted that in the 
near future a motor cycle show on 
ice would come to Lindsay. 

Ald. Peirce said that he had rec- 
ently visited three Arenas in western 
Ontario and had found that none of 
them was making a _ profit.

Milk Price Hike 


Not Likely Here

No rise in the price of milk is con_ 
templated in Lindsay as yet says 
Alex McKessock, manager of Sily- 
erwood's in Lindsay.

He warned however that whatever

Nearly 200-thousand United Na- 
tions troops are surging slowly 
northward across the width of 
Korea, meeting little or no oppost- 
tion.

And it threatens 
the big Communist base of Hong-

The Chinese and North Korean 
Reds, staggered by the loss of an 
estimated 38-thousand men in six 
days, have melted away in front of 
the U-N tanks and infantry. But 
the Eighth army is moving with cau- 
tion to take up the slack between 
its main forces and the vanished 
Reds. There is always the chance of 
a sudden enemy counter-attack’ that 
could split the Allied line and force 
it into retreat, 

The Communists are expected to 
try a new stand along a line anch- 
ored on Hongchon, which lies 21 
miles below the 38th parallel.

EDITORIALS 


FIRST SIGNS OF SPRING 

There are signs—very definite signs—that Spring 
is near at hand, and they are weleome omens to those 
who are weary of winter, even though the winter was 
not overly severe. 

Most noticeable of all Nature’s hints that she is 
awakening from her winter slumber, is the lengthen- 
ing of the days. The evening meal, if one eats around 
aix and the day is clear, can now be partaken by 
daylight. With the lengthening days comes greater 
warmth from the sun and eyen if King Winter should 
be in a mood for one or two parting thrusts he can- 
not long withstand the power of King Sol, 

The seed catalogues have long since arrived and 
the gardener is like a caged March lion as he awaits 
the day when he can “set out” those new plants 
he has ordered to beautify his plot of land, 

First robins are being reported and the raucous 
caw of the crow is heard in some parts. (Haliburton 
is the latest to report this birds return.) 

There are many other “first” signs of spring but 
not so infallible as those bouts of spring fever to 
which the human race is prone. There is no need 
to describe the symptoms—they’re familiar to all and 
when they are upon you, spring is here for you. 


WHY NOT ANTICIPATE THEIR NEEDS 

There is a lot of discussion these days on the 
subject of wage increases. Never a day goes by but 
what the press carries stories of wage disputes, wage 
demands, or wage adjustments. Actually, the wage 
or salary problem need not receive one quarter the 
publicity it does if those at the head! of things were 
to spend a little more time anticipating the needs of 
employees. How much more satisfying for all con- 
cerned if wage or salary adjustments are made by the 
employer, whether he be a public trustee or the head 
of a private business without so-called negotiations, 
arbitration or other discussion. 

In matters such as salary adjustments a little 
foresight is a lot better than a heap of hindsight. It 
is sound business for any employer, public or private, 
to see that his personnel is looked after adequately 
in the matter of salary. Conditions at the moment 
are in a constant state of flux and this means that 
there is a need for closer checking on the economics 
of the venture and the economical needs of those who 
are involved. A 

When times are unstable, there must be more 
flexibility in the economic structure of any enterprise 
or undertaking. These are times when “ways and 
means” are the rule and employer and employee must 
get together in a spirit of co-operation: Phis is 
the employer striving to give the employee every 
economic benefit and the employee doing his best to 
keep the project he is engaged upon functioning with 
as little waste motion as possible. 

It would probably surprise both management and 
staff just how much more revenue any enterprise could 
produce if waste were to be substituted for sound 
economy. 


MORE ABOUT GOVERNMENT PROPAGANDA ... 

Sometime ago the Post called attention to the 
tremendous waste incurred in government public re- 
lations work, When the article was written it didn’t 
anticipate that it would be furnished with a classic 
example of some of the useless work turned out by 
those so engaged. Wowever, such was the case and 
here is the example. 

The following statement is credited by a news 
agency to the supervisor of Home Furnishings, Wo- 
men’s Institute Branch of the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture: It reads: “The supervisor of Slome 
Furnishings for the Womens Institutes Branch of the 
Ontario Department of Agriculture has some words of 
advice on the problems of spring cleaning. The super- 
visor claims that with so much modern equipment, 
spring cleaning can be completed with a minimum of 
effort. She says the whole problem can be simplified 
with the right equipment and a little planning,” 

The remarkable observations in the aforegoing 
are really a masterpiece of ambiguity. Several words 
are used up to tell the women of the proyince that if 
they had the right equipment housecleaning could be 
simple. No doubt the women of Ontario were sur- 
prised and delighted to hear this. Now If some govern- 
ment agent will just tell the Jadies that if they had 
the money to buy the right equipment housecleaning 
could be simple, the ladies will no doubt toss them 
a bouquet (with a brick in St). 


COMMUNITY ISSUES SHOULD 
NOT BE PERSONALIZED 

Interesting comment on municipal government 
was heard at a luncheon meeting of county officials 
this week, The director of the Institute of Local 
Government, Queen’s University, Kingston, made an 
appeal for high level municipal administration, Tt 1s 
to be hoped that his remarks fell on fertile soll and 
that they will bring forth fruit. 

The director stressed the need for keeping munt- 
cipal matters free of personal prejudice and called for 
openness In dealing with public business, Both of 
these points have been advocated by the Post in the 
past and sometimes the prospect of achieving some 
degree of success has seemed bright only to suffer 
a relapse when openness on the part of officials didn't 
appear to sult thelr purpose. 

There is a very close relation between openness 
in. connection with the handling of municipal matters, 
and the Infiltration of personal prejudice. One of the 
better ways to create suspicion and personalize muni- 
cipal political endeavor, Is for sections of council to 
form a clique or block of se about coming man- 
euvres, or for some members to employ secretive or 
withholding tactics when called upon for public In- 
formation, The infiltration of personal prejudice is 
a great destroyer of municipal administration and the 
occurrence of personal attacks between members of 
a council creates a constant block to co-operative 
counselling.

1951 TRAFFIC TOLL 

The death toll from accidents in Ontario for the 
year 1951 is gradually mounting. Figures for January 
just released by the Provincial Department of High- 
ways, shows that traffic accidents took 45 lives in the 
province during that month. While this represents a 
decrease of six from the figure of 51 for January of 
1950 it is nevertheless a terrible wastage of human 
life in accidents which were, in many cases due en- 
tirely to lack of care and caution, and could have been 
prevented. 

The number of traffic accidents in January, while 
lower than that of 1950, leave no room for complacency 
on the part of either motorists or pedestrians, ‘The 
record shows that the chief causes of these fatal 
accidents were speeds too high for icy road surfaces, 
unwise attempts to pass other vehicles, failure to stop 
and wait before entering through streets and failure 
to signal intended turns, 

All of these are accidents involving the human 
element. Surely the periodica] publication of the num- 
ber of persons killed in traffic accidents should be 
warning enough to all motorists to keep down their 
speed, particularly when roads are icy, and to all 
pedestrians to stop and look in either direction be- 
fore crossing a road or street. Traffic accidents can 
be reduced, but only when all citizens join in a con- 
centrated effort to observe meticulously all the rules 
for traffic safety.—Oshawa Times-Gazette 


DON’T LEAVE BABIES ALONE 
‘ (An Edmonton Journal Editorial) 

The dangers of leaving babies and small children 
alone in the house have been amply demonstrated 
by annual lists of tragic fires and accidents, yet the 
practice continues to thrive on the insensibility or 
casual indifference of some parents. 

A bill collector for a city firm ran across a typical 
example the other day. He knocked. at the door and 
received no answer, but he heard a baby crying inside. 
Being a thoughtful soul, he investigated and found the 
child in a erib upstairs. Subsequently, he met the 
mother when he called at a neighboring dwelling, but 
his report that the baby was crying was received with 
indifference. This disturbed the man, so he reported 
the incident to the police. 

No doubt some might describe the collector's 
attitude as “nosy,” but we cannot agree. In so many 
such cases, the parent or parents have just “popped 
over” to the neighbor's for a short visit, and tragedy 
has resulted within minutes. The collectoy’s thought- 
fulness might easily have been the means of prevent- 
ing such an outcome. 

Leaving infants alone in the house may not be 
due merely to casual indifference, but often in the 
event it is better described as gross negligence. Some 
parents lock the doors, too, thus ensuring that the 
children can neither get out in case of fire nor easily 
obtain help in case of injury. 


THE VALUE OF 15 YEARS 

If you spend 15 years in a convict prison for 
a erime you did not commit, what value would you 
place on those lost years, plus all the humiliation and 
mental suffering entailed by it. 

Clifford T. Shepherd of Irvington, N.J., was sent 
to prison 15 years ago on charge of passing worthless 
cheques. We never ceased to protest his innocence, 
and recently the crime was fastened on a man named 
Sullivan who is in a Wisconsin jail for forgery. Shep- 
hard has been pardoned for the crimes he did not 
commit and is now a free man. We is asking the New 
Jersey State Legislature for $50,000 by way of com- 
pensation. It was stated that Sullivan and Shephard 
strongly resemble each other, hence the mistake in 
the identification by witnesses, 

The case bears a remarkable resemblance to* one 
that was a sensation in England many years ago, A 
man named Adolf Beck, a Norwegian citizen, employed 
as a government official in London was identified by 
a number of witnesses as the perpetrator of financial 
frauds on women, He was sentenced to seven years 
and served his time. Again he was arrested soon after 
on similar charges and convicted, and while awaiting 
sentence on the second charges, the real culprit was 
found, as Sullivan was, to be in prison on similar 
charges. Beck and the man for whose crimes he had 
spent seven years imprisonment, looked alike also. 

The result was that Beck received a double par- 
don, and £5,000 compensation. 

If Mr. Shephard receives the $60,000 he is asking 
for, the ratio of compensation for his 15 years will be 
the same as Mr. Beck received for seven. He might 
pul that forward as justification for his claim.

Seed Box Easily Equipped 


With Automa 


Seedling plants grown in an in- 
door seed box may be destroyed in 
a few hours if the soil is allowed to 
dry out completely. But by a simple 
device familiar to all in the larnp 
wick, water can be supplied auto- 
matically in just the right volume, 
Jeaving the gardener free to attend 
to other duties, and even go visiting 
for a few days. 

This has been demonstrated by 
scientific research into watering 
practices, and the method is wide- 
ly used by florists. For amateur 
gardeners, several methods of auto- 
matic watering have been tested, 
and Dr. Kenneth Post, of Cornell 
university, who took a prominent 
part in the research in this field, 
says the best is wick-watering, by 
which moisture is supplied the soil 
in the seed box from a pan below, 
lifted by a wick, A wick-watered 
box is easily prepared as the illus- 
trations show. First, a hole is bored 
in the bottom of the box, Through 


tic Watering 


and imbedded fn the soil which fills 
the box; the bottorn drops into a pan 
below. As long as there is water in 
the pan, the soil will keep moist, 
and your seedling plants will not 
suffer from lack of it 

If a large pan is used, enough 
water for several days may be sup- 
plied at one time, allowing you to 
go away from home, even during 
the critical period of infancy when, 
with other methods of watering, 
daily inspection would be neces- 
sary. 

The best material for a wick is 
fibre glass, which is sold for the 
purpose, and which will last for 
years. A piece of new clothes line 


necessary to bring up plants, but 
it used too long it will disintegrate. 
The degree of moisture maintained 
in the soil of the box may be con- 
trolled to some extent by varying 
the height of the box above the pan, 
but be careful not to get the box so 
high that the wick ceases to oper-

Defense Minister Brogke Claxton 
Russia doesn’t have 


North America “At this time.”

Claxton told the Canadian Club 
in Montreal Mon. that he doubted 
if any enemy couid launch a full- 
scale attack on North America at 
the outset of : war. 

He added that this country five- 
billion-dollar rearmament program 
would provide, among other things 
for a vastly enlarged air force of 
three-thousand planes that would be 
used to destroy an air strike from 
the north. 

Ruling out invasion for the pre- 
sent, the minister sald, however, 


that Hussia has enough four-en- 
gined bombers w hit almost any 
part of North America wit five- 
ton bomb loads. The minitser assur- 
ec some of these would contain 
atomle bombs. 

He sald two main avenues of 
attack are open to a potential ag- 
greasor --and “both are acrosa 
Canada.” 

“To deal with an attack,” said 
Claxton, “We have a huge radar net- 
work across the north. Once spotted, 
the enemy would be engaged by 
Canadian fighters strategically ba- 
sed.” 

The minister said it was tmpos— 
sible to make all of Cnaada impreg- 
nable, but the radar and fighter 
screen would try to break up enemy 
air formation before they got to vi- 
ta! centers.

Coffee 
The quality of coffee may be test- 
ed by pouring about a tablespoon 
of ground coffee into a cup of cold 
water.

When frying food that is liable 
to spatter grease, it is a good idea 
to slip an ordinary paper bag over 
the hand holding the fork. This will 
avoid many a nasty burn.

but It’s far better to compromise on 
@ well designed, machine-made ax- 
minister or a good plain carpet 
than to get a second-rate handmade 
piece. 

The authoress favors wall-to-wall 
carpeting if you own your home, 
She says it absorbs sounds, gives 
an effect of great spaciousness, and 
makes for more flexible furniture 
arrangements. And, she adds, wall- 
to-wall carpets actually are easier 
to take care of.

Orange Honey Bread 

Here is a recipe for delicious Or- 
ange Honey Bread we tasted the 
other day and it is most refreshing 
for a change. The ingredients are: 
rind of 2 oranges, pinch of salt, 1-4 
cup water, 3 cups sifted bread flour, 
4 level teaspoons baking powder, 1-2 
teaspoon salt, 1 egg, well beaten, 1 
cup milk, 1-2 cup nutmeats, 1-4 
cup of shortening which is 
melted, 1-2 teaspoon soda dissolved 
in 1 tablespoon of water. Run the 
orange rinds through the food chop- 
per, using a course knife. Add 1-8 
teaspoon of baking soda, cover with 
water and simmer. for 30 minutes. 
D:ain and discard the water. To the 
peel add 1-4 cup of water and the 
honey. Simmer until as thick as 
marmalade, then cool the mixture. 
Beat the eggs, add the milk. Sift 
dry ingredients. Add the milk mix- 
ture to the dry ingredients, a little 
at a time, beating between addit- 
ions. Add the orange-honey mix- 
ture, which has been allowed to cool. 
Add the dissolved soda, shortening 
and floured nuts. Stir only enough 
to moisten dry ingredients. Pour 
into two well-greased bread pans. 
Let stand in a warm place for about 
20 minutes, then bake in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees) for 1 to 1 1-4 
hours. Note: This may be made with 
orange marmalade, using 1 cup of 
the marmalade. It’s a lot easier but 
they are both good.

They're going to be made to go 
on the market by a couple—Isabel 
and Stuart Mace—who live high 
in the Rockies at Toklat Lodge near 
Aspen, Colorado. 

The Maces are believed to be the 
only persons in the world who have 
ever converted husky dog fur into 
yarn... .and the yarn into wearing 
apparel. It started out as a hobby 
three years ago, and now promises 
to become a lucrative business and 
provide sweater girls with something 
entirely new. 

But the husky-dog sweaters aren't 
to be cheap. Mrs. Mace sold her 
first angora-soft sweater for 100 
dollars. The Maces and their three 
children all wear the unique gar- 
ments. 

The Maces own 38 wilderness hus- 
ky dogs who achieved national 
fame not long ago for their moun- 
tain rescue activities. The Maces 
have been saving the spring and 
October sheddings of the dogs for 
three years. They now have reached 
their goal of 50 pounds ., . the am- 
ount needed to turn over to a Den- 
ver Mill for carding and spinning. 


And since a pound and a half of 
the husky fur is needed for an av- 
ergage sweater, the 50 pound yield 
will be enough to make about 33 
long-sleeved pullovers. Mrs. Mace 
says she'll knit the sweaters to sell 
for 100 dollars apiece, 

Mrs. Mace explains that the fur 
is the soft undercoat beneath the 
dog’s hair, It is plucked between 
the thumb and middle finger and 
comes out in handful-sized bunch- 
es. 

To obtain a longer fibre and a 
stronger yarn foy the downy gar- 
ments, the Mace's will add 15 per 
cent camel's hair wool before the 
Sweaters are knitted.

The Pines’ Great Horned Owls 


Sunderland (PNS) --The bird lover , undercoat to largely or Beany) en- 


who discovers the nesting site of 
the great horned owl in March is 
considered to be lucky. 

In February the male bird with 
his familiar call of. “Whoo-who- 
who” is seeking nis mate and after 
winning her, the two set up house- 
keeping. 

They never build their own nest 
but take possession of a crow’s nest, 
usually high up in a pine tree. 

One pair of horned owls claim as 
their preserves some five miles 
square hence their nest is not easy 
to locate. There is such a pair in 
“The Pines” near Blackwater and 
now in March the adults take turns 
in incubating their eggs, number- 
ing from two to thre, These eggs 
aie white in colour, round in form 
and about the size of a hen’s egg. 
it is an intriguing sight, after a 
snowstorm to observe the sitting ow) 
covered with snow, her two great 
horns or ear tufts being the only 
perceptible sign of her presence on 
the nest. In about a month the 
young are hatched and are very 
hardy. 

The great horned owl is a big 
fellow, fierce and strong and seems 
to be always in a bad and ugly 
mood. He preys on crows, rats, mice, 
weasels, jack rabbits and sometimes 
skunks, 

He is the only owl over 15 inches 
in length with prominent horns or 
ear tufts. The colour of his plumage 
may vary from that of a dark bird 
with much black, touched here and 
there with white and strong ochre 
tints showing through from the 


| tirely white with more or less fine 


s) arp vermiculation and a buff or 
cream undercoat. 

The great horned owl sometimes 
called the cat owl is the evil genius 
of the woods, It is monarch of all it 
surveys and all the lesser animals 
and birds cower at its soft hushed 
flight. 

Sleeping during the day however 
in a tree it is often molested with 
great clans of black crows. These 
with a great outcry surround him, 
mobbing him with dashing feints 
and screaming in his face. The owl 
cannot throw stich numbers off but 
retreats from tree to tree and never 
escapes this black horde until 
darkness sends all crows to roost. 

It is then that the owl takes his 
r venge and piles of black glossy 
feathers scattered on the ground 
show that the night Is the time 
when this great predator retaliates. 

It 1s interesting to call owls by 
en imitation of their deep Whoo- 
who-who challenge at night, They 
1. variably answer and seek the in- 
truder. 

The great horned owl if living in 
the deep woods is of course harm- 
less to man, but in settled districts 
it is to be guarded against in every 
posisble way. 

It has been proven by examin- 
ation of stomachs that it preys 
upon poultry and game birds, with 
terrible talons, great; cruel hooked 
beak, large staring eyes and pe- 
culiar horns, the fearsome bird 
presents a cruel but somewhat 
awesome sight,

Govt. To Spend 
3” Billion On 
Defenses 


(British United Press) 

The government intends to spend 
av least three billion, 500-million 
dollars in the next fiscal year. 

That's the estimate expected to 
be revealed in the House of Com- 
mons Monday by Finance Mister 
D.C, Abbott. 

Not showing in today’s caleulat- 
fons will be a multi-million-dollar 
increase in federal civil service sal- 
aries, retroactive to December first, 
and the 65-rillion-dollar subsidy 
to western wheat farmers under the 
Anglo-Canadian Wheat Agreement 
fuv which Canadian taxpayers will 
pay. 

Both these items will be included 
in the supplemental appropriations 
for the current fiscal year which 
closes March 31. 

The biggest expense in the esti- 
mates will be for defense --that fi- 
gure will be four time what the 
government intended last year. 

Immediately after Abbott dis- 
closes his estimates to the house he 
will follow traditional procedure 
by letting the opposition raise 
grievances before asking for a tok- 
er vote on the supply measure. 

It’s impossible to forecast what 
grievances might be raised today. 
Opposition members intending to 
take advantage of the supply motion 
are keeping mum to preserve the 
element of surprise in parliamentary 
debate. 

Even after the proposed expendi- 
tures are known, however, Mr. Tax- 
payer, will have to wait another 
month to find out just how he'll 
be taxed to pay for them: The ques- 
tion of raising mney isn’t dealt with 
in the estimates but in the budget, 
which won't be brought down until 
after the Easter recess.

number of persons, gives point to 
two features of the arrangements 
for issuing licences which are far 
from satisfactory. 

One is that in many cases facili- 
ties are entirely inadequate to take 
care of the large number of people 
applying for licences in a compara- 
tively short period of time. Every 
year pictures appear in the news- 
papers of tremendous crowds prac- 
tically storming offices In order to 
secure their licences before the 
deadline arrives, The great increase 
in the numb-r of motorists has 
naturally made conditions worse, 
but it would seem that little has 
been done by the Ontario Highways 
Department to take care of chang- 
ing circumstances. 

It is true that the pressure on 
the Anto Licence offices lasts only 
for a few weeks. This, however, does 
mot excuse the department for 
allowing entirely inadequate pre- 
mises to be used. There should be 
some system of inspection which 
would check on the faciilties pro- 
vided and arrangements made for 
the public to be properly served. 

And here is the second point: 
No doubt a good deal’ of the con- 
fusion could be avoided if business 
-like methods were used in an- 
nouncing the final date on which

paper. If the Highways Department 
would give adequate notice through 
the advertising columns it would 
be possible for licences to be issued 
in a more orderly way.

He’s Forging a Link Between 
Biblical Past and Today 


Toronto—(BUP)—Dr. Elie Bor- 
owski, Royal Ontario Museoum ar- 
cheologist is forging a link between 
the biblical past and the present 
day. 

The archeologist has already suc- 
ceeded in recovering items dating 
as far back as 5,000 years and the 
age of Leviticus. 

Borowski came to this country 
from Europe after the war under 
a fellowship of the Lady Davis 
Foundation to become a research 
associate in charge of the Near East 
gallery of the museum, During the 
last war he served with the Polish 
army, 

Borowski specialized in the valley 
civilizations around the Euphrates 
River, which he demonstrated as 


being younger than civilizations ar- 
ound Mesopotamia through seals 


and pottery shreds recovered in 
those regions He believed the areas 
around Mesopotamia were more 
basic to the history of civilization 
than was generally supposed. 

Borowski said the basic tool for 
an archeologist who wants to re- 
construct the life and history of 
disappeared races were seals. “In 
ancient days seals served as signa- 
tures, rings, Identification tags and 
as a medium of popular art,” he 
sald, 

Many of the seals In his posses- 
sion look like knick-knacks often 
used to adorn a living room at 
home, But Borowski said those found 
in areas which once contained civil- 
izations were “basic documents” for 
the archeologist. 

He said the knick-knacks held 
“many fascinations,” Surrealists, he 
said, will be surprised to learn that 
‘their kind of modern art “was old 
in Sumeria 4,600 years ago.” 

“Prom the point of view of art 
styles,” he said, “We soon come to 
realize after studying these ancient 
objects that many of our newest art- 
istic trends and movements have al_ 
ready been experienced by mankind 
centuries ago.” 

Some of the seals in his possession 
include one dating to the days of 
the prophet Leviticus. The seal 


shows Cherubim protecting the Ark 
of the Law. 

Another one illustrates a tower be- 
ing built by gods with a chapel on 
top where men and gods meet. Bor- 
owski said it referred to the Town 
of Babel story and was 4,400 years 
old. 

One of the oldest seals dates back 
to the Erech of the Abrahamic story. 
Tt is a small stone carving of two 
swans and is estimated to be 5,000 
years old.

Mouth and Tongue Ulcers 

In the great majority of cases, 
ulcers of the tongue and mouth 
are caused by digestive disturban- 
ces, and will pass away in a short 
time if the patient cuts down on ir- 
ritating foods and on strongly acid 
foods such as meat and eggs, and 
uses an alkaline purgative such as 
Epsom salts. However, when these 
ulcers of the mouth and tongue per- 
sist after ordinary home treatment 
the family physician should be 
consulted. 

In the British Dental Journal, 
Dr. A. G. Kirby describes dyspeptic 
ulcers on the tongue, gums or inside 
the cheeks as small rounded eros- 
fons (breaks in the tissue) with a 
white base. They are best treated by 
touching them with tincture of 
iodine and changing the diet. 

Sometimes these ulcers are due 
to poor dental hygiene habits and 
in early stages penicillin lozenges, 
each containing 500 Oxford units 
of penicillin which, of course, should 
be prescribed by dentist or physl- 
clan, are belpful. Dental ulcers oc- 
cur on the side of the tongue and 
ar) due to the irritation of a jagged 
tooth or badly fitting denture. 
Tuberculous ulcers, usually a num- 
ber, are situated at the edges and 
tip of the tongue and are very 
painful. 


Cancer of the tongue has hard 


about the possibility of the ulcer 
being cancerous, a biopsy should be 
performed. Biopsy is cutting out 
@ small piece of the tissue and ex- 
amining it under the microscope. 

Gummatous ulcer (syphilis) oc- 
curs usually in the mid-line of the 
upper surface.of the tongue, near- 
er the back than the tip of the 
tongue. Fortunately, syphilitic ul- 
cers are rarely seen today. 

In the Journal of Pediatrics it is 
stated that thrush (white spots in 
mouth), trench mouth (Vincent's 
angina), grayish white membrane on 
tonsils, gums, back of throat, can 
be successfully treated by the old 
remedies ~-borax and honey, per- 
oxide (half strength), sodium per- 
borate and boroglycerin; severe or 
stubborn cases of these mild ulcers 
should be treated with penicillin as 
relief is obtained so much more ra- 
pidly. In children penicillin may be 
applied direct to the ulcer in dilut- 
jon of 250 units per cc., but inject- 
jon into the muscles 1s advisable 
in most cases. 

There are some tablets used in 
the treatment of simple mouth 
irritations that are believed to 
cause the sores or ulcers commonly 
called fever blisters and this should 
be remembered by patient an phy- 
sician. 


Penicillin Prevents Complications 
In Chickenpox . 


It would seem that in that simple 
disease of childhood, chickenpox, 
there would be no need for such 
@ powerful remedy as penicillin. 
What we forget is that while chi- 
ckenpox in itself is not considered 
dangerous, there are some symp- 
toms that disturb the patient and 
delay recovery. Added to this are 
the complications which sometimes 
accompany or follow chickenpox. 

In the Journal-Lancet, Minne- 
apolis, Drs. E. 8, Krug and H. R, 
Glenn state that there has been a 
relative increase in the number of 
cases of chickpox in adolescents and 
young adults, Ohickenpox is usually 
more severe in these age groups 
than in children and treatment is 
therefore more important. These 
physicians began the use of penicil- 
Jin in college students with chicken- 
pox to shorten the time needed for 
recovery, 

In addition to shortening the time 
of recovery, complications, or what 
is called secondary infection, would 
most likely be prevented’ or ren- 
dered less severe, thus preventing 
loss of too much time from the

(Grand Forks, N.D,) reports the 
use of this drug in a recent epidem-

INTERNAL PARASITE 

CONTROL IN SHEEP 

Ottawa} -Internal parasites in sheep 
considered by many to cause grea- 
ter loss to the sheep industry than’ 
the long-time enemy dogs can be 
controlled readily by the use of 
phenothiazine and all adult sheep 
should be treated some time be- 
tween February and the time they 
go to spring pasture, advises. B. 
McCarthy of the Animal Hus- 
bandry Division ‘Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa. 

‘The procedure recommended is as 
follows: 

1. Treat all adult sheep between 
the first of February and one 
month before lambing or preferably 
about 48 hours before they are 
allowed on pasture in the spring, 
Ewes should not be treated during 
the last month of their pregnancy 
period. 

2, From mid-summer on check 
the lambs for symptoms of infection 
such as pale eye membranes, slow 
movements unthriftiness or diarr- 
hoea, and if present give a small 
dose of phenothiazine (1 to 2 tab- 
lets) or 1 fluid ounce of a drench 
made up in the proportion of: 
Copper sulphate -3 oz., 40 per cent 
Nicotine -2 fluid oz, Soft water,- 
1 Imperial gallon. 

This treatment may be repeated 
in one month if necessary. 

In Western Canada the parasites 
discussed above are not important, 
but other species produce a type 
of diarrhoea. similar -to “black 
scours’ and another type affect- 
ing yearlings in the late winter 
and spring. 

These parasites are not entirely 
destroyed on pastures during the 
winter, and hence the control re- 
commended for the East, though 
useful is not 1s effective. Both of 
these diseases will ‘respond to 
phenothiazine treatment, however,

Easier To Control 


For years, the dog has been class- 
ed as number one enemy of sheep. 
But now, it looks as if he’s about to 
be replaced in that category by a 
sort of fifth column operator --the 
internal parasite. Yet, this new and 
probably more dangerous enemy of 
the sheep industry can be controlled 
effectively. 

Officials of the Department of 
Agriculture's Animal Hubsandry 
Division at Ottawa recommend 
phenothiazene. It can be procured 
from most of the wool and livestock 
associations in tablet form or from 
a veterinarian. 

It's important, they say, to treat 
all adult sheep before they go onto 
spring pasture --between February 
end a month before lambing. They 
also emphasize the importance of 
checking the lambs --from mid- 
summer on. Symptoms of infection

In the case of poultry, wheat 1s 
the staple grain for feeding of all 
classes of poultry and usually makes 
up 60 per cent oy more of all poultry 
feeds. - 
Relative Feeding Value of Wheat 

Analyses indicate’ that wheat 

compares clogely with the other 
cereals. It contains roughly 14 per 
cent protein, 2 per cent fat, 69 
per cent nitrogen-free extract, 2.5 
per cent fibre and 1.7 per cent ash. 
The softer wheats are lower in pro- 
tein and higher in nitrogen-free ex. 
tract. Wheat is thus lower in fibre 
usually richer in protein than bar- 
ley; much lower in fibre than oats; 
and lower in fat and higher in pro- 
tein than corn. Wheat 1s also com- 
paratively rich in phosphorus but 
like other cereals it is low in cal- 
cium. Thus, wheat, like all the 
cereal grains, is rather low in pro- 
tein and mineral matter, too low in 
good quality protein and bone build- 
ing minerals to meet the needs of 
growing animals. Hence the im- 
portance of adding protein and min- 
eral rich supplements to offset the 
lack of these materials in the cereal 
grains is evident. 

Western feed wheat contains less 
starch but a higher percentage of 
protein and slightly more fibre than

The grades 
of wheat do not differ in feeding 
valuie a5 much as they do in milling 
quality. Grade is influenced by 
such factors as plumpness, degree 
of maturity, and freedom from frost 
damage, etc., characteristics which 
do not influence the feeding value 
materially. Although the biggest 
economic advantage is likely to re- 
sult from feeding wheat of the lower 
Grades, there are occasions when 
surplus wheat of milling quality may 
be profitably fed to pigs_and other 
livestock. 
General Considerations 

Wheat is fully as palatable as the 
Coarse grains more commonly used 
for feed. Livestock will often eat 
it in preference to barley. 

When mixing wheat with other 
grains, it should be done by weight 
rather than by measure, because 
wheat weighs more than barley and 
considerably more than oats per 
bushel, 

Wheat should never be ground 
finely for livestock feeding. Medium 
to coarse grinding or rolling is pre- 
ferable as finely ground wheat may 
become pasty when moistened and 
its feeding may result in digestive 
disorders, 

Wheat is acceptable to poultry 
either coarsely or finely ground and, 
in fact, the rapid argestion rate of 
poultry indicates that medium to 
fine grinding of all grains of the 
mash mixture allows maximum ut- 
{lization by’ the bird. To a large 
extent the fineness of grinding of 
wheat would depend on the other 
ingredients in the mash mixture,

Damages totalling $20,000 were 
levied by Mr. Justice Treleaven a- 
gainst the owners of Richardson's 
transport and the driver William 
Robert Wood, of Toronto, The civil 
action was heard in the Spring As- 
sizes in Lindsay. 

The action arose out of an acci- 
dent on November 11th, 1949, when 
a car driven by J. G, Sabourin, of 
Lindsay, collided with the rear of a 
parked transport on Highway No. 7. 
The truck was owned by Richard- 
son’s and driven by Wood. One occu- 
pant of the Sabourin car, Mrs. Sin- 
clair, an employee of Artistic Ladies 
Wear, was killed. Miss Florence 
McCausland, also of Lindsay, re- 
ceived serious injuries which re- 
quired considerable surgical treat- 
ment and some plastic surgery. 
Miss Lois Gillogly, of Lindsay, Miss 
Betty Spratt, of Lindsay, and Mrs. 
Coates, of Toronto, were also pas- 
sengers in the Sabourin car and 
received injuries not as extensive 
as Miss McCausland. 

J, G. Sabourin was earlier found 
guilty before. Magistrate Gee of 
dangerous driving and was fined 
$100, The transport owners were 
fined $50 for neglecting to set out 
flares while their truck was stop- 
ped on the highway. William Wood 
was charged with failing to take the 
necessary precautions to avoid an 
acrident but was acquitted of this 
charge. 

The civil suit was heard without 
the intervention of a jury. The 
lawyers, R. I. Moore, K.C., for the 
plaintifis, A. J. Sneath, K.C., of 
Toronto, for Richardson’s Trans- 
port, George Walsh, K.C, Toronto, 
for William Wood and Frank J, 
Hughes, K, C., for J. G. Sabourin, 


| Settled the case before court and 


the jury was notified not to appear, 

In the action brought against the 
owners of the transport and the 
driver, Mr, Justice-Treleaven award- 
ed Miss McCausland $14,800, The 
three Sinclair children each re- 


| celved $1200. Fabian Gillogly was 


awarded $500 for medical costs for 
his daughter Lois. Mrs. Coates was 
awarded $500 and Mr. Sabourin 
$600. In addition, Betty Spratt. re- 
ceived partial compensation for 
her medical expenses, 

Miss McCausland told the Post 
in an interview afterwards that she 
would like to make it clear that her 
award was by no means “clear” 
money. Miss McCausland related 
that her medical expenses amounted 
to several thousand dollars and that 
court’s award will be considerably 
reduced when these are all taken 
care of, 

In a counter-suit brought against 
J. G, Sabourin by the owners of the 
transport, Mr. Justice Treleaven 
awarded the owners $171.25. for da- 
mages to their truck.

EQUAL PAY BILL 
IS INTRODUCED 


Yoronto March 8 (BUP) --Ontarlo 
Labor Minister Charles Daley today 
introduced his long-awaited bill pro- 
viding equal pay for men and wo- 
men doing the same jobs in Ontario. 

It will be the first legislation of 
its kind in Canada. 

The act covers all types of female 
employment. It provides a fine of 
100-dollars for any employee found 
tv be discriminating against a wo- 
man merely because of her sex. 
‘The act would take effect next Jan- 
uary. 

Daley explained to the legislature 
that fines un employers would only 
be levied after attempts to settle 
the complaint were made by first, 
a conciliation officer and second a 
ccmmission of one or more members 
if the first effort falls. 

His act, entitled the Female Em- 
ployees Fair Remuneration Act, pre- 
yents any employer from obtaining 
a court injunction to halt a labor 
department investigation of a wo- 
man’s complaint. 

No prosecutions will be instituted 
without the consent of the labor 
minister, 

Daley said the measure would 
not affect contracts that were rea- 
ched through collective bargaining 
before May first 1951. ,

“Do we want to preserve our pol- 
itical freedom?” was the question 
put to the officials of Victoria 
County by K. Grant Crawford, Di- 
rector of the Institute of local Goy- 
ernment at Queen's University, Mr. 
Crawford was speaking in the muni- 
cipal officials and councillors in 
Victoria County who had gathered 
at Cambridge St. United Church 
for luncheon. s 

Mr.' Crawford was introduced by 
Mr. W. R. Allely, clerk of Lindsay. 
Mr, Allely ably introduced Mr. 
Crawford as a personal friend who 
had little need of introduction to 
Victoria as he had addressed the 
councillors on several similar occas- 
ions. He pointed out that the guest 
speaker was well qualified to address 
the officialseas be had an ample 
background of municipal experience, 
being once clerk of the city of Lon- 
don and at present an alderman in 
Kingston. He is also as stated a- 
bove, the Director of the Institute 
of Local Government at Queen's and 
is currently the secretary of the 
Municipal Association. 


Mr. Crawford told the meeting at 
the outset that he planned to speak 
to them as a fellow municipal offi- 
cial or a low-level politician. He 
pointed out that there were a couple 
of interpretations of “low level poli- 
ticlan” but stated that he had used 
that term to differentiate between 
municipal elected bodies and prov- 
incial’ and federal members. He 
said that he planned to lay before 
the gathering the part that they 
have to play in the world today, He 
cited briefly the world situation and 
warned that this unsatisfactory con- 
dition of the world could lead to 
world chdos, . . In that event, he 
said, the world would be divided 
into two camps, the slave world and 
the free world, separated by the Iron 
Curtain. He said “We will have to 
make up our minds about what we 
are going to do—battle it out or let 
{t go by default.” 

“Do we have What it takes to bat- 
tle the issue to a close?” Mr. Craw- 
ford asked. He asserted that no- 
one was in a position to know 
which camp had the greater resour- 
ces but added that he did not con- 
sider’ that to be the most import- 
ant factor. He considered the most 
important factor to be the free 
people’s will to preserve their free- 
dom. He cited the story of Dun- 
kirque when the British were forc- 
ed to flee Europe, leaving nearly all 
their heavy equipment to the foe. 
He said that the sensible thing to 
do at that point would be to get 
out of the fight as the Germans to 
all intents and purposes had the 
battle in their hands. “However Mr. 
Crawford stated, “Churchill” rallied 
the English and carried on to ulti- 
mate victory.” He explained that 
freedom could mean economic free- 
dom, religious freedom, political 
freedom and freedom of speach. He 
was of the opinion, however, that 
political freedom was the most im- 
portant at this time and he challeng- 
ed the group with “Do we want to 
preserve our political freedom?” 

Mr. Crawford claimed that the 
survival of the free would would not 
depend solely on the resources but 
also on the fighting will. He then 
listed four things in our way of life 
which he believed that the free 
nations have come to take for grant 
ed. One of these was the privilege to 
live without any intervention from 
the Government. Peoples of the free 
nations were able to carry on any. 
type of legitimate business of work 
they preferred without the ruling 
body creating any interference. The 
free peoples, he said, took for grant- 
ed the fact that civil order was al- 
Ways maintained in their countries. 
He pointed out that there were 
countries where private armies or 
gangs had sprung up to upset the 
civil order. The free peoples he said, 
also didn’t seem to realize that gov- 
ernments could be changed by mere- 
ly voting against them in the free 
countries yet in others, the only 
Way to get a government out of pow- 
er was to shoot them. Finally, he 
stated, the free or democratic way 
of life, although not perfect, was 
much better than any other way of 
life yet offered. 

Mr, Crawford stated that what he 
had said may be true but “is that 
what the people think?” He contin- 
used “Here is where the local govern 
ment comes in. The greatest need is 
the will to maintain this system.” 
He pointed out that in early Greece, 
where democracy had been born, 
the officials had come to the stage 
where they no longer cared about 
the wishes of the people but began 
to divert their;interests toward per- 
petuating their stay’ in ‘office.This 
he said led to corruption, then gangs 
and private armies and finally a ty- 
ranny had settled down which had 
been brought in by the people to

offer them relief from the corrupt 
government that had been in power. 
He sald “We, of the low leyel politi- 
clans, operate where the people can 
see what is being done. Members of 
the proyincial or federal govern- 
ments seem remote and what they 
do seems unrelated to us. But what| 
we do helps the people judge the 
solutions arrived at in these larger 
governing bodies.” 

“People are impressed by the re- 
sults of their municipal councils,” he 
said, “buf what can we do to im- 
prove that impression?” He said 
that the most important thing seem- 
ed to be to improve their opinion of 
the local government. He asserted 
that urban communities particularly 

and possibly rurai communities, 
had no high regard for men in the 
the local goyernmeént and no high~ 
er opinion of how they conducted 
the municipality's business after 
they were elected. He said that 
municipal officials were obligated 
to raise their standard of perform- 
ance. This he said, could be accom- 
plished firstly by municipal councils 
conducting themselves with more 
dignity while handling municipal 
affairs. He recalled reading an 
account of a council meeting in one 
of the larger Ontario cities where 
personal remarks had been fung 
back and forth at the meeting. This 
practice, he warned, lowered the 
electorate’s opinion of theiy repres- 
entatives. He also told of meeting 
a@ group of students who had been 
sent to Ottawa to observe the House 
of Commons in session. He recalled 
that he had asked several what had 
impressed them most. He was told 
by several students that they were 
amazed to note several members of 
House reading newspapers while an- 
other member was speaking. Mr. 
Crawford said “This is not a very 
substantial ooking government to 
those eyes although it seems like a 
little thing. It isn't the major 
things” he warned “which cause the 
downfall.” 

“Lawmakers ought not to be law- 
breakers” said Mr. “-awford and told 
of the mayor of @ city in Quebec 
who had found a ticket attached to 
his car which had been parked in 
a restricted area, The mayor had 
ripped the ticket off his car, he 
said, and had later worked for the 
suspension of the police chief. 
“Municipal officials should not feel 
that they are above the law,” he 
concluded. 

Mr. Crawford advised municipal 
men to lean over backwards if nec- 
essary to avoid the appearance of 
favouritism or of doing anything in 
secret. These practices, although 
they may not have any wrong in 
them, shake the faith of the public 
warned the speaker. He also said 
that more consideration should be 
given to individuals and thejr prob- 
Jems than was usually the case. 
He said that there was a growing 
tendancy to ignore individuals as 
governing bodies became larger. 

Finally he suggested that some 
changes should be made in the man- 
ner in which public funds were 
handled. He said that ne personally 
Was an anti-spender and explained 
that most municipal governing bod- 
jes were full of people who were anx- 
jous to spend the taxpayer's dollars 
and he had taken this stand as he 
thought it would be only fair to 
the taxpayer to have someone on 
their side. He concluded by saying, 
“Councils have been concentrating 
on the dollar and not on the social 
improvement that could be made. 
We have geared our program to suit 
the source of revenue. We might 
consider making living bigger and 

better in our communities and 
changing the source of revenue if 
the load gets too heavy for them.” 
His parting remark ‘We can dodge 
or shirk, but we can’t avoid or es- 
cape our responsibility.”

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Frost Promises , 
Rent Control 
Continuation 


Toronto March 9 (BUP) --Pre- 
mier Leslie Frost said today On- 
tario will step into the rent control 
field the minute the Federal govern- 
ment steps out of the picture on 
April 30th.

Whither the 


Surprise was expressed recently 
in some quarters when it was an- 
nounced that the Ross Memorial 
Hospital had operated at a loss of 
$32,692.32 in 1950. operating 
loss is not so surp! however, 
when the financial statement of 
that institution is examined for the 
year and a comparison made with 
the year previous. For example: To- 
tal receipts in 1950 were up only 
$26,814.95 over the previous year 
whereas expenditures in the same 
period increased by $49,015.51. 

In comparing the expenses of the) 


Ross Memorial Hospital for the two 
years under consideration (1949- 
1950) the largest single increase in 
1950 comes under the heading of 
salaries and wages paid. In 1949, 
salaries and wages amounted to 
$57,661.00. In 1950 this demand had 
increased to $75,373.60. Last year, 
meat, butter and eggs, flour, bread 
and meal, milk, tea and coffee, pot- 
atoes and other vegetables, along 
with other groceries, cost the hospi- 
tal $28,703.87. The year previous 
these same items cost the hospital 
about $4,000 less or $24,784.73. In 
these two items alone the expenses 
of the hospital advanced $21,731.74 
on the year’s operations. 

The same story is reflected all 
the way down the line in the matter 
of hospital expenditures. One other 
major item in the hospital's budget, 
for example, advanced nearly $5,000. 
This was the expense in connection 
with the purchase of drugs, medic- 
ines, medical and surgical applianc_ 
es. In 1949 these items cost $19,- 
296,71 but in 1950 this bill was in- 
creased to $24,212.09, an advance 
of $4,915.38. g 

So much for the expenses in con- 
nection with the hospital's opera- 
tion, and these figures it should be 
understood are exemplary and not 
intended to be complete insofar as 
all operational expenses are con- 
cerned. “ 

Revenue, it is true, was up in 1950 
too but, as was pointed out in the 
opening paragraphs, this increase 
lagged considerably behind increas- 
ing expenses. The Town of Lind- 
Say increased its grant in 1950 to 
$2,500: It was $1,800 in 1949, Victor- 
ia County raised its grant from $3,000 
in 1949 to $5,000 in 1950 and the 
Province raised its grant by $3,000, 
but these increased grants were not 
sufficient to offset rising costs and 
the increased revenue from the hos_ 
pital’s own operations fell short of 
this also, 

In 1949 the hospital's actual 
charges to patient>, collected and 
uncollected, amounted to $103,583182 
Qt the end of the fiscal year. In 1950 
these charges to patients had only 
been increased by a little over $5,000, 
the actual charges amounting to 
$108,870.37. 

These figures indicate that with 
all sources of reyenue used up, the 
hospital had to look elsewhere for 
money to pay its bills. This it did 
and it took the required money 
from its capital investments. Money 
in this fund, which has been 
built up over the years to provide 
for the needs of the hospital in this 
or similar circumstances, amounted 
to $80,812.72 in 1949. When the year 
Was ended in 1950, the fund had 
shrunk to $62,244.53. 

It might be pointed out here that 
the capital investment fund was 
not built up out of operating profits

Some Information Relative To The Problems 
Confronting The Ross Memorial Hospital 


from the hospital in former years. 
Mr. F. L, Weldon, treasurer of the 
hospital, explains that this money 
was accumulated through bequests 
made to the hospital by numerous 
individuals, 

There are two additional funds in 
connection with the hospital: One 
of these is known as the “Endow- 
ment Fund” with investments and 
cash valued at $31,132.44 at the end 
of 1950, and the cher {s called a 
“Building Fund.” The latter fund 
was established last year with the 
money received from the Kiwanis 
Club to finance additional building 
inyeonnection with the present prem— 
ises, There is $3,235.62 in this fund 
made up of cash and investments. 

In consideration of the facts set 
forth in the aforegoing article which 
were taken from the audit reports 
of the last two years, it is apparent 
that the hospital's reserye funds are 
going to disappear at an alarming 
rate unless assistance in some form 1s. 
forthcoming. At last year's rate of 
loss in which the hospital's capital 
investments were tapped for $18,- 
000.00, this fund would be entirely 
wiped out in just under four years. 
‘Another two years, if it were possl- 
ble to use the money in the “Endow- 
ment” and “Building” funds, would 
see these liquidated too, and, since 
the hospital cannot operate in ar= 
Tears under the terms of its con- 
stitution, the doors would have to 
Swing shut unless an immediate cash 
grant were forthcoming. 

At the present moment, Mr, T. H. 
Stinson, former hospital board 
chairman and member of long 
standing, says he is quite concerned 
about the hospital's future. He is, 
in cooperation with other members 
of the board, making a survey of 
What is necessary to keep the hospi- 
tal functioning on an even keel and 
performing its vitel services to the 
community. The answer to this 
problem is not yet apparent but 
the seriousness of the situation as 
pointed out in this article may in- 
spire others to consider the needs of 
the hospital and perhaps prompt 
them to come forth with some sug- 
gestions for providing for its finan- 
cial security in the future.

O. P. P. Constable Lyle, the officer 
who was called to investigate the 
accident, took the stand and said 


| that the day, February 20th, was 


quite mild with a slight fog. Visib- 
ility was good for about 200 or 300 
yards. He said that he emeasured a 
skid mark which started about the 
centre of the travelled portion of 
the Kinmount road at a point 56 
feet past the “Stop” sign. This 
mark was 94 feet long. The total 
distance that the accused's car had 
travelled from beginning of the skid 
mark to where it came to rest was 
230 feet. He estimated the damage 
to the accused’s car at $35 and the 
damage to the air standard at $90. 
The accused took the stand and 
related that he had not seen the 
“Stop” sign until he had drawn a- 
breast of it.

Firing Of Detective Upheld 


It sounds like a story out of a 
book of fairy tales. A detective who 
was fired from the London, Ontario 
police force rose to become mayor 
of the city. Then he started an 
investigation into why he vas fired. 

Well, the fairy tale ends unhap- 
pily for the hero today. 

Mr. Justice W. D, Roach of the 
Ontario Supreme Court ruled today 
the dismissal of Allan J, Rush, now 
the mayor, was justified. He said 
Rush was part of a faction that 
thréatened to disrupt the city’s po- 
lice force. 

The Jjurist’s 26-page report today 
eriticlzes the Police Commission for 


not giving 2ush a hearing at the 
time of his dismissal, but upholds 
the commission's decision to let 
him out. 

Mr. Justice Roach says there was 
no reason to doubt that a serious 
situation was developing in the 
police force when Rush was a de- 
tective. 

Rush was fired as a “disturber”, 
six months before he won a land- 
slide victory in London's mayoralty 
election last: December. 

Mayor Rush hasn't read through 
the report yet ...so far says only 
that he’s “very happy” the matter 
has been finally cleared up. (BUP)

Sudden Death Threatens If 
Bronte Folks Drink Water 


Bronte, Onta?io—(BUP)—The 200° 
residents of Bronte, Ontario, were 
warned today they are,drinking wat_ 
er containing cyanide “and one good 
shot of it will kill a person," 

Medical Health Officer Dr, Jam- 
es Mather said the water was con- 
demned February 22nd but still, he 
said, many residents are beginning 
to use jt and even drink it. 

He ordered placards to be nailed 
up on the walls of Bronte’s Post 
office, warning all that “Cyanide is 
a deadly poison,” and that there is 
enough of it in the water “to be 
highly dangerous.” 


Dr. Mather said it was known 


from the first that the water con- 
tained Cyanide and a Cromic Acid 
polution, but the information was 
witheld to avoid panic. 


The polution was traced to waste 
from chemical operations at the On_ 
tario Metal Plating Company plant 
in Bronte. Dr. Mather sald the 
waste seeped into the filter beds of 
the water system. 


He said the ground is chock full 
of cyanide, although the company 
hasn't used {t during the past two 
Weeks, He sald it is possible a. large 
percentage of the poison might turn 
up in one drink,

Charges Estranged ucearin 
With Threatening Death 
Then Pays His Costs 


An attractive 20-year-old qrorontor 
woman paid court costs amounting 
‘to $18 for her husband whom she 
had had arraigned in Lindsay Pol- 
ice Court. The remarkable thing 
about the payment was that she paid 


the costs which had been assessed 


by Magistrate Gee against her hus- 
band who had been convicted of 
threatening to kill Her on St. Pat- 
tick'’s Day. The accused man, a res- 
ident of the Eagle Lake district in 
Haliburton County said that he did 
not have the necessary $18 to pay 
for the court costs. His wife, the 
complainant in the case came to his 
rescue and paid the costs. The ac- 
cused did not trouble himself to 
thank her for the gesture. 


The accused, a 30-year-old lab- 


ourer who lives with his father near 
Eagle Lake and Haliburton village, 
pleaded not guilty to a charge of 
threatening to kill his wife on 
March 17th. His wife, who had laid 
the complaint took the stand for 
the Crown's case. She said that she 
hhad been marvied for three years 
and had separated ‘from her hus- 
band last fall. She stated that since 


their separation she hag not seen 


her husband until the day of the al- 
leged offense as she had been living 
in Toronto. She told Magistrate Gee 
that she had come to Eagle Lake 
to q friend’s home for the weekend 
and had previously written her hus- 
band’s sister saying that she was 
going to be at Eagle Lake and sug- 
gesting that she (his sister) tell 
him that she wished to talk to him: 
while she was in the Haliburton 
area. She told the court that she 
had planned discussing a divorce 
action. 

She related that she had been 
sitting on the edge of a bed 
combing her hair and talking 
to one of the men of the 
household when her husband had 
come to the Eagle Lake home. 
She said her husband had taken 
a couple of drinks from a_ bot- 
tle that was in the room and had 
asked his wife to come back and 
live with him, She had refused and 
in the course of the argument she 
claimed that she had been slapped. 
She said that her husband left then 
and returned again shortly before 
dark. This time he suggésted that 
she go into Haliburton with him. 
Again she refused and she testified 
that this time he had said, “I'll kill 
you.” She said that after he walked 
out of the house, she locked the door 
and glanced out the front window 
and saw the accused in front of the 
house about 40 feet away from her. 
She swore that he was holding a 
rifle and was in the process of open- 
ing the lever when she shouted a 
Warning to the rest of the house 
and she anq her friends rushed into 
Later she hear someone 
trying the door. Finally she con- 
cluded, she heard the taxi that had 
brought her husband drive off and 
she called the Provincial Police. 

She was cross-examined by the 
accused’s attorney, Dave Thomson. 
She remained unshaken in her 
testimony that she had not taken 
one drink of liquor from the bottle 
that appeared to be the property. 
of one of the occupants of the house. 

The housewife, with whom the 
accused's wife had spent the week- 
end, took the stand and added lit- 
tle evidence. She was able to testify 
that on the second visit of the ac- 
cused she had heard him threaten 
her with “I'l) ki) you.” 

At this point Mr. Thompson moy- 
ed that the case be dismissed. He 
maintained that the accused was 
entitled to make threats when he 
walked into a room and saw his wife 
sitting on the same bed as another 


man, He further contended that 
neither witness was telling the 
truth.

AND NOW, CRUELTY TO BABY CHICKS 

-The baby chick has long been associated with 
Easter as has been the egg and the rabbit but now 
The Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
has classified the practice of letting children fondle 
baby chicks as “cruel”. This agency is endeayouring 
to restrict the sale of baby chicks at this season to 
a minimum order in the hopes that it will preyent 
people from buying them simply for children to play 
with. The society claims that thousands of baby 
chicks are needlessly slaughtered each Waster season 
by maltreatment at the hands of youngsters. 

Considered in the light of the evidence supplied 
by this source, it does seem cruel and wasteful to 
allow chicks to be fondled to death. However, it 
would appear that more good would likely be accom- 
plished by appealing to parents to exercise restraint 
than by imposing restrictions on the sale of baby 
chicks. The latter course is more apt to inspire deter- 
mination to procure the chicks than to encourage 
proper care in handling. 

Every child likes to see or handle a baby chick 
and it seems unkind to deny them this privilege. How- 
ever, it should be quite possible to permit them to 
enjoy the privilege without harming the object of af- 
fection. All that is required is a little supervision by 
the parents. It shouldn’t be necessary either to pur- 
chase lone baby chicks for this privilege. There are 
usually numerous displays of baby chicks to be seen 
at Baster and, failing this, a trip to a farm or hatchery 
should provide complete satisfaction for any child.

LAW AMENDMENT NEEDED 

There will be some surprise at the recent Ontario 
Court of Appeal decison that six months is the maxi- 
mum jail sentence that can be imposed for any liquor 
offence in Ontario, no matter how serious or how 
often repeated. This being the case, and the court 
decision stands until it is reversed by some higher 
authority, the government of Ontario should lose no 
time in reviewing its liquor laws and amending them 
so as to provide for much more severe ar for 
serious offences. 

Mor instance, a penalty of six months in ‘jail is 
not sufficient for an individual who is repeatedly con- 
victed of the illegal sale of liquor. We feel, also, 
that there should be a much more severe penalty for 
bootleggers who are frequently caught in the offence 
of selling liquor to minors, which to our mind is the 
most serious of liquor offences. 

Sentences are provided for in our laws to be 
a deterrent to the commission of crimes, and if the 
penalty is too light to fit any particular off.nce, as 
seems the case in this instance, then the law should 
be amended to make it more severe. We believe this 
to be the case in connection with some of the offences 
against the liquor laws, and strongly suggest that the 
government of Ontario could render a useful service 
by making a review of the legislation with the ob- 
jective of making more severe penalties applicable in 
such offences.—Oshawa Times-Gazette

While many overweights 
are healthy and live to a good age, 
this is not usually the case. 

Insurance companies, surgeon§, 
anaesthetists and general physici- 
ans are all agreed that the over- 
weight individuals die sooner, are 
poorer surgical risks for operation, 
take anaesthetic poorly, develop 
diabetes more readily, have more 
blood vessel and heart diseases and 
other illnesses than one of normal 
weight, i 

A distinguished research worker 
in nutrition states that his investi- 
gations bear out the fact “that 
corpulent or overweight persons, 
owing to their greater susceptibility 
to harmful organisms and harmful 
wastes (bowel and kidneys) are 
more likely to contact disease than 
are lean persons.” _

some fat to act as reserve food 
in emergencies, insulate the nerves, 
and round out the form, the aver- 
age amount needed being 15 to 25 
pounds, But after this needed fat on 
and in the body (to hold the ab- 
dominal organs up in their proper 
places) has been acquired, every 
extra pound of fat added there- 
after is a liability to health and 
to the life span.

The Korean Scene: 


Viewed Through BUP 
Newsmen’s Eyes 


Two tank-led U-N columns drove 
to within 12 to 14 miles of Korea's 
38th parallel Tuesday. 

The eighth army reports little 
contact with rear guards covering 
the retreat of up to a quarter of a 
million Chinese and Korean Reds 
across the border. 

The new advances put eighth 
army columns less than 17 miles 
from the parallel at 11 or more 
points along the 140-mile front. 

The only encounters with the 
enemy to speak of were north of 
Seoul, where th. Reds began stif- 
fening their resistance, A front dis- 
patch says an American tank and 
infantry patrol jabbing north or 
the South Korean capital ran into 
stubborn enemy action just below 
Uijongbu, 18 miles below the bor- 
der. 

To the east of Uijongbu lies 
Chongpyong Reservoir, which the 
eighth army reveals it captured yes- 
terday. 

But a pooled dispatch from the 
western front reports that China 
has thrown elements of a new army 
into the battle in an attempt to halt 
th U-N advance. 

The question of whether U-N 
troops should cross the parallel re- 
portedly is being discussed in Bri- 
tish and American talks. A British 
Government spokesman in London, 
who is responsible for the report, 
does not say where the talks are 
being held. But they presumably 
are going on in London, Washington 
and Lake Success.

The Letter Carriers’ Federated As- 
sociation announced its drive in Ot- 
tawa today at the end of a four-day 
meeting of the executive.

One of the big briefs is that re- 
cent dismissals mean that each 
remaining carrier now gets a bigger 
load placed on his back. 

During the meeting in the capital,

Officially, the letter carriers’ sec- 
retary-treasurer, Fred Hurry of Ot- 
tawa, says mutual agreement was 
reached on “practically all points”.

It was only a short ceremony, but 
it was a very beautiful one, impres- 
sive in its symbolic simplicity. There 
were no long speeches, there was no 
hand clapping (& seemed too sol- 
emn an occasion for that,) but it 
was an experience that five young 
women and five sets of* parents 
would probably never forget, 

There were just three short rows 
of parents and friends in the 
Board room of the RMH as, headed 
by the Rev. Mr.. Harold B. Neale, 
the procession of nurses, thei, uni- 
forms stiff with starch, quietly walk_ 
ed in and took their places. (In just 
such a quiet and purposeful manner 
a layman might imagine each one 
of them taking her appointed place 
around an operating table.) 

The Invocation was said by Mr. 
Neale, and then the Acting Super- 
intendent, Miss Brintnell, gave a 
short address. This was one of the 
most satisfying events of the young 
nurses’ lives, she said; the ast six 
months had been full of new exper- 
jences; they had learned to live in 
@ community with other people; 
they had gained self confidence in 
their ability to do the tasks required 
of them. ¥ 

The Instructress, Miss M. Grieves, 
then added a few words. There 
had been occasions, she said, when 
it seemed to the young nurses that 
this evening would never arrive, and 
there had been occasions when they 
had thought they could not carry 
on and would have to choose some 
other profession, Ahead was gradu- 
ation, but before thas there would 
be days of happiness and days of 
heartbreak. She kney this, Miss 
Grieves said, because she had been 
through it herself. 

The ceremony, Miss Grieves sald, 
had a very special significance. 
Florence Nightingale walked many 
miles among the wounded during 
the Crimean war, carrying a lantern. 
She was known as “The Lady of the 
Lamp,” and so, a light was passed 
on by a graduate nurse to those just 
entering the profession. And the 
placing of the cap on the nurse's 
head was also significant. During 
hey years of service as a nurse she 
might wear many uniforms, but the 
cap, like the hospital pin, she would 
always wear. “We are very proud 
tonight to receive you into this 
school of training,” Miss Grieves 
concluded, “And I, as your instruct- 
ress, am especially proud. May this 
be just the first of a long line of 
successes,” 

And then the lights were put out, 
leaving the room lit by the four 
candles, two at each end of the long 
table. The first of the junior nurs- 
es, Miss Margaret Elizabeth Jenkins, 
of Little Britain, stepped forward 
and took her place in a chair in the 
centre of the floor, and a graduate 
nurse placed the starched white cap 
on her head. 

Miss Jenkins then walked over to 
the table, where The Assistant Sup- 
erintendent, Mrs. Moore, handed to 
her a lighted candle set in a small 
White porcelain, lampshaped can- 
diestick, As Miss Jenkins return- 
ed to stand beside he; colleagues, 
Miss Vivian Mary Jewell, also of 
Little Britain, took her place, and in 
like manner received her cap and 
lighted candle. She was followed by 
Miss Elva Noreen Luke, of Uxbridge, 
Ont., Miss Grace Evelyn Moore ,of 
Little Britain, and Miss Marjorie 
Agnes Smith, of Bobcaygeon.

New York, March 20 — (BUP) — 
Former Mayor William O'Dwyer of 
New York has told U-S Senate 
Crime investigators that gambler 
Frank Costello is the “Dominant” 
and “sinister” influence in Tam- 
many Hall. 

O'Dwyer was twice elected May- 
or New York with Tammany sup- 
port, 

Committee Counsel asked O'Dwy_ 
er: 

“Do you believe that during all 
your years as mayor, Costello was 
the dominant influence in Tam- 
many?" 

“How could I believe otherwise 
after the Aurelia case?” The ex- 
mayor replied. 


He referred to Supreme Court 
Justice Thomas A. Aurelio who in 
1943 obtained the Democratic nomi- 
nation -for his judicial post through 
Costello's influence in the Hall. 

Tammany is corrupt, O'Dwyer 
said, but he added there are other 
factors besides Costello. He said 
there are “venal people” inside the 
New York County (Manhattan) 
Democratic Organization whose 
common name, “Tammany Hall,” 
has been a synonym for political 
machine for generations. 

“Is Costello mainly the answer 
to the sinister influences you have 
referred to in Tammany?” counsel 
asked him, 


“Yes, but you can't take out of 


the picture the venal people,” 
O'Dwyer said,

THE HALF-HOLIDAY AND 
THE TOURIST TRADE 

An interesting letter appeared in the Post re- 
cently voicing an appeal to have stores in tourist 
areas remain open throughout the week. The writer 
maintamed that it was in the interests of business 
places in the tourist regions to give service every 
day to this trade. The logic of this reasoning 
is apparent and, viewing the matter on a local plane, 
if Lindsay values its tourist trade the appeal is one 
which should not fall on deaf ears. 

It needs, of course, to be pointed out that there 
is no suggestion that employees of retail establish- 
ments be deprived of a half-holiday during the week. 
One solution to this problem would be for employees 
to stagger their days off. There may be other ways 
in which this problem can be solved and still give 
full-week service during the tourist season. 

Most urgent, however, is the necessity for taking 
the matter under consideration and studying ways and 
means for protecting this trade. 

Eyery season there is much talk about the value 
of the tourist trade and its importance to Lindsay. Is 
it not time that more thought was given to servicing 
the tourist and less energy devoted to empty talk. The 
tourist might then begin to feel he is really the very 
important person he is being told he is. 


A MARKED IMPROVEMENT 

There has been a marked improvement in the 
national radio appeal for recruits to the R.C.A.F. and 
since the Post was among the first to complain of 
the previous appeals, let it be the first to speak well 
of the improvement. 

The old style appeal which featured some weird 
noises and some rapid-fire chatter by about three dif- 
ferent persons, may have been somewhat sensational 
but it was also most distressing to those early risers 
who like breakfast to the tune of some nice music 
rather than sound reproductions of jet planes taking 
off. The revised edition of the Air Force appeal goes 
down much better with food and will likely be equally 
effective in securing recruits. 

Who would want to apply for admission to the 
Air Force with a bilious look in their eyes caused by a 
digestive upset brought on from listening to the ap- 
peal for recruits? Their chances of making the grade 
would be practically nil. 


LINDSAY'S WATER COMMISSION 
IN IMPROVED FINANCIAL POSITION 

Uindsay’s Water Commission appears to be well 
along the road back financially, judging by the 1950 
audit report of this municipal utility. At the outset 
of 1949, it will be recalled, the, financial outlook . of 
the Commission was not very promising. Reserves which 
had been built up te meet contingencies had been to 
a large extent liquidated to carry out major water 
service extensions and the rates then in existence 
showed no promise of being able to take care of 
current demands. The result was that the rates were 
increased 20 per cent. 

The audit report for 1950 was the first full-year 
report of the Commission’s operations since the new 
rate went into effect. At the conclusion off last year, 
the Commission had a $15,000 investment reserve, 
there was $15,904 due it from the town, $21,023 worth 
of extensions in progress, it had built up inventories 
valued at $22,802 and had accounts receivable worth 
$1,604. Thus the current assets of the Commission 
totalled $86,660, and the total current liabilities 
amounted to only $9,172. 

These figures indicate that the Water Commission 
was on solid financial ground at the end of 1950. They 
also hold promise of better times ‘to come because 
once the major extensions have been completed and 
paid for there is a possibility that the annual revenue 
thereafter may permit a slightly downward revision 
of rates. .Of course, it is too risky to say that such 
an eventuality is certain because conditions are very 
unstable and rising costs could conceivably deterior- 
ate revenue to the point where rates would at least 
have to be held at their present level. 


NATIONALIZATION BACKFIRES 


The recent proposal of the Government of Iran to 
nationalize the oil industry of that country has placed 
Great Britain in a peculiar position. 

Britain, under the Labor Government has carried 
out a grand scale nationalization-program of its own 
which has affected some of the nation’s larger in- 
dustries. Now, when Iran embarks upon a similar 
program, Britain is protesting. Nationalization has 
backfired with a bang that has been heard around 
the world. 

While it is true that British capital holds long- 
term leases on Iranian oil wells, the fact remains that 
she is protesting the carrying out of a program in 
another country of which Britain has long been an 
exponent. Of course, those interested in the Iranian 
oil ledses may not favor nationalization even in Bri- 
tain, but this does not alter the fact that nationaliza- 
tion has begotten nationalization. 

A bad example is sometimes more contagious 
than a good one and if Britain suffers by the Iranian 
move their leadership in the field of nationalization of 
industry must be held partly responsible. The British 
government would have no case whatsoever if its pro- 
test were solely against nationalization.

CUT OUT THE LIVING 
(P OD. from London in Saturday Night) 


One of the odd features of the delusive British 
cost-of-living index is that it seems to bear so little 
relation to the actual expenses of a household. 

The answer seems to be that the cost-of-living 
index is based chiefly on the cost.of rationed and 
controlled goods. The price of meat, for instance, is 
kept down. But if you can’t get meat you have to 
buy more expensive substitutes, so your own cost-of- 
living goes up, but not the official index. That is why 
the Ministry of Food has fought so obstinately against 
paying Argentina the extra £20,000,000 demanded, and 
has at the same time been handing out £20,000,000 
to the butchers of Britain as a subsidy to keep them 
in business. No meat, no butcher. 

The extra money paid to the Argentine producer 
would raise the price of meat and show on the index. 
The money paid to the butcher does not. It appears 
only on the Ministry’s trade account. The taxpayer 
pays, of course, but nobody worries about him. Thg 
great thing is to keep the official cost-of-living down 
—even if they have to cut out the living. 


EDUCATION POLICY 
R. J, Churchill, executive editor of the London 
Free Press and president of the Canadian Managing 
Editors’ Conference, has been talking to the Western 
Ontario Section of the Urban and Rural School Trus- 
tees’ Association. He has been telling them that their 
sense of the value of publicity in their work is all 
wrong. The work of school boards, he said, involved 
spending the taxpayers’ money and affected the whole 
community, and for that reason public knowledge of 
the actions of school boards and trustees is vital in 
the democratic-system. Quoting from letters he had 
received from fellow editors, Mr. Churchill stressed 
the danger of closed meetings, which, he said, were 
“thoroughly disliked and distrusted by editors.” / 
Mr. Churchill might have gone a step further, 
and told his audience that closed meetings were dis- 
liked and distrusted, not only by editors, but by the 
general public as well. We believe that he rightly 
expressed the results of closed meetings. when he 
said: 
“Such meeting leave the press uninformed, and 
if the press is left in ignorance, how can the 
public be informed? And if the public is unin- 
formed, or worse, misinformed, who is to blame 
if they come to wrong conclusions, or if they fail 
to give you the support you need?” 
There is, in many communities, full justification 
for the remarks made by Mr. Churchill

BLOOD PRESSURE REMEDY 
(W. L. Clark in Windsor Star) 

Doctors do not explain why a rice diet is a remedy 
for high blood pressure. They no longer dispute the 
fact but they cannot explain it. 

The rice diet for high blood pressure has been 
conducted for four year at Duke University, at Dur- 
ham, North Carolina, by Dr. Walter Kempner. The 
diet includes a cupful of rice (dry weight) per day 
plus as much fresh fruit and juice as desired and a 
handful of sugar. After patients show improvement 
there are additions to the diet such as a potato, lean 
.Meat or a slice of tomato. 

The doctor began his Tice diet experiments be- 
cause he noted that the Chinese and other rice-eat- 
ing people seldom suffered from high blood pressure. 
The study has been continuing and the medical scien- 
tists have concluded that a rice diet does help those 
with high blood pressure. The rice has to be unsalted 
and that is not always easy to obtain. 

This is another step in the march to health. It 
is another discovery that will help so many people 
who thought they were beyond aid.

A meeting of the Supreme Soviet was held in 
Moscow on Monday, Premier Stalin presiding, and by 
decree passed a law which says: “Persons who are 
guilty of war propaganda shall be called to justice and 
condemned as the most heinous criminals.’ The pen- 
alty is death, 

There is no doubt of course, that the Supreme 
Soviet is aiming at her wartime allies who helped save 
its Communist system more particularly President Tru- 
man and Secretary Dean Acheson of the United States 
and Prime Minister Attlee and ex-Foreign Minister 
Bevin of Great Britain, whose successor, Herbert Mor- 
rison will no doubt be included in the category if he

THERE SHOULD BE AN APPEAL 

A judge’s power is supreme in contempt of court 
cases and there can be no review of a sentence for 
such an offene when the court has proper jurisdiction 
Mr. Justice Gale ruled in Toronto last week. 

In supporting that claim, J.J. Robinette, acting 
for the Crown, cited the gory example set in an Eng- 
lish court back in 1631. A disgruntled prisoner hurled a 
brick at the judge. It missed but the infuriated dis- 
penser of justice, immediately imposed two drastic 
penalties. Within a few minutes and in open court 
the prisoner's right hand was cut off and then he was 
hanged. 

Today there is not much likelihood of such pun- 
ishment. But there is risk wherever there s supreme 
power. Our people should haye some protection against 
a judge suffering from some minor attack of indiges- 
tion or a super-inflated ego. Y

HAS CANADA NO MAPLES 

With the maple leaf as Canada’s national emblem 
and maple trees regarded as prolific in this country, 
one would imagine that a municipality desirous of 
securing young maple trees for public planting would 
find abundant supplies in this country, and would 
favor the Canadian brand of maples. Not so in the 
City of Toronto. 

Recently, it was decided to plant maple trees on 
the boulevards on University Avenue, Toronto, as a 
measure of civic beautification. The Board of Control 
called for tenders, and only two were received, one 
from a Canadian nursery, the other from Holland. 
On a basis of accepting the lowest tender, the order 
for maple trees for Toronto's show street, went to the 
firm in Holland. 

If there ever was a case of sending coals to New- 
castle, this is it. It is hard to understand that only 
one nursery in Canada could supply the number of 
maple trees required to do the planting necessary in 
Toronto. It may be, of course, that there are so many 
maples growing in natural surrounding in Canada that 
nurseries have little demand for them and do not 
bother propagating and growing them in large quan- 
tities. But surely there is something amiss when it is 
necessary to send to Holland to buy supplies of Can- 
ada’s national tree for planting in a Canadian city.

| How Can 1? 


Q. How can I make a temporary 
repair to a leak in a gas pipe? 

A Moisten some common soap 
and press it tightly over the leak. 
Or use a paste made of whiting and 
yellow soap mixed with water. 
Never have a lighted match, candle 
or other flame near the leak. 

Q. How can I make a good hand 
lotion? 

A, Equal parts of camphor and 
glycerine make an excellent lotion to 
keep the hands smooth and white, 
Rul it in thoroughly before retiring. 

Q. How can I remove red wine 
stains from linen? 

A. Dip the stained portion into 
boiling milk, Keep the milk boiling 
until the stains disappear. 

Q. How can I peel oranges more 
easily? 

A. Pour boiling water over the 
oranges and let them stand for 
about five minutes. When they are 
peeled, the white lining will come 
away with the skin. This same thing 
can be done with grapefruit. 

Q. How can I sweeten cream 
which has turned slightly? 

A, The cream may still be used= 
for coffee without curdling or tasting 
sour, if a very small quantity of 
baking soda is added to it. 

Q. How can I remove blood stains 
from linen? 

A. If the stains are fresh, merely 
hold them under cold running wa- 
ter. 

Q. How can I treat fingernails 
that are too brittle? 

A. Rub the fingernails with olive 
oil every night before retiring. Wear 
an old pair of gloves to protect the 
bed clothing. 

Q. How can I help to prolong the 
life of new enameled saucepans? 

A. If the new enameled saucepans 
are placed in a vessel of warm wa- 
ter and allowed to come to a boil, 
then cooled, they will last much 
longer than ordinarily, before either 
cracking or burning, ‘

Six nations of Western Europe 
passed an historic milestone on 
Monday ...they agreed to surrender 
part of thelr national sovereignty 
for the common good of all 

Representatives of the six nations 
meeting in Paris, signed the treaty 
which provide, pooling of their four 
billion dollars a year coal and re- 
sources. It’s known as the Schuman 
plan, named after the former Pre- 
miler of Prance who conceived it. 

Actually the ceremony today was 
a semi-climax. The treaty still must 
be approved by the individual go- 
vernments of France, West Ger- 
many, Italy, Luxembourg, Belgium, 
and Holland. It must be signed by 
their foreign mitister and ratified 
by their parliaments before it takes 
effect. . 

Among them, the six powers pro- 
duce nearly one half of Western 
Europe's coal and nearly two thirds 
of its steel. Britain was asked to 
join the plan but refused. 

Under the terms of the agreement 
all participating governments give 
up part of their national sovereignty 
and turn it over to an international 
high authority which would operate 
the coal and steel pool It provides

Peace Line 
Is Termed 
‘Phony’ 


Oanada’s United Nations Assocla_ 
tlon opened up its big guns from 
Ottawa Friday on propaganda being 
put out by the Communist-front 
Canadian Peace Congress. 

Politely labelling a recent state~ 
ment by the Congress as “mislead- 
ing,” the unofficial U-N group puts 
a “Made-in-Russia” tag on the Con- 
gress’ phony peace line. 

‘The Peace Congress published its 
propositions to spark its plan for 
a national assembly “to save peace” 
in Toronto April 7th and 8th. 

The Reds proposed an end of hos- 
tilities in Korea, withdrawal of all 
foreign armies, settlement of the 
“internal” conflict with representa~ 
tives of the Korean taking part, and 
Chinese participation in U-N dis- 
cussions on Korea. 

‘The U-N broadside today replies 
that the Good Offices Committee, 
of which Canada’s Lester Pearson 
was a member, had already invited 
Peiping to a conference to end the 
war—but the Chinese had ignored 
the invitation. 

The counter-blast also mentioned 
a Peace Congress proposal to end 
“all aggression by armed force.” 

The U-N Association comments: 
“Canadians are fighting alongside 
other U-N forces in Korea to re- 
sist aggression that is precisely with- 
in the Peace Congress definition.” 

On the issue of disarmament — 
which Communists have been plug- 
ging lately—the U-N group says: 
“United Nations proposals for dis- 
armament have been frustrated by 
Russian refusal to discuss any ef- 
fective system of International in- 
spection, without which disarma- 
ment is a farce.”

Living Safely With High Blood 
Pressure 

One of the advertisements that 
comes in the mail to all physicians 
is an illustration of a man just past 
middle-age, shoveling snow, and un- 
der the illustration is the word 
“Don't”, The man has high blood 
pressure. The illustration is adver- 
tising the merits of a certain drug 
which dilates or opens up the 
bloodvessels by releasing the ten- 
sion on the elastic walls of the 
ploodvessels. By opening up or re- 
Jaxing the walls, less pressure by 
the heart is needed to pump the 
blood through these relaxed vessels 
than when they are tensed. 

Naturally I cannot mention the 
drug, because it is not helpful but 
because there are other drugs avail- 
able that will act similarly. How- 
ever, some of the other advice in 
the advertising literature may be 
applied to all cases of high blood 
pressure and should prove valuable 
to high blood pressure aes) 
without interfering with the advice | 
given by thelr physiclans. In fact | 
this same advice is given by all 
physicians in the treatment of this 
condition. 

Cultivate sens ‘le living habits, 
avoiding ‘unnecessary’ physical and 
emotional stress. We must all face 
some physical and emotional stress 
but we can avoid that which is un- 
necessary. 

Don’t worry about your blood 
pressure and ask your doctor to take 
it every time you consult him be- 
cause the blood pressure varies 
hourly even in normel individuals 
and even more in those with high 
blood pressure. 

Real relaxation--mental as well 
as physical--may decrease the sys- 
tolic pressure (with cuff tightly 
inflated) as much as 40 mm. and 
the diastolic pressure (with cuff 
loosened) by 20 mm. 

While many physicians advise 
strict dieting or reduction of food, 
all that is usually needed in high 
blood pressure is to cut down on 
table salt in and on foods. To many 
the trying to follow faithfully a re- 
ducing diet would so upset them 
thet it would really increase their 
blood pressure if they failed to fol- 
low a very strict diet. 

Another sensible suggestion is in 
the matter of exercise. Unless there 
are heart or blood pressure compli- 
actions such as enlargement of the 
heart or very high diastolic pres- 
sure, Ught exercise is really advisa- 
ble. In doubtful cases, exercise such 
as regular walks or ight home or 
office duties, is advisable, if short 
rests during the day can be taken. 

With the physician prescribing a 
drug or drugs to control blood pres- 
sure and the patient following sen- 
sible living habits, high blood pres~ 
sure need not be dangerous. 


The Difference Between The Com- 
mon Cold and the Allergic Cold 
There {s more time spent in try- 

ing to find the cause of the com- 

mon cold than of any other ailment 

except, perhaps, cancer. That a 

virus--a very tiny organism --is5 

the cause or one of the causes, is 
admitted, 


All colds are not alike, and there 
is, therefore, controversy among 
physicians as to whether the com- 
mon head cold is caused by allergy 
or by infection. We all know that 
some of these colds last only a few 
hours or a day ur two at most and 
remain in the head, while others 
last for a week and there is cough- 
ing with accumulation of mucous 
in nose and throat, 

Generally speaking, the cold that 
lasts only a short time is belleved 
due to allergy or sensitiveness to 
certain substances --dust, feathers 
furs, foods --and cold lasting 
the week or more is a genuine in- 
fection. 

In his book “Clinical Allergy,” Dr, 
Louis Tuft states: “Colds are not 
acute infective colds unless they 
begin with an irritation in the nose, 
obstruction in the nose, general 
tiredness and weakness, discharge 
trom the nose, at first a thin mucus 
and later becoming like pus, and 
there {s a rise in temperature. The 
thick mucus with pus and a rise in 
temperature are considered infect- 
ion.

Toronto --(BUP) --This week the 
swing in egg prices has been down- 
ward.

Egg breaking is at a standstill. 
Receipts are about the same as in 
the previous week, but ten to 15 per 
ccnt below the corresponding period 
last year.

POULTRY: 

There is a shortage of fowl on 
the market. Storage stock is dwind- 
ling and fresh receipts are light. 
Prices on both live and dressed fowl 
have advanced one to two cents.

Current high prices for eggs, are 
to some extent, retarding the mar- 
keting of fowl. Broilers and fryers 
on the other hand, are in liberal 
supply.

CHECK FOOD SUPPLY 
IN BEE COLONIES 

Starvation accounts for a very) 
high percentage of winter losses in| 
bee colonies and a check on the 
food supply during early spring may) 
saye beekeepers considerable disap-| 
pointment, advises C. A. Jamieson, 
head of the apriculture division, 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa, 

Colonies commence brood rearing 
in the late winter months and con- 
tinue to produce new bees as long, 
as their pollen supplies last. | 

Under these conditions much, 
more honey is used mot only to} 
nourish the brook, but also to main-| 
tan a higher temperature within the) 
cluster. Unless colonies were sup-| 
plied last fall with at least 60) 
pounds of honey, or an equivalent| 
amount in sugar syrup, they are! 
likely to become short of food. 

The bees may be fed combs of 
honey, but if these are not avail- 
able a sugar syrup made of two 
parts sugar and one of water will} 
be satisfactory. A honey pail feed- 
er with about thirty fine holes) 
punched in the cover is the most 
suitable for giving sugar to bees. 

Even dry sugar may be used to 
advantage in an emergency to save 
colonies which are weakened from 
lack of food. The sugar may be 
scattered over the top bars or bet-| 
ter still placed on a sheet of paper 
over the combs. The bees will get 
sufficient nourishment from the 
Sugar crystals to keep alive until 
they are provided with sugar syrup 
or honey.

New Services 
Before Paving 


Water services to Kent St. west 
homes will be renewed this year if 
the proposed paving of Kent Street 
is carried out this year. The Board 
of Water Commissioners, at this 
month’s meeting, decided that the 
old services to the homes on Kent 
Street, west of the town, will be re- 
placed if the street is to be torn 
up and paved. 

At present, plans are not made for 
the repaving of Kent Street this 
year, although council has decided 
that there will be some sort of re- 
paving program carried out on Kent 
Street. If the street is to be paved 
this year, the water board plans 
on renewing the Kent Street services 
before the pavement is laid. Some 
of these services haye been renewed 
as they became faulty and have 
been replaced with copper piping. 
These services will not be replaced 
at this time. 

The services on Kent Street West 
are among the oldest in Lindsay. 
Superintendent of the Water Com- 
mission, R. J. Reynolds says that 
the soil in that area seems to permit 
the water services to last much 
longer than soils in other parts of 
town. He pointed out that many ser- 
vices in some parts of Lindsay had 
to be replaced after being in use 
only a few years while services on 
the Kent Street W., area seem to 
outlast them by © number of years. 
The new services will be of copper 
piping, 

Mr. Reynolds reported that the 
filters at the pump house have now 
been all repaired and are filled with 
anthrafilt instead of sand. It was 
noted that rising prices are reflected 
in water works purchases when the 
board was notified that chlorine 
had gone up 75 cents per cwt.

Maximum High School Salaries Up 


Board Will Ascertain 
Grants Available Ere 
Approving H.S. Plans 


The question of the proposed new 
oy extended, high school was the 
main item on the agenda of the 
March meeting of the Victoria 
County High Schoo] board, held in 
the library of the Lindsay Collegiate 
Institute Wed. evening. Messrs. 
John B. and John ©. Parkin, of the 
firm of John B, Parkin Associates, 
architects, were present at the meet- 
ing. 

Having been introduced to the 
members of the board, Mr. John 
B. Parkin was asked to give his op- 
inion on the question of the building 
of the new school at the present 
time. Mr. Parkin said that the 
present situation could noly be de- 
scribed as “uncertain”, and he could 
not go very much further than that. 
The only attempts at control had 
been three orders which had to do 
with steel, and steel construction. 
Hospitals, churches and schools were | 
exempt from these regulations, so} 
that from that point of view it 
would be possible to go ahead. How- 
ever, from the point of view of ob- 
taining supplies, steel was still very 
short, The needs of plants engaged | 
on defence work and the require-| 
ments of the armed forces received} 
priority in the supply of steel, and) 
what was left was available for dis- 
tribution through the usual chan- 
nels, Mr, Parkin was of the opin- 
jon that the situation would prob- 
ably be a little worse, before {t was 
any better, but he though that any- 
one who had a real need to build) 
and had a legitimate proposition] 
should go ahead. If the situation 
later caused a halt in the building, 
it could be continued again when 
the situation became easier. Brick| 
was still obtainable, and the supply} 
of other necessary materials was 
‘not too bad.’ “Our advice to you” 
said Mr. Parkin, “is to proceed.” 

In presenting the proposed plans 
to the board, Mr. Parkin said that 
they had a choice of three schemes; 
(a) they could completely demolish 
the old school and build a complete- 
ly new school; (b) they could reno- 
vate the old school in such a way 
that it would last for 50 or 100 years, 
and add a new extension; o; (c) 
they could build a new extension, 
incorporating the old schoo! in such 
a way that with some renovation 
it could be used for a lesser number 
of years, and replaced by a modern 
construction in say, about ten years. 

Regarding costs, Mr. Parkin said 
that at the present time they had 
to estimate that the new building 
would cost $12.50 per square foot, but 
recent experience had shown that 
between the tentative stage and the 
commencement of construction, the 
cost could increase by as much as 
ten per cent. 

The plans as proposed by Messrs. 
Parkin were then examined by the 
Board. These covered the two 
schemes, (b and c.) There was some 
variation in these two schemes, but 
both calleq for an extension west 
about 90 feet, which would house a 
double gymnasium. From this the 
new building would run north along 
Adelaide Street, and would contain

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Victoria Member Criticises Expense Accounts 
Of Heads Of Postmaster General’s Department 


Censure Govt. 
Severely On 
Wheat Deal 


(British United Press) 

The House of Commons yoted-- 
and the highly charged wheat de- 
bate came to an end --at least 
for the present. 

The vote gave support to the 
government's proposed 65-million 
dollar subsidy to western growers 
as final settlement of the Anglo- 
Canadian Wheat Contract. 

Of course, the debate will come 
up Jater in the session when the 
House is asked to pass the 65-mil- 
lion dollar appropriation. But yes- 
terday’s vote (112 to 42) ends heated 
discussion of the government's 
wheat policy for the present. 

Before the vote was taken --Agri- 
culture Minister Gardiner was bear- 
ing the brunt of criticism from 
opposition leader George Drew and 
O-C-F leader M-J Coldwell. Both 
men let go with veiled demands -- 
in the final round --that Gardiner 
resign. 

‘Their charge against the Agricul- 
ture Minister was that he “misled” 
parliament and the public about 
Canada’s negotiations with Bri- 
tain for final settlement of the 
Ango-Canadian Wheat Contract. 

And the great debate moved hea- 
Vily against Gardiner when it was 
learned that Britain refused further 
payments ten months ago --and 
Cenadea accepted that refusal as 
final. 

It’s still a mystery to opposition 
members why the government stal- 
led for ten months before making 
Britain's refusal public -and pro- 
posing the 65 million dollar sub- 
sidy to western wheat producers. 

Prime Minister St. Laurent says 
the government only let the matter 
ride because it was busy with the 
Korean crisis.

I received a letter 
today from a dear old lady saying 
that her regular mail carrier had 
been able to bring the mail on a two 
delivery per day basis, but the mail 
is so heavy now on one delivery per 
day he could not do the job. I should) 
like to ask thé minister whether in 
cases of this kind, where a man 
could handle the mail on two deliv- 
eries a day and because of the one 
delivery a day he cannot carry it, 
cannot do the job, anything will be 
done?

Flowers in Front Yard Fit 
Mood of Modern Homes

Homes, like those who live in 
them, have: personalities. Those 
built in traditional architectural 
styles are dignified, and formal in 
appearance. Landscape architects 
used to tell us that planting in the 
front yards of these homes should 
be in harmony with this dignity. If 
planting could be compared to cloth- 
ing, then the house should face the 
public in formal attire. 

This sort of thinking put an end to 
flower beds in front yards. They 
were altogether too gay for their 
sedate background. Would you 
dress for the street, as for a garden 
party, or tennis game? Then grow 
your flowers in the back yard, where 
you could wear sports clothes, and 
romp around. 

For front yards the fashion devel- | 
oped of planting evergreens around | 
the high foundations which then 
prevailed, and this practice spread 
through the country, where former- 
ly evergreens had usually been seen 
only in cemeteries. 

A benefit of this fashion was that 
it made us familiar with the variety 
and beauty of evergreens, which are 
love / in form and color, and green 
the year around, deserving of use 
in gardens wherever they are lo- 
cated. 

But times change, and ideas with 
them. Traditional architectural 
styles have given way to functional 
design; millions of new homes have 
now been built without a thought of 
tradition. The attached garage, pic- 
ture windows, breeze-way, and low 
spreading ranch house construc- 
tion, produce a home »~'ike any 
traditional style since * lon. 

The principle on whicu modern 
architecture is based is that com- 


fort and convenience in living are 


the nineties, modern dooryard gar- 
e flowers, and not « pattern. 


more important than a dignified, 
formal appearance to the passer- 
by. The house, you might say, takes. 
off its frock coat and faces the 
world in a sports shirt, sometimes 
wearing shorts. What sort of front 
yard planting would be in harmony 
with that sort of atmosphere? 

Surely, not the same formal, dig- 
nified treatment, that became com- 
monplace in the last generation. 
Not a foundation planting for a 
house which has no visible founda- 
tion; not dignified sedateness, where 
the home expresses informality and 
comfort. Yet because fashions are 
often slow to change, many of these 
homes have been planted in an out- 
moded, unsuitable manner, or what 
is worse, have not been planted at 
all. 

The solution of this problem which 
is rapidly being accepted, is the 
door-yard garden. This restores to 
the front yard the flower beds and 
borders, which were there in the 
Victorian era. 

Then, flowers were often used to 
work out elaborate designs in beds 
of geometric shapes. Modern door- 
yard gardens are as simple as pos- 
sible in design, in order to center 
attention upon the beauty of the 
flowers. These are grouped in 
masses of one color, so arranged 
that each mass harmonizes with 
and sets off the others, and all pro-

Speeding To Turn Off Switch, 
Driver Tells Court, Fined 


An Eldon Township man was 
aquitted of careless driving by Mag- 
istrate Gee in the Lindsay Police 
Court, but pleaded guilty to a charge 
of speeding. The only witness heard 
in the case was Provincia] Constable 
Frank Linklater. 


Constable Linklater told the Court 
that he was driving through the vil- 
lage of Woodville shortly after mid- 
might on March 8th and observed 
a car proceeding towards Lorneville 
Since the hour was late, the Con- 
stable followed the car, bearing in 
mind that there Had been entries 
made at the Lorneville Creamery in 
the past.

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the iieteniieer He said that he drew 
abreast of the car but was forced to 
retire because of a narrow culvert 
that the two cars were approaching. 
The car turned into the creamery 
yard and the constable stopped in 
front of the building and stood in 
the roadway in front of the car 
which was proceeding back to- 
wards the highway again. Constable 
Linklater said that the car did not 
stop until it had approached so 
close that he fell across one fender.

Toronto March 28 (BUP) --The 
e.d of a lot of fun on rural tele- 
phone lines was sounded today as 
the Ontario Government moved to 
improve, co-ordinate and expand 
the services of 518 rural telephone 
companies in the province. 

The government introduced a bill 
to the legislature today which would 
turn over 35,000 miles of hydro 
electric power lines to the com- 
panies for use in trensmitting voice 
impulses. The move definitely 
would reduce the number of homes 
on a country party line. 

Announcing an initial grant of 
100-thousand dollars to start the 
project, Premier Leslie Frost sald 
it is possible a telephone commis- 
sion may be formed but he made 
it clear the government was not 
trying to employ “strong arm me- 
thods” on tht companies. 

The hydro-electric power com- 
mission will be the co-ordinating 
agency and will confer with the 
companies on steps to improve 
service. Premier Frost said the move 
was necessitated by the fact that 
there is now one phone for every 
four persons in Ontario.

Jobless Joyrider With Family 


Is Reprimanded 


By Magistrate 


“A person wonders what some 
young fellows have for brains” 
remarked Magistrate Gee to a 27- 
year-old Lindsay man who plead- 
ed guilty to a charge of joyriding. 
“Yours must be sawdust” he observ- 
ed. 

The accused man pleaded guilty 
to a reduced charge of joyriding 
and a charge of careless driving. 
‘The man had originally been charg- 
ed with car theft but Crown Attor- 
ney Jordan suggested that the 
charge be reduced to one of joy- 
riding when it was made known that 
the accused had a wife and two 
small children to support. 

The first witness called was the 
owner of the car which it was alleg-_ 
ed had been taken without the ow- 
ners permission.

PUBLIC ACCEPTING REDUCED 
MAIL SERVICE--POSTMASTER 


It would appear that the new 
postal delivery system adopted re- 
cently in Lindsay is generally meet- 
ing with the approval of the citi- 
zens, A. R, Warner, Lindsay’s post- 
master says that complaints occas- 
jonally still come in but it appears 
that the citizenry is getting used 
to the one-a-day deliveries and 
have ceased to fret. 

He says that the postmen also 
appear to be satisfied with the 
liquidation week now in force. By 
this system, the carriers work six 
eight-hour days. At the end of 
11 weeks, they are granted one 
week's vacation in lieu of the extra 
four hours they are working on 
Saturday a.ternoon. 

A talk with a few of the Lindsay 
residents and businessmen gives the 
impression that the new system of 
delivery is fairly satisfactory. One 
drug store says that’ there appears 
to be little change in service. If a 
postal order misses the morning 
delivery, it will be brought around in 
the afternoon and thereby arrives 
on the same day. A jewellery and 
watch repair firm reports however 
that the new system causes a delay 
of one day in service between Lind- 
say and Toronto, A member of the 
staff of an appliance store says that 
luis firm is getting practically the 
same service that it received before 
the postal curs but he, speaking 
as a householder, thinks that the 
residential areas should still get 


two deliveries daily. An officer on 
the Lindsay police force says that 
deliveries to his home seem to be’ 
adequate for a? the mail he re- 
ceives. 

Mr. Warner adds that there will 
be a slight alteration in the ser= 
vice beginning next week. He says 
that one man will carry all the mail 
tc the commercial establishments 
in Lindsay, which will get mail twice 
daily, This will mean that business 
places loci.ted in residential areas 
will get the same service as the re- 
sidents in his area, once per day as. 
the carrier will be unable to get 
to businesses which are not located 
near the business area. 


Since the postal service cut-back 
went into effect two men have 
been layed off at the local office 
but both have secured other jobs. 
Only one permanent employee was 
affected and he was on sick leaye 
prior to retirement, The two em- 
ployees who were actually laid 


off were temporary staff, the post= 
master explains. 


Incidentally, Postmaster A. R. 
Warner also called attention to an= 
other change in postal services. This 
pertains to the cost of said services. 
Registration rates have doubled at 
the first level, parcel post rates 
are increasing and so are rates 
\pplying to “householder” mail. Mr,

CAUGHT IN THE BIG SQUEEZE 

Much is spoken and written, currently about the 
need for high prices and high wages but there isn’t 
much of a case put forward for that group of indivi- 
duals who are caught in the big squeeze. We refer 
to those persons who are on fixed incomes and whose 
ability to purchase is not flexible, They are in very 
sorry straights indeed and they are by no means a 
minority group. 

A surprisingly large number of people in Canada 
today have been living, or attempting to live, on a fixed 
income—that is an income derived from interest earned 
on investments, or perhaps from a pension which was 
built up out of contributions over many years of 
employment for the time when retirement would be- 
come necessary. These people, if the cost of living 
goes up, cannot go to the investment house of the 
keeper of of the pension fund and demand immediate 
compensation as can wage earners. At least if they 
do they know before they start that thelr chances of 
getting anywhere are practically nil. As a matter of 
fact people on fixed incomes have been getting a pretty 
raw deal out of present conditions. It is safe to say 
that they are the hardest hit,of all people in this in- 
flationary period. 

Perhaps if those who so freely advocate increas- 
jing prices and wages could have personal contact with 
some of the people who cannot afford to meet the 
extra demands that their demands will mean, they 
would concentrate more on producing for less, and 
Jess on producing for more. 

Endlessly increasing prices and wages does no 
one any good and it does a lot of people harm. Those 
in the squeeze play may break about even on the deal 
but those who are caught in between, the people on 
fixed income, are going to be hurt and hurt badly. 

This is a land of plenty and could be a veritable 
Utopia if the prime objective were to produce as much 
as possible and distribute it at as low a price as 
possible, having regard to maintaining a decent stan- 
dard of living. The onus is on primary producers, 
manufacturers, distributors and labor to work effi-. 
ciently and economically toward this end. 


Others Say 


PERON vs. LA PRESNA 

If citizens of free nations wish to learm from an- 
other of many object lessons in how their freedoms 
are carved away they will do well to study the suppres- 
sion of the splendid newspaper, La Presna, by the re- 
gime of President Juan Peron in Argentina. 

Efforts of employees to resume publication! which 
has been suspended for a month, resulted not in police 
protection against toughs who killed one worker and 
injured others, but in the jailing of 550 local employees. 

Though the suspension was due nominally to a 
strike, the squeeze play had none of the characteristics 
of a labor dispute. Now, following the clash of re- 
turning employees with the police-supported thugs, 
the officially favored General Confederation of Labour 
proposes that the Peron Government take over the 
newspaper. 

This is the doing of the regime whose head still 
likes to be called president rather than dictator. Yet 
the methods of political hoodlumism leading to-dic- 
tatorship are evident. Apparently no such elaborate 
ideology surrounds Peronism as fired Gobbels suppres- 
sion of the German press or the regimentation of Soy- 
jet so-called journalism. But the effect is much the 
same so far as the people’s right to varied and ob- 
jective sources of information is concerned. 

The essence of Peronism seems to be the personal 
ambition of President Peron and his wife. The methods 
they have used against La Presna may obtain the 
semblance and trappings or respect within a police- 
racked country, but they will command less and less 
of the respect of the world at large..

Bed -Wetting--Enuresis 

‘An embarrassing condition which 
afflicts boys and girls is enuresis -- 
bed-wetting, It is bad enough while 
they are at home-but when they 
visit other people, it is necessary for 
them to carry a rubber sheet or 
some other device for protecting 
sheets and mattress. Because the 
child does not suffer physically 
and the family doctor may advise 
the parents that the child will likely 
grow out of it, many boys and girls 
develop an inferiority complex, some 
of which complex remains even after 
the enuresis has disappeared. 

Fortunately the condition, which 
is caused by emotional disturbances 
and often by poor training by the 
parents when the child was young, 
can now be cured or corrected in 
the majority of cases. 

I have written on bed-wetting 
several times, as there are always a 
number of parents who don't like 
tc speak to the family doctor. Today 
he does not tell the parents that the 
child will grow out of it, but pre- 
scribes a drug that will enable the 
child to get along till morning. 
Drugs usually prescribed are atro- 
pine and belladonna. Of course 
all cases of bed -wetting ‘are not 
due to poor parental training or 
emotional disturbances. There are 
some cases in which a slight defect 
in the urinary organs is causing the 
troubles, which defect is usually not 
difficult to adjust. 

In young children, liquids are cut 
down toward evening, the child is 
made to pass his urine before go- 
ing to bed and as the parents are 
about to retire, the child is waken- 
ed and walks (is not carried) to the 
bathroom to pass his urine. In older 
boys and girls, the treatment is al- 
lowing no liquids after 4 p.m. and 
eating a salt sandwich just before 
going to bed. The sandwich consists

A little house wren was observed 
by Mr. Allin, as {t trilled away on 
top of Blacksmith George Kay's 
ap(ple tree one sunny morning. “It 
really gave my spirits a boost to see 
and hear the little fellow. His rol- 
ling spluttering song seemed to 
gush out of his little throat more 
quickly than it could be aritculated. 
It is quite early for the return of 
the House Wren, but his appear- 
ance gives one a deep assurance 
that spring is upon us,” stated Mr. 
Allin, as he acquainted his friends 
of his experience. 

Mr. A. C. Cooper, who has chosen 
these diminutive little ashy brown 
birds as his favourite feathered 
friend, has erected a cosy wren 
house among the fruit trees in his 
garden on Cedar St. He was es- 
pecially delighted to hear of the 
return of these little birds which 
year after year nest in his garden, 
“It seems these little birds rather 
enjoy approaching the ordinary 
observer” states Mr. Cooper. “As 
I have conversed with friends in the 
garden the little wrens bustle hi- 
ther and thither and flit to an ele- 
vated perch there to render to the 
audience a song a minute. Their 
singing has a quality and tone 
which attracts the appreciation of 
even the most casual listener.” 

The Wrens are veritable Busy 
bodies, with singing and filling with 
sticks every cavity or nesting site 
in its chosen preserves and gener- 
ally ruling the garden. 

They are intolerant of bird neigh- 
boure and even other of their own 
species.

Treatment 
y Refugee 


Chicago—(BUP)—A University of 
Illinois Scientist has revealed a new 
treatment for cancer. 

Doctor Andrew Ivy told a special 
scientific meeting in Chicago that 
two hopeless cancer patients lost all 
signs of their malignant tumors af- 
ter treatment with the new scrum 
drug. 

The drug is called Krebiczen and 
was developed by Doctor Steven 
Durovic— A Yugoslavran refugee 
who now is a resident of Argentina. 

According to Doctor Ivy, the drug 
has been used in treating 29 pat- 
jents, 22 of them in Chicago hospi- 
tals and seven in New York. Most 
of the cases were terminal patients, 
meaning that they were hopeless or 
nearly so. Doctor Ivy said two of the 
patients recovered entirely. Eleven 
patients died, despite the treatment 
However, all cases, including those 
patients who died, showed moderate 
to marked improvement in control 
of the cancer, 

Doctor Ivy emphasized that the 
new serum which is obtained from 
horses is not considered a cure. 


Says Shortage 
Of Teachers 
Will Grow 


Toronto, March 27—(BUP)— The 
Dean of the Ontario College of Edu- 
cation—A. C. Lewis—says Ontario’s 
teacher shortage will become more 
acute in September. 

Lewis told school inspectors last 
night the current crop of teacher 
trainees will only be large enough to 
fill 75 per cent of the needs of ele- 
mentary schools. 

He said because September will see 
the beginning of a period of greatly 
increased enrollment, the shortage 
may beoome grave.

Production Of Butter Locally 
Continues To Register Decline 


Creamery butter production in 
@ictoria county dropped consider- 
ably during February of this year 
as compared to the same month in 
1950. The figures are made ayaileble 
through the Monthly Dairy Report 
issued by the Ontario Department 
of Agriculture. 

Creamery butter production in 
Victoria dropped from 162,572 
pounds for January and February 
of 1950, to 129,582 pounds for a si-~ 
milar period this year. In February 
of 1950, creamery butter production 
amounted to 71,952 pounds in this 
‘county but for the same month this 
year was only 62,445 pounds, 

In Durham County, creamery 
gutter” production slumped from 
6,432 pounds in February, 1950, 
o 41,503 in February of this year.

For this comparison crea- 
mery butter averaged 67.1 cents per 
pound at wholesale as against 60.8 
cents, and Oheddar cheese 38.8 
cents as against 28.2 cents per 
pound. 


Processed milk plants reported 
their production of condensed, eva- 
porated and powdered milk pro- 
ducts at 8,636,200 pounds during 
February 1951, or 6.0 per cent more 
than in February 1950, when 4,225- 
500 pounds of these products were 
manufactured.

A magazine writer says he’s seen 
@ secret navy file proving that Rus- 
slan submarines completed a care- 
ful survey of Canada’s Eastern 
coastline last year. 

An article in MacLean’s maga- 
zine by Gerald Anglin claims the 
subs penetrated well into the Bay of 
Fundy and well within our three 
mile territorial limit. 

Anglin asserts the navy has a file 
two inches thick which deals with 
25 or more reports of submarine 
sightings. Eight of these are con- 
firme, he says. 

The article reports that Russia is 
building new subs which can fixe 
guided missiles fitted with atomic 
warheads up to 100 miles inland. 

Commenting on the magazine ar- 
ticle, an official Navy spokesman 
confirmed in Ottawa that there 
were two foreign subs in Canadian 
water last summer, 

One penetrated the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence and the other entered the 
Bay of Fundy. But the navy denies 
that the subs had been atlc to 
carry out complete studies of Can- 
ada’. coastal waters. 

Officially, the navy can’t identify 
the subs as Russian. But unoffici 
ally, officers point out that it’s un- 
likely any. other country would 
send underseas craft here without 
first clearing it througn diplomatic 
channels.

More Beef Herds In Ontario 
$$ ire’ fn Untario 


Cattle Kept For Dairying 
Declines In The Province 
But Victoria Herds Gain 


According to a report compiled by 
the Ontario Department of Agricul- 
ture, the number of cattle being kept 
dn Ontario for dairy purposes is de- 
clining while the number kept for 
beef purposes is Steadily climbing. 
The report is based on figures tak- 
en from the semi-annual surveys 
carried on by the Agricultural Diy- 
ision of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. 


The comparative figures are given 
for June 1st, 1950 and December ist. 
1950. The report states that there 
were 1,237,300 cows and heifers two 
years old anq older in the province 
kept for dairy purposes in June, In 
December the total had dropped to 
1,206,100. There were, it states, 105,- 
300 cows and heifers kept for beef 
purposes In June and in December 
there were 117,600. In Victoria 
County, the totals had changed in 
the six-month period in direct re- 
verse to the whole province. The 
report for this county states that 
there was 21,000 cows and heifers 
kept for dairy purposes in June and 
in December the number had crept 
up to 21,600. The number of beef 
cows and heifers dropped from 4200 
in June to 4,000 in December. 


Haliburton County reported that 
the number of dairy cows ang heif- 
ers had remained constant at 3,300. 
The number of cows and heifers kept 
for beef purposes had dropped from 
300 to 200. 


Durham County reported a rise 
in the numbers of ,both types of 
cows. The number of cows and 
heifers kept for dairy purposes rose 
from 17,500 in June to 17,800 in De- 
cember. The number of beef cows 
and heifers rose from 4200 to 4500 
for the same period, 


Ontario county reported a decline 
in the number of dairy type cows 
and heifers from 32,400 in June to 
31,800 in December. The number of 
beef cows and heifers over two 
years old crept up in the same per- 
lod however from 3800 to 4100.

The number of heifers one year 
old being raised in Ontario for dairy 
purposes dropped from 322,600 in 
June of last year to 301,800 by Dec- 
ember, the number of heifers of one 
year being raised for beef purposes 
jumped from 111,800 in June to 124,- 
700 in December. The total number 
of cattle in the province dropped 
from 2,807,300 in June to 2,781,400 
in December, 

Victoria County reports a drop in 
the number of year-old heifers be- 
ing raised for dairy purposes form 
4400 in June to 4300 in December. 
The number of beef-type heifers 
of one year rose from 3600 to 4800 
in the same period. The total num- 
ber of cattle in the county dropped 
from 62,250 to 60,500 in that period. 

Haliburton County reported, also, 
a drop in the number of year-old 
dairy helfers from 750 to 600 and a 
raise in beef heifers from 150 to 
200. The total number of cattle in 
the county of all types dropped 
from 8100 to 6550. 

In Durham County the number of 
year-old dairy heifers dropped from 
6300 in June, 1950 to 4300 in Decem- 
ber. There was a small increase in 
the number of beef type heifers 
from 2800 in June to 3000 in Decem- 
ber. The total number of cattle in 
Durham county increased however 
from 49,900 in June to 54,150 in De- 
cember. 

Ontario county showed an increase 
in both types of year-old heifers. 
Dalry heifers’ numbers increased 
from 8000 to 8800. Beef type heif- 
ers’ numbers increased from 3200 
to 3500. The total number of cattle 
in the county was up in December 
to 79,000 from 75,200 in June. 

Peterborough county showed a de- 
cline in the number of year-old heif_ 
ers kept for dairy purposes from 
5700 in June to 5300 in December. 
The number of beef-type heifers of 
the same age increased from 1800 
to 2000 in the same period. The to- 
tal number of cattle of all types 
dropped from 52,050 to 45,200.

West Iran. 

Iranian Premier Hussein Ala has 
sent the additional forces to help 
police handle a spreading strike led 
by Communists. 

Communications have broken 
down-- either because of sabotage 
or walkouts --and reports are 
sketchy. Meanwhile, three Commu- 
nist leaders have been arrested and 
three oil towns have been put under 
marital law.

The charge that Toronto was a 
Red hotbed was vehemently denied 
by the Very Reyerend H. Elieff of 
the Macedono-Bulgarian Orthodox 
church. He believed “less than 10 
per cent.” of his people in Toronto 
Were Communists. Most of them, he 
said, fight Communism. * 

Greek Leader George J. Basse) 
said Toronto had become a muster- 
ing centre for Bulgarian and Mace- 
donian Communists trying to enter 
the United States via “The back 
door route.” He said they use aliases 
and flood the U.S. with Red propa- 
ganda on Greece. 

Greece's Premeir Sophocles Ven- 
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izelos told his assembly yesterday 
that he was appointing a special 
vice-consul to Toronto to investigate 
and counter what he called “Bul- 
garian-inspired, Cominform propa- 
ganda.” 

Toronto’ Greek community an- 
nounced today it would hold a spec- 
fal meeting of long-time members 
tonight to “fing Ways of combatting 
the invasion of subversive elements 
into Toronto.” Spokesmen said Pre- 
mier Venizelos’ statement “told ex- 
actly what is happening.” 

One spokesman said Bulgarian 
Communists, speaking Greek flu- 
ently, cross the Greek borders and 
lose themselves in the large cities. 
Later, he said, they apply for pass- 
Ports to Canada under assumed 
names. Once in Canada, he said, 
they doff their masquerade and fom_ 
ent anti-Greek propaganda under 
the direction of “real experts from 
Russia.”

SOME VISITORS ARE GOOD 
FOR A PATIENT — ‘ : 

The Ross Memorial Hospital's decision to exer- 
cise some control over the number of vistors patients 
may have is of interest to all who may have occasion 
to avail themselves of the hospital's services. 

Experiments here and elsewhere during the in- 
fluenza epidemic have led authorities to conclude that 
patients benefitted by the “total” visitor ban, There 
have been reports of marked improvement in patients’ 
progress. The observation is of great significance and 
it has been decided to extend the benefits of visitor 
curtailment in a “partial” basis under normal circum- 
stances. 

Hyery person who has a loved one confined to 
hospital will naturally want to do everything to facili- 
tate and speed their recovery. If curtailing their 
visits to the sick will help they will undoubtedly wish 
to co-operate. 

While some visitors are probably good for a 
patient, it is conceivable that too many may have a 
harmful effect. Actually, it is unlikely that a partial 
curtailment of visitors will work any hardship on re- 
jJatives or friends because it will probably require noth- 
ing more than a little re-arranging of their plans to 
visit the sick. On the other hand if this will speed 
the time when patients can once again be restored to 
the family circle, the restraint will be well rewarded. 


ONLY PEGGED AT ONE END 
SO THE CONSUMER CAN'T WIN 

The beauty of the current floor price on butter 
is that it prevents the consumer from getting any 
kind of of a break on price fluctuations. The present 
high price of butter affords an excellent example of 
what is meant. 

When the market for butter was a little wobbly 
and the price was threatening to get down where the 
consumer could afford to use it, those who claim to 
represent the dairy industry set up a hue and cry 
for floor prices. Now that the price of butter is spurt- 
ing ahead by leaps and bounds, the absence of any 
protests from the same quarters is marked. They 
have seemingly lost their voices for the time being 
which is most unfortunate for the consumer. The 
poor consumer is terribly disappointed too, because 
he figured that any group which was so interested in 
the welfare of the dairy industry would surely want 
to keep the good-will of the buying public and would 
therefore take steps to protect the consumers from 
exhorbitant prices. 

Alas and alack, the consumer seems to have been 
forgotten for the time being and he is not likely to 
be remembered until called upon to make up in taxes 
any deficit the government may incurr by maintaining 
floor prices at some future date. However, the con- 
sumer has not lost sight of the shabby treatment he 
is receiving and is not likely to. 

The present squeeze on butter prices is making 
the consumer acutely aware of his position. He is 
grateful for a substitute spread which takes some of 
the sting out of high butter prices and it is extremely 
doubtful if he will ever again lend a sympathetic ear 
to the protests of the dairy industry over margarine. 

As far as butter is concerned the consumer just 
cannot win. He is prevented by floor prices from 
taking advantage of a plentiful supply and he must 
bargain on an open market when supplies are low. 
The damaging effects of interference by the govern- 
ment with free markets was never more clearly illus- 
trated. The damage to each industry it meddles with 
may be irreparable because the public does not take 
kindly to being made the goat for any political man- 
euvering which disregards their interests.

POST OFFICE PROFITS

expenditures $82,639,741.21. Thus there was a sur- 
plus of $1,872,044.61. We favour the strictest econ- 
omy in government departments, but economics prac- 
tised at the expense of the people and which deprive 
them of the service they have a right to expect (they 
are paying for it), should be ousted from depart- 
mental operations. That is what should happen to

IS IT FAIR TO BLAME THE FARMER? 


The following observations were made in a letter to the 
Christian Science Monitor and, while the figures are based on 
American statistics, they are none-the-less interesting to most 
Canadians, 


This is a time when nearly everyone including 
the farmer is being blamed for high prices. Here is 
what agricultural forces have to say about it, in a 
state 98 per cent of whose income its from farming. 

The farmer is in a different position from most 
businessmen, The manufacturer, for instance, puts 
a price tag on what he produces whether shirts, trac- 
tors, shoes, or sealing wax. Not so the farmer, 

He proceeds, at this time of year, to prepare the 
soll as soon as the elements will let him. He spends 
several months, following planting, in cultivating be- 
fore harvest. This done, he must move his goods to 
the nearest market. 

On arrival he can either take what they offer 
him or return to the farm and wait a more favorable 
time. This might sound fairly easy to armchair econ- 
omists, but some things the farmer raises are perish- 
able. Mew other producers face this problem. 

Those who know the farmer do not have any 
special brief, ask no special political favor, and thus 
need not discuss subsidies in order to present as fair

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Salt, Overweight, Buzzing Ears 

Notwithstanding all that physici- 
ans treating cases of overweight tell 
their patients against liquids, many 
of these patients continue to drink 
water, tea, coffee, soft and hard 
drinks because liquids have no fuel 
value (or very little), A fat tissue 
holds water or other liquids in the 
same manner as a sponge, this ex- 
cess water is just so much extra 
weight on the body, When a foot- 
ball player in a game or a wrest- 
ler in a bout loses 10 pounds of 
weight, he may not be losing much 
fat tissue --only water. 

A professional wrestler losing 10: to 
15 pounds in a bout may have that 
same 10 to 15 pounds back in his 
body the next night, just 24 hours 
afterwards. Fat tissue does not 
come off the body that easily or 
rapidly, - 

Too much table salt in the diet 
also will increase water in the tis- 
sues, as each grain of salt holds 70 
times its own weight of water in the 
tissues. When we sprinkle salt on 


or two sprinkles of salt may be ad- 
ding weight, yet all the salt needed 
by the body tissues is less than a 
half teaspoonful in 24 hours. 
Fortunately, the tissues of those: 
who are not overweight or do not 
have excess fat do not absorb and 
hold water, as the other tissues, 
muscles and nerves and take in the 
amount of water and salt needed by 
these tissues to do their regular work 


in the body. 

Because physicians are advising 
against the overuse of salt as it 
increases weight and, by holding too 
much water in the tissues is be-~ 
lieved to raise blood pressure, there 
are now various salt substitutes on 
the market. And because of some 
of these salt substitutes cause sto- 
mach and intestinal symptoms, the 
following information is important. 
Bread, salad dressings, cheese, salt 
butter and milk contain hidden salt, 
and the great majority of us need 
and can eat these foods. But for 
those who are overweight or those 
who suffer from buzzing ears, the 
Journal of Living suggests bland 
foods (eggs, potatoes, cottage cheese, 
macaroni) seasoned with onions, 
green peppers, mushrooms, chives, 
which help reduce salt intake. 


Cancer of the Stomach May 
Have But Slight Symptoms 

It often surprises us to learn 
that person we have been seeing 
every day is in the hospital with 
cancer of the stomach and, despite 
operation, is likely to live but a 
short time. 

The reason that this individual 
reached the hospital too late to save 
his life is, in most cases, due to not 
reporting his “little attacks of midi- 
gestion” to his physician. By the 
time he finally consults his physic- 
jon, and stomach and x-ray tests 
are made, the cancer has extended to 
nearby or distant glands and what 
is called secondary infection — 
metastasis—is present. 

What we must all -emember is 
that cancer anywhere in the body 
is curable if treated jn its early 
stages. Unfortunately, tn its early 
stages cancer of the stomach may 
not cause pain, just a slight distress 
or heaviness in the region of the 
stomach. 

In Archives of Surgery, Drs. John 
S. La Due, Paul J. Murison, Gordon 
McNeer and George T. Pack (Mem- 
orial Hospital, New York City) re- 
port their study of 1,117 patients 
with stomach cancer to decide whe- 
ther the length of time the patient 
had stomach symptoms and the 
chances of operation being success- 
ful were related. These surgeons 
found, unfortunately, that the 
length of time the symptoms were 
present, with signs of stomach dis- 
turbance present, was about the 
same whether or not the condition 
was found suitable for operation ex_ 
cept that dysphagia (difficulty in

swallowing) was twice as common in 
those who could not undergo op- 
eration, In order of frequency, the 
signs and symptoms present were: 
loss of weight (63.5 per cent); vom- 
{ting; bowel disturbances; loss of 
appetite; dysphagia; nausea; meak- 
ness; expelling gas by mouth; bleed- 
ing from bowel. Weight loss over 41 
pounds was usually present in in- 
operable cancer, The more rapid the 
weight loss, the more striking were 
the other disturbances of various 
functions and organs of the body. 
Pain was the first symptom in 41 
per cent, dysphagia in about 12 per 
cent and loss of appetite in 8 per 
cent. 

Strange to ‘say, stomach cancer 
may be too adyanced for operation 
before the patient has any symp- 
toms and may be curable by operat- 
ing even after symptoms, presum- 
ably due to cancer, have been pres- 
ent for two years. 

The lesson is that if symptoms of 
indigestion remain present in one 
at the cancer age, the family phys- 
ician should be consulted and an ex- 
ray examination made.

Treatment of Acne (Pimples) 

Because acne (pimples) afflicts 
our young people just at the time 
they are most sensitive about their 
appearance, that is, from puberty 
(12 to i4 in girls, 14 to 16 in boys) 
up to age 30, family physicians and 
skin specialists have learned that, 
in addition to using medicines, they 
must remove from these young pa- 
tients fear of having acne all their 
| lives. They must receive assurance 
that once puberty is well establish- 
ed, the acne should gradually dis- 
appear, with perhaps a little help 
from certain drugs. ; 

In former articles I have men- 
tioned various methods of treat- 
ment by medicines and diet, and 
reassurance as to the final out- 
come of acne. -n The Journal of the 
American Medical Association, Dr. 
Helen Dexter (University of Cincin- 
nati) emphasizes that for routine 
office treatment the essential mat- 
ters on whici. to question patients 
with acne are aggravating factors 
such as dietary, cosmetic, and pos- 
tural habits (slcachy carriage of 
chest and shoulders, walking or sit- 
ting); emotional tension; use o:

If you feel like complaining about food costs, and 
want to blame the farmer, Representative Harold 0. 
Lovre (R) of South Dakota offers these examples. 

When you buy a can oft corn, retailing for 19 
cents, less than 28 cents of it goes to the farmer. 

When onions sold for 5.7 cents a pound (in Nov- 
ember), farmers and trutk gardeners received a little 
more than a penny a pound for them. 

Take milk. It leaves the farm in most places 
and immediately goes into a distribution system which 
nearly doubles its price in a few hours. 

And that loaf of bread you buy—and which many 
farmers buy, too, these days—brings from 15 to 17 
cents a pound. The farmer gets an estimated 2 and 
two-third cents for the wheat in ‘t. 
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stricken India will get that 
190-million dollar grant in grain 
from the United States. If India 
does get the grain -she'll probably 
get it as a loan to be paid back in 
cash. 

The bill won't even be taken up 
by the United States Congress until) 
mid-April. For a coalition of Re- 
publicans and Southern Democrats 
are determined to block sending 
the wheat as a gift -on the grounds 
it would be a dangerous precedent. 

Tt appears that the refusal of 
many senators and congressmen to 
vote for the Indian grain grants 
stems from resentment over the 
way India’s Prime Minister Nehru 
has been carrying the diplomatic 
ball for Red China. 

Some American lawmakers say 
the outright gift to India would 
be so strong a presedent it would ob- 
ligate the United States to make 
similar grants to other nations.

Britons are getting slight relief 
from their rigid) bacon and cheese 
rations. Due to a slight improve- 
ment in supplies from European and 
home sources, the bacon ration has 
been increased i:om three to four 
ounces per week throughout the 
United kingdom. And the weekly 
cheese ration has been raised from: 
two to three ounces.

Last summer, inspectors of the 
Canadian Department of Agricul- 
ture received complaints from To~ 
ronto about so-called maple syrup 
being sold from door-to-door. 

After looking mto the matter, 
they learned that the so-called sy- 
rup was nothing but sugar and ws- 
ter flavored with artificlal maple.

The seller was eventually traced 
and fined 100 dollars, But before he 
was found --dozens of housewives 
had been fooled into thinking they 
were buying the real product, 

Such a story might never have 
happened --if the consumers who 
bought the substitute syrup had 
been on their toes.

Leading Livesicck Judge, 
Dr. Sinclair Dies Here 


Canada lost one of its best known 
livestock judges on Wednesday in 
the passing of Dr. James A, Sin- 
clair at the Ross Memorial Hospital. 
The late Dr, Sinclair had during his 
lifetime acted as a livestock judge 
in all the larger fair and exhibitions 
from Halifax to Vancouver. He had 
also officiated in a similar capacity 
in exhibitions in the U.S. A. 


Dr. Sinclair, who was 86 at the 
time of his passing, had made Can- 
nington his home for the past 55 
years. He was born in the township 
of Scott at the edge of the village of 
Uxbridge and after completing his 
studies and receiving his diploma 
as a veterinary came to Cannington 
where he practised for a number of 
years. For 25 years he was employed 
by the federal and the provincial 
governments as an inspector of 
horses throughout Canada and his 
journeys in this position led him 
from coast to coast. He also serv- 
ed for a great Many years as a judge 
at the larger exhibitions which took 
Place in‘ Canada and on several 2c- 
casions he judged livestock in Am- 
erican fairs and exhibitions. He 
had been living retired in the vil- 
Jage of Cannington for about 11 
years. 

He had during his lifetime avidly 
followed the hobby of collecting 
china and until about four years ago 
Dr, Sinclair had the finest collec- 
tion of china in this district and pos_ 
sibly in this part of Canada. During 
the last few years, he had disposed 
of much of his collection, which at

New Method | 
Atom Blast 
Announced 


Buenos Aires, March 24—(BUP— 
President Juan D. Peron of Argen- 
tina has announced that his country 
has produced an atomic explosion 
by using new methods. He said ur- 
anium was not employed. 

President Juan D. Peron told about 
it at a press conference this morn- 
ing. He said the explosion had been 
produced on an island in the south 
under controlled conditions. 

The Argentine dictator introduced 
an Austrian physics professor—Don- 
ald Richter — who is a naturalized 
Argentinian. Richter said: 

“This is not a copy of foreign 
methods. It is Argentine. This 
project is far superior to the pro- 
ject being used in the United States, 
The energy we seek will be used for 
industrial purposes in accordance 
with President Peron’s plan. 

The announcement said the scient_ 
ist had not used uranium, but a 
much cheaper Argentine raw mat- 
erial. 


Defer Judgment 
On Careless 
Driving Charge 


Judgment was reserved by Magis- 
trate Gee in a careless driving case 
brought before him in the Lindsay 
Police Court this week: Charged was 
an Ops Township farmer who plea- 
ded not guilty to the charge laid 
following an accident on the Lind- 
say-Little Britain road on Febru- 
ar, 27th. 

Constable R. Lawson, of the Lind- 
say Detachment of the O-P.P., was 
the only Crown Witness. He stated 
that he had taken the accused to 
the scene of the accident, a point 
in the county road between Lindsay 
and Little Britair just north of the 
second railway crossing. He said 
that the accused’s car was resting 
with the front portion of the ve- 
hicle on the cement abutment of a 
bridge that was there. This abut- 
ment was about 30 inches above 
the ground and the car was about 
18 inches past the north end of the 
abutment. He sald that there was 
about $250 damage done to the car. 

Constable Lawson obseryed that 
there were tire marks behind the 
right rear wheel indictating that it 
had travelled 147 feet on the shoul- 
der and in the ditch before hitting 
the bridge. He sald that driving 
conditions were excellent and fur- 
ther added that he, with the accus- 
ed, had apjlied the brakes on the 
cruiser at 60 m.p.h. at that point on 
the road and had had no trouble 
stopping. 

He sald that there was consider- 
able blood in the rear seat and that 
the front seat had been pushed 
nearly to the dash, The right por- 
tion of the windshield was bulged. 
It was later learned he said that a 
neighbour who had been a passen- 
ger in the rear seat had suffered fa- 
cla] lacerations which had probably 
caused the blood, The accused had 
¢ mplained of chest injuries.

Many localities in the Lindsay 
area were isolated over the Easter 
weekend following damages to tele- 
phone wires caused by the violent 
storms. Wires and telephone poles 
were reported down in two or three 
districts and the village of Beaver- 
ton was reported to be very nearly 
cut off from outside telephone ser- 
vice. This was disclosed today by 
J.E.A. MacDonald, Bell Telephone 
manager here. : 

The damage began piling up on 
Saturday when the storm covered 
wires with wet snow which later 
froze and piled up. High gales rock- 
ed the wires and the poles came 
down. Near Bobcaygeon, along the 
Bobcaygeon road, several poles were 
reported down and crewmen spent 
the weekend getting service restor- 
ed. Beaverton also rported that 
poles north of the village were taken 
down and damage disrupted ser- 
vice between Lindsay and Beaver- 
ton. Many rural lines are also 
down and maintainance men spent 
the Easter weekend getting lines 
back up. 

Temperatures for Easter Sunday 
hit a low that has not been reached 
in the past three years in Lindsay. 
Easter was considerably early this 
year than 1950 when it fell on 
April 9th and 1949 when it came a 
week later on April 17th. Possibly 
by that time this year the weather 
will warm up. 

The low for the weekend was 
reached on Easter Sunday night or 
last night when the thermometer 
dropped to 4.5 above zero. The high 
Sunday was a cool 23. In 1950, the 
high and low temperatures were 39 
and 15.5. In 1949, the temperatures 
were 45 and 25.

|Brisk Demand 


ONTARIO 


For Seed 
Is Reported | 


Farmers across the province are 
preparing for the spring’ planting 
according to the Weekly Crop Re- 
port issued by the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Nearly every 
county reports that there appears 
to be a brisk demand for seeds this 
year and many report that seed 
cleaning mills had one of the busiest 
March’s that they ever experienced. 

In the report for Victoria County 
it is noted that the demand for ewes 
has become so strong that the pric- 
es have doubled since last fall. 
The prices quoted for weanling pigs 
in this county are $12 to $15. Victoria 
also reports an active demand for 
seed grain and some demand for a 
limited quantity of registered seed. 

Ontario County reports that loose 
hay at auction sales is bringing ar- 
ound $18 to $20 per ton. This coun- 
ty reports that small seeds appear to 
be very scarce and that seed clean- 
ing mills in the county are operating 
at capacity. It is reported that the 
Quinte Seed Fair and the Bacon 
Show held at Blackstock was an out_ 
Standing success. 

Seven townships in Peterborough 
‘county report that they are ready 
to treat cattle under the Warble Fly 
Control Act, The County reports 
that weather conditions there have 
not been good for wheat and clover. 

Northumberland county reports a 
married man, employed at one farm 
for five years, who feels that he can 
Stay no longer at a salary of $125 
per month with free house, hydro, 
milk and wood. His brother shows 
him industrial wages of more than 
twice this cash salary. The county 
reports adequate supplies of seed 
grain in the granaries.
